READING OF MINUTES: 

On motion of 111.*. Bro.*. Charles T. Gallagher, 33°, the 
reading of the minutes of the last annual meeting -was omitted 
and the records, as printed and distributed, were approved. 

OPENED IN THE THIRTY-SECOND DEGREE. 

On motion of 111.'. Bro.". Robert A. Shirrefs, 33**, the 
Sovereign Grand Commander declared the Council opened in 
the Thirty-second degree for the purpose of receiving the 
annual address, and Princes of the Boyal Secret, in waiting, 
were admitted to the Council chamber. 

VISITORS INTRODUCED. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander then said: 
Illustrious Brethren, we are honored by the presence of dis- 
tinguished visitors; the first upon the roll, of course, is the Most 
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IlluBtrious Sovereign Grand Commander of the Southern JuriBdic- 
tlon of the United States of America, the oldest Supreme Council 
In existence in the world; the first Supreme Council that ever was 
formed. I desire to welcome him most cordially, and express the 
hope that we may have the pleasure of welcoming him to the 
Supreme Council of the Northern Jurisdiction whenever it is in 
session. I take pleasure in introducing the distinguished Brother 
RicHASDsoN, Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council 
of the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States of America. 

111.', and Hon. James D. Richabdbon^ 33°, Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Supreme Council for the Southern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, spoke as follows: 
SovKBEiGN Grand Commandeb Ain> Illustbious Brethbbn:' 

I can not find words to express my high appreciation of the 
cordial welcome that has Just been extended to me by your Sov- 
ereign Grand Commander. It is exceedingly gratifying to me to 
meet with you on this occasion; it Is the seventh time, consecu- 
tively, that I have been able to enjoy this privilege at your ses- 
sions. You will pardon me if I say that I feel now, as I have 
always felt when I have had the pleasure to meet with this Coun- 
cil, that it is well to be here. I congratulate you, sir, on having 
the honor of presiding over one of the two, or perhaps the very 
first Supreme Council of the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry in the 
world, and I <A>ngratulate you, my Illustrious Brethren, that you 
have the foremost Scottish Rite Mason of the world to preside 
over you. I have recently had the opportunity of sitting in an 
august presence, where were assembled the representatives of 
twenty-one Supreme Councils of the Scottish Rite of Freemasonry, 
coming as they did from twenty different nations of the earth, 
and as I took part in the meeting, I regretted that we did not 
have the counsel and advice of your Most Illustrious Sovereign 
Grand Commander. 

I shall not detain you. Brethren, with any more remarks on this 
occasion, but I take the opportunity to say to you that in about 
four weeks, that is, on the third Monday in October, the Supreme 
Council for the Southern Jurisdiction will assemble in the City of 
Washington in Its biennial session, and I wish to extend to every 
member of this Supreme Council a most cordial invitation to 
visit us on that occasion, and assure you that you will receive a 
cordial welcome. I think I said that this is the seventh time that 
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I have attended your annual sessions while Sovereign Grand Com- 
mander, and I wish to state that while my health will permit, and 
I remain Sovereign Grand Commander, I shall be with you at all 
your meetings. 

The SovEEEiGN Grand Commander then presented 111.', and 
Hon. Bro.'. John V. Ellis, 33°: 

I have another exceedingly pleasant duty to perform, and it 
is that of welcoming here in our midst a Past Sovereign Grand 
Commander of the Dominion of Canada; he is not unknown to 
most of you, for he has been present with us on several occasions 
at the meetings of our Supreme Council. I take pleasure in intro- 
ducing Illustrious Brother Ellis, of St. John, New Brunswick, 
Past Sovereign Grand Commander of the Supreme Council of 
Canada. 

Illustrious Brother Ellis, 33°, replied: 

Most Puissa.nt Sib a.nd Illustbious Brethren: 

I thank you for the very cordial welcome that I have received. 
Illustrious Brother Righaboson has invited the members of this 
Supreme Council to visit the Supreme Council of the Southern 
Masonic Jurisdiction, and I wish to say that on the week after his 
meeting in Washington our Supreme Council will meet at Mon- 
treal, and I extend to every member of this Supreme Council a 
very cordial invitation to meet with us then; we meet on the 
fourth Wednesday in October, and if you can meet with us then, 
we will endeavor to make your visit a pleasant one, and I am sure 
that you will go away with a high regard for your Canadian 
brethren. 

THE ALLOCUTION. 

The Sovereign Grand Commander then read his annual 
address, which was. heard with att-entive interest and received 
with warm approval. 

Illustbious Bbethben of the Sl'pbeme Council: 

In obedience to the requirements of the Constitution of this 
Supreme Council and Its action taken at its last session, we have 
assembled at our Grand Orient for the consideration of such sub- 
jects and the transaction of such business as may be necessary or 
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proper, in order to conserve and promote the Interests of Scottish 
Rite Masonry in this Jurisdiction. To the members of this Supreme 
Council, Active and Honorary, I extend a hearty greeting. It is 
pleasant to meet once more those with whom we have long labored 
in a common cause, and with them review the past and its work, 
and confer as to the future and its duties. To our Illustrious 
Brothers, the members of Supreme Councils of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite of other Jurisdictions, who have honored 
us with their presence on this occasion, in the name and on behalf 
of our Supreme Council, and of all its members, I tender a cordial 
welcome, and I beg to assure them that their friendly visit is appreci- 
ated. Our earnest desire is, and we indulge the hope, that their 
stay with us may prove, to sonie extent, at least, pleasant and 
agreeable to them. Tet we can scarcely expect to make it as enjoy- 
able to them as it will be to us. 

At the close of our last Annual Meeting in this room and around 
this sacred altar, with the prayer springing from our hearts and 
uttered by our lips, that the Ood of infinite beneficence and love 
would have us in His holy keeping and permit us again to meet 
each other here, as we realized that what the future held in store 
for us was hidden, and hope only left to us, and as it was pos- 
sible, if not probable, that we should not all meet together again, 
we bade each other farewell. Since then a year, with all its tri- 
umphs and successes, its defeats and reverses, ambitions, rivalries 
and struggles, its hopes and fears, and loves and hates, and all 
that makes life's happiness and its sorrows, has passed into his- 
tory. Our record of the year must remain unchanged, as it has 
been written. As the roll of our membership was called at the 
opening of the session this morning, not all responded to their 
names when called. It is meet that those of us who have, by 
Qod's mercy, been permitted to meet one another here in health and 
strength adequate to the duties which lie before us, should render 
to Him our grateful acknowledgment and hearty thanks for this 
inestimable privilege. 

We have assembled for the purpose of holding the ninety-fifth 
Annual session of this Supreme Council. All the powers of govern- 
ment, administration, and legislation for, or relating to, the 
Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in this Jurisdiction, are vested in 
and possessed by this Supreme Council and these powers are to be 
exercised by its Active members when duly assembled, except as 
authorised and directed by it The Supreme Council having been 
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duly opened and about to enter upon its labors, the first duty that 
devolves upon your Grand Commander is to report to you all his 
official acts as an officer of this body, during the time which has 
elapsed since our last meeting, and to lay before you such infor- 
mation as he may possess relating to or affecting the interests of 
the Rite in this Masonic Jurisdiction, or its relations with the 
other Supreme Councils of the world. 

DISPENSATIONS FOR NSTW BODIBS OF THB RITE. 

Since the close of our last session. Dispensations have been author- 
ised by the Grand Commander and duly issued for the establish- 
ment of new bodies of the Rite In this Jurisdiction as follows: 

March 11, 1907, for a Consistory of Princes of the Royal Secret 
to be located at Dayton, Ohio, and to be known as Dayton Con- 
sistory, naming therein as first ofl&cers: 

III.*. Jonathan Russell Johnston, 33", III,' , Commander-in-Chief . 
John Rouzeb Flotboic, 82**, Fir$t Lieutenant-Oomm^^nder. 
Benjamin Fbanklin Hebbchet, 32**, Second Lieutenant- 
Commander, 

This dispensation was based upon the petition of fourteen 
Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, one of them being an Active 
member of this Supreme Council, and 824 Sublime Princes of the 
Royal Secret, all duly qualified, and upon the recommendation of 
the Deputy for Ohio, and of the Council of Deliberation for that 
state. This dispensation has been returned to the Grand Secretary- 
General with the request that a charter be granted. At the meet- 
ing of the Council of Deliberation for Ohio, held at Cincinnati, 
February 21 and 22, 1907, In addition to recommending that the 
dispensation prayed for be issued, the Council of Deliberation took 
the following action: "And, further, should such dispensation be 
issued, this Council of Deliberation hereby votes Its consent and 
recommendation that upon the return to the Supreme Council at 
its next Annual session, a charter be issued to said Consistory 
in the Valley of Dayton, Ohio, without further action of this Coun- 
cil." See Proceedings of Ohio Council of Deliberation, 1907, page 40. 

May 14, 1907, a dispensation was ordered and Issued for a Lodge 
of Perfection to be located at Springfield, Illinois, and to be known 
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aa Sangamo Lodge of Perfection, with first ollioers named therein 
as follows:

This dispensation was based upon the petition of thirty-six duly 
qualified Princes of the Royal Secret, and upon the recommendation 
of the Deputy for Illinois and all the Active members of the Supreme 
Council for that state. This dispensation is now returned with 
the request that it be continued in force until the next session of 
the Supreme Council. 

The dispensation issued to St. Clair Lodge of Perfection, located 
at Bast St Louis, St. Clair County, Illinois, on the 8th of June, 
1906, and which, by resolution of the Supreme Council, adopted at 
its last Annual session, was extended until the present time, has 
been returned with the request that a charter be granted. The 
Council of Deliberation for Illinois, at a meeting thereof held at 
Chicago on the 19th of August last, recommended and requested 
that the Supreme Council grant a charter to St. Clair Lodge of 
Perfection. 

In four instances requests have been made for special dispen- 
sations under the provisions of Article 62 of the Constitutions, as 
amended at our last session, all of them presenting such conditions 
as, in my Judgment, warranted the granting of the request, and the 
requisite authority was given in each one, with what was deemed 
proper restrictions. The fact that in most of these cases the request 
came so soon after our last meeting that the bodies making them 
had not had sufficient time to prepare for the requisite changes in 
their methods, in time for their annual reunions, or meetings then 
about to be held, had its influence in determining my action upon 
them. 

OTHER ACTS OF THE GRAND COMMANDER. 

Illustrious Brother Jakes Isaac Buchanan, 33", having found it 
impracticable to serve as one of the Representatives of our Supreme 
Council to the Conference held at Brussels in June last, to which 
he had been appointed, and having advised me to that effect and 
that other duties compelled him to decline the appointment, in the 
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exercise of the authority conferred upon the Grand Commander hj 
the Supreme Council to fill any yacancies in our representation, on 
the 28th of January last, I appointed Illustrious Brother Chablcs 
T. Gallaqheb, SS"*, Active member of the Supreme Council, as such 
Representatiye, to fill the place thus made vacant, which position 
Illustrious Brother Gallaoheb accepted and served accordingly. 

On the 23d of January, 1907, Illustrious Brother Chablbs T. 
Gallagher, SS"", an Active member of this Supreme Council, of Bos- 
ton, Massachusetts, was duly appointed and commissioned by the 
Supreme Council of Ireland, as its Representative and guarantor 
of friendship near this Supreme Council, and he has been duly 
received and recognized as such. 

On February 6, 1907, Count Goblet d'Alviella, Most Puissant 
Grand Commander of the Supreme Council for Belgium, was duly 
appointed as the Representative and guarantor of friendship of 
this Supreme Council near that of Belgium, and letters of credence 
to that effect were issued to him in the usual form. 

The appointment of Illustrious D. N. Kinsman, 33°, an Active 
member of the Supreme Council for Ohio, by Illustrious Brother 
Barton Smith, Deputy for Ohio, as Deputy to act for him during his 
absence from the state as one of the Representatives of the Supreme 
Council to the International Congress, and the appointment of Illus- 
trious Brother Gil W. Barnard, 33**, an Active member of the 
Supreme Council for Illinois, by Illustrious Brother Amos PErn- 
BONB, Deputy for Illinois, as Deputy to act for him during the 
absence of the Deputy on a trip to Mexico and the Pacific Coast, 
were reported to me for my consent and approval, and approved 
as required by the Constitutions. 

CONFERRING THE THIRTY-THIRD DBGRBB. 

On the evening of the 10th of June last, with the assistance of 
the Grand Minister of State, Illustrious John Corson Smith, 33°; 
the Grand Master-General of Ceremonies, Illustrious Thomas E» 
Balding, 33°; Illustrious Amos Pettibone, 33'', Deputy for Illinois; 
Illustrious Brother Sylvester O. Spring, 33**, Active member of the 
Supreme Council from Illinois, and forty-four Sovereign Grand 
Inspectors-General from Illinois and Wisconsin, I conferred the 
Thirty-third degree upon the Reverend William John McCauohan, 
a Prince of the Royal Secret and a member of Oriental Consistory, 
with full and complete ceremonial. Brother McCaughan had been 
duly elected to receive the Thirty-third degree at our meeting held 
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in Boston in September last. The reasons for conferring the degree 
upon him outside of the Supreme Council are fully stated in the 
report of the Deputy for Illinois. Brother McCaughan had been t 
resident of Chicago for some ten years, and he was an active work- 
ing member of the yarious Masonic organizations in that city, 
with which he was connected. He was highly esteemed by his 
brethren in Chicago, and, while there, was the pastor of a leading 
Presbyterian church. He had been frequently importuned to return 
to his old church at Belfast, Ireland, and finally he acceded to the 
urgent request to return and take up his work in the church of 
which he had formerly been pastor. This made it necessary for him 
to go back to Europe before our meeting, which he did within a few 
days after the conferring of the degree upon him. After investiga- 
tion and becoming satisfied that the case presented was one that 
Justified the exercise of the authority vested in the Grand Com- 
mander by Article 21 of the Constitution, I conferred the degree 
upon the Brother in question. The regular fee for the degree was 
received by me and immediately forwarded to the Grand Secretary- 
General. 

REPORTS OP DEPUTIES. 

Reports have been received from all the Deputies. Councils of 
Deliberation have been held in Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, 
Massachusetts, Connecticut, New York, Pennsylvania, Ohio, Indiana 
and Illinois. 

Printed copies of the Proceedings of the Councils of Deliberation 
for New Hampshire, Vermont, Massachusetts, Connecticut, Pennsyl- 
vania and Ohio, have been received. 

The reports of the Deputies and the proceedings of the Councils 
of Deliberation, as far as received, afford much valuable infor- 
mation as to the condition of the Rite throughout the Jurisdiction. 
The Deputy for Maine reports the occurrence of what may be desig- 
nated as an event of more than passing importance. This was the 
celebration of the Fiftieth Anniversary of the organization of Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry in that state by Dunlap Chapter of Rose Croix 
on May 14 last, on the evening of the day on which their Council 
of Deliberation held its meeting, and states the fact that "the only 
original member of that Chapter now living is our Illustrious 
Brother William Prrr Preble, 33", of New Brighton, New York, 
the only past Active member upon the roll of our Supreme Council." 

This report is a clear statement of the condition and progress 
of the bodies of the Rite in Maine, which is quite satisfactory, 
except as to the Lodge of Perfection and Council of Princes of 
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Jenualem located at Machias, Maine. The condition of these two 
bodies should, and doubtless will, receive attention at the hands 
of the proper Standing Committee. 

The reports, as a whole, represent the condition of the Rite and 
its working bodies throughout our Jurisdiction as very satisfactory, 
with the exception to which I have referred. 

At the last session of the Supreme Council a resolution was 
adopted authorizing the Deputy for Rhode Island to call a meet* 
ing of the members of Van Rensselaer Lodge of Perfection, located 
at Newport, Rhode Island, to hold an election of new offioers and 
install them when elected, and to take such further action as should 
seem necessary and proper to create an interest In the Rite in the 
field occupied by that Lodge, which had become practically dormant, 
not having held a meeting or transacted any business for several 
years. The Deputy for Rhode Island set about the work assigned 
to him with such energy and tact that he now reports that Van 
Rensselaer Lodge of Perfection has been revived and placed upon 
a living and working basis and, with some assistance from the 
Deputy and the brethren of Providence, the Lodge has already con- 
ferred the degrees upon seventeen candidates and has resumed its 
old place among the working Lodges of Perfection, and gives prom- 
ise of great usefulness in the future. 

A commendable degree of harmony prevails among the crafts- 
men throughout the Jurisdiction and the interests of Scottish Rite 
Masonry in the several districts have been entrusted to brethren 
who have proved competent, zealous and faithful in the performance 
of their duties, and all of whom can point to "work well done and 
un wasted days." 

Our Masonic year, as you are aware, so far as relates to the 
acts and returns of Subordinate bodies, commences on the first day 
of July in each year, and terminates on the 30th of June follow- 
ing. The number of initiates in each class of bodies of the Rite 
during the year ending June 30 last, is far in excess of the 
work of any preceding year, and the total membership has been 
correspondingly increased. The year's work shows the following 
results:

Those who have been instrumental in bringing about the grand 
results shown by the figures now before you are entitled to high 
commendation, not only for the additions made to the member- 
ship of the Rite, but for the manner in which those who have 
received the degrees haye been instructed in the purposes of Scot- 
tish Rite Masonry, and the truths it teaches to its initiates. The 
results attained by the labors of the officers and members of the 
subordinate bodies of the Rite in this Jurisdiction are exceedingly 
gratifying and constitute a fitting subject for mutual congratula- 
tions. They afford ample eyidence of the devotion of those who 
voluntarily assumed the burden of planning, preparing for, and 
carrying into execution the work necessary for the conferring of 
the degrees from the fourth to the thirty-second upon so large 
a number of aspirants. It was a labor of love, but was, nevertheless, 
an undertaking which required much time and thought and execu- 
tive ability. All this was furnished and given freely and without 
the hope of fee or reward, other than the satisfaction which results 
from the consciousness of duty faithfully performed in the inter- 
ests of Scottish Rite Masonry. 

It is not to be denied that mere numbers is not the only element 
of strength in any organization, and especially is this true of our 
Masonic organizations, and other like bodies. It should be the aim 
of the officers and members of all Masonic bodies to exercise great 
care in the admission and advancement of candidates, to the end 
that none are accepted who are not in all respects worthy and 
well qualified. It is not to be inferred that the brethren of any of 
the bodies of the Rite under your government have failed in their 
duty in this respect, or that any of the more than 5,000 upon whom 
the degrees were conferred during the last year were not, in all 
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respects, satisfactory candidates, or that any among them will prore 
undesirable members. On the contrary, we have every reason to 
beliere that in the case of every individual candidate all proper 
care was taken and investigation made as to his character and stand- 
ing, and that every one upon whom the degrees were conferred 
measured up to the required standard. It may be truthfully said 
that never In the history of Freemasonry was it more popular 
among the people than it is at the present time, and this fact calls 
for extreme caution in the selection of candidates and great pru- 
dence in the management of the affairs of Subordinate bodies. 

OUR HONORED DEAD. 

It is to be regretted that the record of the year will not be 
complete without a reference to other occurrences which claim your 
attention. We must consider the sorrows, as well as the Joys, which 
the year has brought to us. We have recorded the splendid gains 
made to the membership during the past year, and it is a melan- 
choly duty, but nevertheless a duty, to report the losses sustained 
by the Rite during the same time, by the decease of its members, 
and to place upon record a loving tribute to their memory. 

Ixx.*. Athanasius Colo-Veloni, 33", 
Bom January 15, 1815, 
Died December 17, 1906. 

Illustrious Brother CoLO-VKLom was bom in Greece, then under 
Turkish rule. In the struggle of the patriots of that country to 
free Greece from Turkish dominion in 1821, Brother Ck)U>-yKL0Ni*8 
father and family were all slain, except himself. He was then a 
boy of only six years of age. He was found, cared for, and finally 
brought to America by Captain Nicholson, of the United States 
Navy, who was then in the. Mediterranean in conmiand of the Gov- 
ernment ship "Ontario." Illustrious Brother Colo-Veloni was 
crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General May 15, 1846, and 
was the sole surviving Emeritus member of the Supreme Council. 
He was a member of the Aurora Grata bodies of Brooklyn, New 
York, and in early days was active in the Blue Lodge Chapter and 
Commandery, of which he was a member. In later years his great 
age and infirm health prevented him from attending the meetings 
of the Supreme Council. His faithful wife, who had been his con- 
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stant companion for more than flfty-four years, survived him only 
three weeks, and now both, side by side, rest from their labors. 

"The light has faded from the deep-set eyes, 
His will has bowed to the decree of fate, 
And ushered through death's glorious, shining gate. 
His soul has solved the mysteries of the skies." 

III.". Walter Augustus Stevens, 38', 
Bom April 19, 1830, 
Died April 9, 1907. 

Illustrious Brother Stevens was crowned a Sovereign Grand 
Insiitoctor-Oeneral of the Thirty-third degree and created an Active 
member of the Supreme Council on the 27th of April, 1867, having 
been an Active member for forty years, less eight days. He was a 
regular attendant upon the meetings of the Supreme Council up 
to and Including the meeting held in 1904, that being the last one 
at which he was present. The condition of his health was such 
at that time as to afford little hope that his brethren would ever 
have the pleasure of greeting him again in the Supreme Council, 
and, to the sorrow of all, their apprehensions proved well-founded. 
Illustrious Brother Stevens was one of the great army of American 
citizens that may be designated as "self-made men," for he was 
one of those who was thrown upon the world In childhood, desti- 
tute of all resources except energy, will and pluck, and find them- 
selves obliged to rely upon their own efforts to fit themselves for 
the duties of life, and, unaided, are obliged to build for them- 
selves a character and lift themselves Into personal standing and 
business rank In the community in which they live. Brother 
Stevens accomplished all this. He became a master In his pro- 
fession, that of dentist, and secured a satisfactory business. He 
won rank in society and the confidence and respect of the business 
community with which he was Identified. He performed in a manly 
manner all the duties that devolved upon him as a business 
man and a loyal citizen. He was a zealous, faithful Freemason 
In all of its subdivisions from Blue Lodge to Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General, and, as such, met every requirement made of 
him, whether on the tesselated ground fioor or In the various offi- 
cial positions to which he was called by the votes of his brethren. 
His service to the Rite, In and out of the Supreme Council, earned 
for him the friendship — ^nay, more — the love of his brethren, and 
we can not part with him without deep sorrow. He will be greatly 
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missed from our Councils, and from the hearts of those who 
knew him best will often come the longing, expressed In the 
words of Tennyson: 

''Oh, for the touch of a vanished hand. 
And the sound of a voice that's still." 

Balusters have been prepared and issued announcing the death 
of these Illustrious brethren. 

A list of Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General of the Thirty-third 
degree and Honorary members of this Supreme Council who, since 
our last meeting, have been separated from us by death and who 
have thus finished their labors and ''passed through the dark por- 
tals guarded by the grim tyrant. Death, into the realms of light 
and love that lie beyond, for those upon whom God smiles," has 
been furnished and is herewith submitted. This list is much more 
formidable than it has been in any preceding year, and contains 
the names of thirty Sovei^ign Grand Inspectors-General. The read- 
ing of these names will bring sorrow to the heart of many a one 
present, for some of them were well known to, and appreciated 
and loved by all the members of the Supreme Council, and all of 
them by a goodly number of our members.

The Supreme Councils in these Jurisdictions are our 
nearest neighbors, and it is but natural that we should take a 
deep interest in all that affects their welfare. 

The most notable event that has occurred since our last meeting, 
affecting the interests of the Rite generally, was the assembling of 
the International Congress or Conference of Representatives of the 
Supreme Councils of the world, held at Brussels on the 11th. 12th, 
13th and 14th of June last, in which this Supreme Council was 
ably and most satisfactorily represented by Illustrious Brother 
Saicubl C. Lawbence, 33°, of Massachusetts, Puissant Grand 
Lieutenant-Commander; Illustrious Brother Babton Smith, 33% 
of Ohio, Deputy of the Supreme Council for that state, and Illus- 
trious Brother Chables T. Gaixagheb, 33°, of Boston, all Active 
members of this Supreme Council. 

As the representatives of the Supreme Council who took part in 
this noted Congress will submit to you a report of the transactions

JEWELS OF SUBORDINATE BODIES. 

111.'. Bro.*. James Isaac Buchanan, 33°, from the Com- 
mittee on Rituals and Ritualistic Matter, presented the follow- 
ing report: 

To THE SUPBEME COUNCIL! 

The Committee on Rituals and Ritualistic Matter, in accordance 
with the reBolution adopted at the last meeting of the Supreme 
Council requesting them to prepare, recommend and report designs 
for official jewels for subordinate bodies, respectfully present the 
following report: 

In the opinion of the Committee there should be sufficient 
uniformity in the Jewels of officers of the same rank, in all subor- 
dinate bodies, so that the rank of an officer can at once be recog- 
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nlzed by his Jewel, and the body of which he is an ol&cer by the 
peculiar shape of the same. 

They have therefore taken the Jewels of the Lodge of Perfection 
as a standard for all the bodies, except the jewels of the first two 
presiding officers of each body, which retain the forms heretofore 
adopted. Ill conformity with this plan they recommend the adop- 
tion of the jewels for the several bodies, described as follows: 

All to be gilt or gold, except as otherwise described. 

LODGE OP PERFECTION.

Report of Committee on Rituals and Ritualistic BCatter on the 
suggestions received from Active members in response to plans 
offered in their Report on Revision of the Thirty-second Degree at 
the last session of the Supreme Council: 
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Nine of the Active membere returned replies as to the revision 
of the Thirty-second degree after receiving the report of the Com- 
mittee presented at the last session of the Council:

Resolved, That the report of the Committee on Rituals and Rit- 
ualistic matter be received and that they be authorized to prepare 
during the interim between the present and the next session of 
this Supreme Council a complete ritual for the Thirty-second degree, 
based upon their report at the last session and suggestions received 
that may commend themselves to the Conmiittee, and have the 
same printed; and that under the rules governing the distribution 
of rituals, the Grand Secretary-General distribute the same to Active 
members of the Supreme Council for their consideration, and that 
the same be returned by them to the Grand Secretary-General at 
the next session of this Supreme Council. 

To which 111.'. Bro.'. Babton Smith, 33®, proposed an 

amendment, hy adding the words : 

"And any Active member may allow the same to be exemplified 
by a Consistory, but not as the conferring of the degree." 

The amendment was accepted and the resolution adopted.

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INTERNATIONAL CONFERENCE. 

111.-. Bro.-. Chables T. Gallagher, 33°, in behalf of the 
delegates to the International Conference at Brussels, presented 
the following: 

Report of the delegates appointed to represent the Supreme Coun- 
cil of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, Free and Accepted 
Masons, for the Northern Jurisdiction of the United States of 
America at the International Conference at Brussels, Belgium, June 
10 to 15, inclusive, 1907. 

In accordance with our appointment, a certificate of which is 
annexed hereto,* we sailed from New York May 21 on the Cunard 
steamship "Carmanla"; accompanying us were Most Puissant 
Brother Richabdson and Brothers Moobe and Pibbce, of the 
Southern Jurisdiction of the United States. This date of sailing 
was fixed as the latest one possible for the American delegates to 
meet the Supreme Councils of England, Scotland and Ireland, which 
convened in London on May 29; it was expected at the time of sail- 
ing that we should arrive the afternoon of May 28 in Liverpool 
and thus reach London in ample time, but arriving in Liverpool the 
morning of the 29th we were only able to reach London at four 
o'clock in the afternoon, and as the British Brethren assembled at 
three o'clock we proceeded at once, without ceremony, just as we 
left the steamer, to the Temple of the English Supreme Council at 
33 Golden Square, London. We had been intercepted on the way 
by Illustrious Brother Toweb, Secretary of the English Supreme 
Council, and accompanied by him we were received with generous 
and dignified cordiality. Every Active member of each Supreme 
Council of the British Isles was present, there being nine from 
each jurisdiction; Lord Justice Fitzgibbons, of Dublin, heading the 
Irish, the Eabl of Kintobb the Scotch, and the Eabl of Dabtbet the 
English Council; the latter presided, according to the custom of 
these Supreme Councils at their annual conferences. 

Most Illustrious Brother Richabdson, of the Southern Jurisdic- 
tion, and Very Illustrious Brother Lawbence, of the Northern Juris- 
diction, occupied seats on either side of the Eabl of Dabtbet, the 
other delegates being seated among the members on the fioor. The 
place of meeting suggested the Council chamber of some medieval 
baronial hall or chapter house, being arranged with a raised dais 
of three seats, and at right angles running down the hall a long

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table with cushioned Beats, all comfortably upholstered, with stately 
backs, making it conrenient and appropriate for a conference of 
thirty or forty brethren; the overhead light through stained glass 
and the decorated walls made a setting that was in accord with 
the dignity and importance of the occasion. We found the three 
Canadian delegates already there, so we were the complete repre- 
sentatives of the six Bnglish-speaking Supreme Councils of the 
world. 

We had learned of the doubt about the British brethren being 
represented at the Brussels conference, and in our daily sessions 
of our half-dozen delegates, on the steamer, had hoped that they 
would decide to send representatives with us; we had agreed early, 
in our daily sessions on the steamer, that our cause with our British 
brethren was a common one; as by the terms of the conference it 
was arranged that no action could be taken at Brussels that should 
bind any Jurisdiction, or effect more than an inter<!hange of ideas 
with recommendations to the respective Supreme Councils in each 
jurisdiction for final action. 

A large portion of the time of the session in London was devoted 
to a discussion and presentation of views on the subject of our 
British brethren accompanying us. Every American delegate was 
given an opportunity to speak and did speak, while the position of 
. the British brethren was clearly, eloquently and decisively stated 
by the respective Sovereign Grand Commanders of the three Juris- 
dictions of England, Ireland and Scotland. 

Their opinions had already been formed after careful delibera- 
tion, and respecting their decisions our delegates could only express 
their regrets. The British brethren regretted exceedingly their 
inability to Join with us, but expressed most earnestly their desire 
that there should be annually or at stated periods a conference of 
the six English-speaking Jurisdictions, meeting in the different 
countries, and thus establish a uniformity of action in the details 
and work of the Rite. 

The same evening the visiting delegates were entertained by the 
Supreme Council of England at an elaborate banquet, at which all 
those present at the afternoon session were again together. The 
Eabl of Dabtret presided, and the speeches were expressive of the 
general good feeling of amity and cordiality between the two nations 
as well as the brethren of the respective Jurisdictions; the American 
and English flags were displayed together in decoration, and the 
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whole occasion cemented more firmly the cordialities that hind all 
together, whether as an institution or citizens of countries foreign 
to each other. A marked feature of the Englishman's speech is its 
brevity, and yet with a complete though concise statement of the 
subject in hand. Our Grand Lieutenant-Commander responded for 
our Jurisdiction in a happy vein and in keeping with the English 
tradition. 

The dinner closed at a late hour, and your tired delegates retired 
to rest feeling that their first foreign day had been a long and 
strenuous one. But others were to succeed of a similar nature, for 
our presence there as Masons gave other bodies an opportunity to 
extend us courtesies, and although forming no part of our official 
duties we were Masonlcally active or entertained for some days 
thereafter, through the hospitalities of the English brethren. 

The day following being May 30, we were invited to sit in con- 
clave with the Great Priory of England and Wales; thfs body is 
nearly akin to our Grand . Encampment of Knights Templars, to 
which its presiding oflicer, the Eabl of Euston, was the guest of 
honor during the Saratoga Encampment of July of this year. 

At this Priory, Emeritus Brother Tbakk Pdebce, one of the dele- 
gates to Brussels from the Southern Jurisdiction, was specially 
received as the envoy and representative of Most Eminent Grand 
Master MotTLTON of Knights Templars in the United States. An 
elaborate noon luncheon followed, at which again the flags of the 
two countries were united in decoration, and the delegates and 
members vied with each other in their expression of mutual affec^ 
tion and regard. 

In the evening of the same day a personal banquet to the American 
delegates was given by the Earl of Evsto:?, and again inter- 
national Masonic and fraternal sentiments were mutually exchanged. 
The invitation to each of these entertainments was by specially 
engraved card, and every detail was so arranged as to make the 
entertainment most complete. 

At the Great Priory entertaininent, as well as at the Grand 
Lodge of Mark Masons which we attended the following Tuesday, 
June 4, we met besides the Eabl of Eustox, the Grand Recorder 
and Secretary Brother Matieb, Brother Frazeb and their associates, 
whom the brethren will recall as having visited our Supreme Coun- 
cil in September, 1904. 

The Grand Lodge of Mark Masons is unknown in our country; 
it is as near the Grand Chapter as anything, and has Jurisdiction 
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over tlie Mark degree and Incidentally recognises others, forming 
thus with the Grand Priory the Grand bodies above the Grand Lodge 
for something akin to Companions and Knights. Here the Eabl of 
BnsTON presided, though the Duke of CJonitauoht is Grand ICaster. 
and we saw, or rather heard, him installed in his absence by proc- 
lamation. Following the meeting was another elaborate banquet, at 
which Illustrious Brother Smith responded for the Northern Juris- 
diction. 

This Grand Lodge of Mark Masons recognises many liasonic 
bodies with which our Grand bodies are unfamiliar; its Grand 
Secretary is also Recorder of the degrees of the Royal and Select 
Masters chartered from New York, and of other bodies. The hos- 
pitality and courtesies of the brethren were most generous, and 
an invitation was extended to visit the home for girls who are 
orphans of Masons, a flourishing institution maintained by the 
Grand Lodge of Mark Masons. 

The following day Illustrious Brothers Lawbencs and Gallaohbb 
attended by special invitation a regular communication of the Grand 
Lodge of Masons of England, with six other present or past Grand 
Masters, two from Australia, one each from New Zealand, NoVa 
Scotia, New Brunswick and Ontario. About 600 brethren were 
present, the Kasl of Amhebst, Pro-Grand Master, presiding; of 
this, as of the other Masonic Grand bodies, the Kino is Patron, and 
the Duke of Con naught is Grand Master; the proceedings were 
conducted with great dignity and decorum but marked with a 
despatch of business that was effective. Here the great sword of 
Gustavus Adolphus, procured from Venice by the Duke of Norfolk 
when Grand Master, was borne majestically before the Grand 
Ofllcers on entering and was placed on the altar with the Holy Bible. 

A pleasihg feature was the Masonic spirit shown by the Board 
for general purposes, a board of government that pi*actically con- 
ducts the business of the Grand Lodge between regular communi- 
<»itions. The Board had recommended legislation that led to an 
interesting discussion and the vote was so close as to require a 
division of the house; the members filing to the right and left of 
the Grand Master according as they voted Tes or No, the count 
being made by tellers; and though the result, 224 to 223, was one 
in favor of the measure, the Board generously withdrew the prop- 
osition, as such a large number of the minority opposed it 

After the meeting' the visitors were invited to a banquet given 
by the Grand Ofllcers to the number of about 200; at this banquet 
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IllustrlouB Brother Gallagher responded to a toast for his country 
and Grand Lodge. Tbe speeches were received with enthusiasm, 
and the utmost good-fellowship was shown. Several of the brethren 
who visited America with the Honourable Artillenr Ck>mpan7 and 
were entertained Masonically at Boston, were present and renewed 
their old friendships with Boston. 

The Grand Lodge maintains a nourishing home for boys who are 
orphans of Masons, and annually expends many thousand pounds 
sterling for its support; invitations for the annual distribution of 
prises and an entertainment were received, but as we were obliged 
to be in Brussels on the day set they could not be accepted. On 
this annual prise day the Earl and Ck>untess of Dartmouth presided 
and presented prizes. The Eabl of Dabtmouth, Provincial Grand 
Master for Staffordshire, will be remembered as visiting this coun- 
try three years ago to lay the cornerstone of the new Dartmouth 
Hall, built to replace the one at Dartmouth Ck>llege founded by his 
ancestor in 1769. The present Earl visited the Grand Lodge Room 
of Massachusetts on that occasion. 

In addition, numerous private invitations to individual delegates 
for various purposes, and a general offer and desire to be of service 
for any purpose by different brethren, were frequent and continuous 
and too numerous to be mentioned in detaU. 

With all these London Masonic entertainments and the cordial 
hospitality and generous treatment received, your delegates are 
most enthusiastically appreciative, and desire to express their deep 
feeling of regard and esteem for the kindness and attention shown 
them; it all illustrates the depth and strength of the true Masonic 
spirit and feeling of our English brethren and marks an era in the 
Masonic history of both countries that shall have lasting effects 
for good. 

We arrived in Brussels Friday, June 7, to attend the general 
Conference of Delegates on the following Monday. Ftevious to the 
general meeting the American delegates met and discussed the pro- 
posed policies as to procedure and matters to be considered, and on 
the days and evenings when the Conference was not in session 
meetings and consultations were frequently held; in fact, aside from 
the entertainments incident to our presence, substantially the whole 
time of the delegates was taken up with the business in hand. The 
printed plan of each day's work, with the list of delegates and the 
report of the proceedings, is annexed to this report, but it will 
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be neceasanr to mention here more In detail to give an idea of the 
results accomplished. 

At the reception on Monday evening, all the delegates being on 
the stage in the Grand Hall of the Supreme Council of Belgium, 
the walls frescoed with biblical subjects and Incidents in Masonic 
history, brethren from various parts of Belgium to the number of 
about 300, and representing every degree from the Thirty-third to 
the First, were received by degrees, each with appropriate honors, 
all to the accompaniment of a grand voluntary on the organ, accoiu- 
panied at times by singing. The great sword is here placed on the 
book of Constitutions on the altar instead of on the Holy Bible, 
which is not used in their proceedings. 

An address of welcome was made by the Count Goblet d'Alvuxla 
expressive of the cordial feeling of amity and fraternity that char- 
acterizes our institution, to which responses were made by a repre- 
sentative from each jurisdiction. Most of the addi^sses were in 
French, but the Italian, American and Canadian replies were in 
the language of their respective countries. The delegates were 
received and retired under an arch of steel formed by the Knights 
of the Thirty-second and Thirty-third degrees, extending through 
the Council Chamber and down the stairs to the banquet hall, where 
all participated in a sumptuous collation. At a late hour the com- 
pany broke up, the delegations having formed pleasant and favor- 
able feelings toward each other preparatory to their work. Being 
only a Conference without powers, and having no authority to 
resolve itself into a deliberative body for purposes of legislation, the 
appropriate rules for its government were of the simplest kind. 
An organization was effected by the choice of Count d'Alviella. as 
presiding officer with the Sovereign Grand Commanders present 
and Illustrious Brother Lawbence as the Vice-President, while the 
Grand Secretary of the Belgian Council became Secretary. The 
printed report enumerates the conclusions arrived at each day, but 
does not of course exhibit the work of the three Committees (or 
Sections as they are called in the Latin procedure), whose work 
was engrossing and extended; many matters being presented and 
discussed that did not reach the general assembly. With each 
Committee was a Brother who spoke and wrote both French and 
English, and all matters were thus translated to each delegate; in 
one case at least, as in the Second Section, the translation had to 
go further — to Spanish and also Italian, for brethren who spoke 
neither French nor English. 
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Ck>n8idering the wide difference between the Latin and the Anglo* 
Saxon methods of parliamentary procedure and the wide difference 
in the methods of the civil and common law, and the difficulty in 
finding men sufliciently trained in two languages to translate tech* 
nical and legal phrases with substantial accuracy, the results 
attained have proved most satisfactory. The serious work of the 
brethren, however, was relieved by the entertainments of our Bel- 
gian hosts. 

The musicale and reception, at which ladies were present, with 
refreshments, was most enjoyable. The visit with ladies to the 
famous Abbey near the chateau of Count d*Alviella, and the hos- 
pitable reception by himself and family, after a visit to the field 
of Waterloo, the conveyance being by automobiles furnished by 
our hosts, left a lasting impression of the kindly thought and care 
shown in making our stay agreeable and pleasant. 

One evening the visitors were entertained with the presentation 
of the Twenty-eighth degree, the arrangement of the Ritual being 
from the pen and hand of Count d*Alviella, our presiding ofBcer. 

At a grand banquet given in the Apprentices' Hall, in another 
part of the city from the Council rooms, on another evening, a 
most enthusiastic and cordial welcome was given those delegates 
who attended, Illustrious Brother Gallaohkb being obliged by the 
call of the presiding ofBcer to respond in French. A peculiar feature 
of this banquet was that when the dinner was half completed the 
waiters were excluded, the hall tiled and the brethren in the outer 
seats all standing, thus enclosing the tables at which the others 
were seated, certfdn ritual and ceremonials were then gone through 
with, after which the speeches were made; the hall was then untiled 
and the dinner proceeded. In this way a quiet and orderly attend- 
ance was observed by all present without the customary confusion of 
brethren engaging in conversation and taking leave of one another 
while the speaking is in progress at the end of a dinner. 

The excursion to Antwerp by the delegates occurred after disso- 
lution of the Conference and was attended by Illustrious Brother 
Smith of our delegation; the reception there was cordial and the 
entertainment hospitable. 

At the dissolution of the Conference resolutions of appreciation 
and thanks to the presiding ofBcer, Count d'Alviella, and the Grand 
Secretary were supported by expressions of esteem and regard by 
numerous delegates; the delegates had previously presented to the 
Supreme Council at Belgium a mammoth loving-cup suitably 
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iiiBcribed, with the sageeetion that the variouB Supreme Councils 
represented would each from its home express more formally by 
resolution the recognition of the goodness shown by the brethren 
of Belgium to the visiting delegates. 

Too much can not be said in praise of the work of Count 
D*Ai.yiELLA, not only in conceiving the plan, in preparing the litera- 
ture, in traveling to foreign countries, even to America, to arrange 
for the meeting, in his assiduous and devoted work in caring for 
the comfort and entertainment of the delegates and in other various 
ways, but in his skill and patience as a presiding officer, translating 
all motions, speeches and remarks with facility and care, and giving 
to the Conference a dignity and intelligence most praiseworthy. 
A group photograph of all the delegates in the hall of the Supreme 
Council, with Count d'Alviella as the central figure, will be prized 
by our Supreme Council as a pleasant remembrance of him and the 
occasion. 

Tour delegates were fortunate in having with them during all 
the time of their stay in Belgium our Illustrious Brother Daniel 
W. Lawbsnge, and enjoyed the comfort of his presence, and his 
excellent judgment and advice whenever sought 

The Proceedings of the Conference are printed and made part 
of this report,^ together with appropriate resolutions. 

Among the positive results of the Conference, clearly the harmony 
and good-fellowship which prevailed, and the acquaintanceships and 
friendships which were formed, are easily the most important 

It ever remains true, to use the language of the Blue Lodge 
Ritual, that "harmony is the strength and suppqrt of all institu- 
tions, more especially this of ours;" and it would be difBcult to 
exaggerate the harmony and good-fellowship which prevailed among 
the delegates to this Conference and the earnestness in which they 
Joined in the promotion of all which seemed to them for the 
benefit of Scottish Rite Freemasonry. 

When we remember the high character, great ability and positive 
convictions of these delegates, and the difBcult problems differently 
affecting the Interests of several Jurisdictions, it is remarkable that 
after earnest discussion and deliberation not a single dissenting 
vote was cast at this Conference. 

Every delegate left Brussels with a firm belief that he was part- 
ing from friends and had been taking part in the consultations of 
devoted Freemasons.

Second only in Importance to the liarmony and good-will of the 
Conference ia the fact that by unanimouB agreement the heresiea 
of the Bo-called convention of Lausanne and other like organiza- 
tions are entirely abandoned and the Grand ConstltutionB of 1786 
were recognized as the fundamental law of the Rite. The Confer- 
ence has ordered an edition of this Constitution in Latin, with the 
several English and French translations now in use, to be pub- 
lished for general information and guidance. The fact that this 
work has been left to that able and careful scholar and devoted 
Mason, Illustrious Brother Oeoboe F. Moobe, assures us a text on 
which we may rely. 

The questions involved in the recognition of the Supreme 
Councils of ESgypt, Spain and Greece were decided in their favor 
after most thorough examination and discussion, and we recommend 
that these Supreme Councils, as well as that of the Dominican 
Republic, be recognized by this Supreme Council in accordance 
with the recommendation of the Conference. 

Growing out of the Egyptian question the Conference expressed 
Its opinion, in accordance with the settled Masonic rule, that, 
where a new Supreme Council is organized in a jurisdiction 
formerly unoccupied, it would not change the relation of bodies 
already existing without their consent. The language adopted by 
the Conference on this subject is as follows: 

"I. That every country in which the^-e does not exist a Supreme 
Power of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite is a territory 
open for each legitimate power of the Rite to establish lodges of 
its obedience. From the moment that a regular Supreme Council 
is established in that country, the Masonic bodies of the Rite which 
existed in that country prior to the establishment of a Supreme 
Council may continue to remain under the jurisdiction of the 
legitimate power by which they were founded or recognized. 

"II. That thereafter no other Masonic body of the Rite should 
be allowed to be established by any other than the local power.'' 

The Conference agreed upon a very carefully drawn and well- 
worded definition of irregular and clandestine bodies, which we 
trust will furnish assistance in future dealings with this unfor- 
tunate and annoying problem. 

It was the opinion of the Conference, and resolutions upon the 
subject were adopted, that the proper channels for obtaining 
Information generally were the Grand Secretary-Generals, and pro- 
visions were made by which these ofBcers should be furnished with 
full information to enable them to discharge these duties. 
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The general resolution upon the subject of arbitration Is not 
found In the printed summary of the Proceedings, but upon at 
least two occasions the Conference put Itself upon record as 
earnestly recommending the submission of all questions of dif- 
ference which might arise between the Supreme Councils to friendly 
and Impartial arbitration, though no attempt was made to compel 
any Supreme Council to arbitrate any question when in its judg- 
ment it might not be wise to do so. 

The most dlfBcult and pressing problem now before the Scottish 
Rite bodies of the world is that of the extension of the Order into 
Germany, Holland, Sweden, Norway and the Duchy of Luxemburg. 
These, as you know, are all wealthy, highly civilized and prosperous 
communities in which Masonry is exceedingly flourishing. 

Both for the purpose of strengthening our own Order and for the 
purpose of preventing Masonry in these states from being corrupted 
by clandestine and irregular orders, it is becoming very desirable 
that special efforts should be made to bring these great national- 
ities under the Scottish Rite. The Supreme Council at Belgium was 
authorized to investigate the subject and, if possible, to solve the 
problem. 

Lastly, and perhaps most Important of all, the Conference decided 
that an assembly of the Supreme Councils of the world should be 
held at least once in flve years, and the delegates from the 
Dominion of Canada, the Northern and Southern Jurisdictions of 
the United States took the responsibility of uniting in an invitation 
to the Supreme Councils of the world to meet as the guests of these 
three Supreme Councils at such place as might be designated by 
them. This invitation was unanimously accepted, and we trust 
that the acts of your delegates in this respect wlU be approved 
by this Supreme Council. 

The discharge of these duties has been an unalloyed pleasure, 
and we trust that the results of our labors will prove to have been 
not wholly without value to our beloved Rite. 

In conclusion, we may properly speak of this Conference in the 
eloquent words which the Sovereign Grand Commander of Belgium 
used in his report to that Supreme Council, when he said: "Im- 
portant as were the decisions of the Conference, there was some- 
thing that was perhaps still more important This was the occa- 
sion which the Conference furnished to the representatives of the 
principal Supreme Councils, Including flve Grand Commanders and 
four Lieutenant Grand Commanders, to meet face to face and 
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exchange their ytews upon the Scottish Rite situation, and to 
reciprocally strengthen each other in the feeling of intimate asso- 
ciation between all the Jurisdictions of the Rite." 

As an addendum to this report, but too voluminous to form a part 
of it, all the literature connected with the visit of the delegates, 
including correspondence, invitations, menus, reports, announce- 
ments, and other matter printed and written, has been collated and 
filed with the Grand Secretary of our Council for reference. 

Your delegates appreciate deeply the honor conferred on them 
by the Council and our Sovereign Grand Commander in making 
them the representatives of this illustrious body in so interesting 
and enjoyable a mission, and hope that the information obtained 
and the results, both immediate and future, will compensate for 
the time, labor and expense bestowed on the undertaking.

The report of this 
Conmiission will doubtless be submitted for your action.

AMENDMENTS TO CONSTITUTIONS. 

111.'. Bro.*. Barton SfMiTH, 33®, from the Committee on 
Constitutions and Laws, reported a pending amendment, which 
was offered at the last annual meeting, reading as follows : 

Article 89, Section 1, by adding, "except that the Jurisdiction 
of the bodies in the Valley of Brooklyn, New York city, shall be 
over Long Island, and shall be exclusive." 

Section 4, by adding, "except in the city of New York." 

Thereupon leave was asked that the same might be withdrawn 
from further consideration, which was granted. 

He also reported favorably the amendment striking out by 
repeal the present Article 101 of the Constitutions, and adopting 
as a substitute the following: 

"Article 101 — ^1. Each body of the Rite has original Jurisdiction 
in all matters of discipline over its own members and over all un- 
affiliated Masons of this Rite having, or claiming to have, the 
degrees conferred by such body, who reside, either temporarily or 
permanently, within the territory from which such body has juris- 
diction to receive petitions, and also over all Masons of this Rite 
wherever they may reside, for offenses committed within such 
territory. 

"2. The trial shall be conducted in accordance with such rules, 
regulations and forms of procedure as the Supreme Council may, 
from time to time, by resolution, prescribe, but the absence of 
such rules, regulations and forms of procedure shall not, at any 
time, prevent a subordinate body from proceeding in accordance 
with common Masonic usage. 

"3. Charges and specifications in writing must be filed before 
any trial is had, but such charges and specifications .4nay be 
amended at any time before vote is taken as to the guilt or inno- 
cence of the accused. 

"4. The Deputy for the state shall have the power to tempo- 
rarily suspend the operation of any Judgment or order of the sub- 
ordinate body until the next meeting of the Council of Deliberation 
for the state; otherwise, the order and Judgment of the subordinate 
body shall take full effect at once. 
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"5. Appeal may be taken from any judgment, order or finding 
of the subordinate body, within thirty days from the date thereof, 
to the Council of Deliberation for the state, and shall be presented 
to the Council of Deliberation at its next session after such appeal 
is taken, unless, for good cause shown, the Deputy of the state, 
by written order, give further time therefor. 

''With the appeal there shall be filed with the Council of Deliberar 
tion a transcript of so much of tbe record and evidence as is 
necessary to present the errors complained of. 

"6. The Deputy of the state may, in his discretion, order all 
original papers, charges, specifications, records and evidence in the 
matter or any part thereof, to be produced by the subordinate body 
before which the trial was had at the hearing of the appeal by the 
Council of Deliberation. 

"7. An appeal shall lie in every case within the time and man- 
ner provided in the foregoing section from the subordinate body 
to the Council of Deliberation, but the pendency of such appeal 
shall not suspend or vacate the Judgment of the subordinate body. 

"8. The Council of Deliberation may affirm, sustain, modify or 
vacate the Judgment, or increase or decrease the punishment fixed 
by the subordinate body, and the Council of Deliberation may itself 
enter Judgment or send the matter back to the subordinate body 
for a new trial. 

"9. A transcript of the final order or Judgment of the Council of 
Deliberation shall forthwith be sent by its Grand Secretajy to the 
subordinate body in which the trial was had. 

"10. The Council of Deliberation shall have the power, during 
the pendency of the appeal, if, in its discretion, it shall deem 
proper, to receive new evidence under such rules, regulations and 
notice as the Council of Deliberation shall deem proper. 

"11. In case the construction of any provision of the Constitu- 
tions or regulations of the Supreme Council is involved, an appeal 
may be taken from the Judgment or order of the Council of De- 
liberation, within thirty days from the date thereof, to the Supreme 
Council. In case of such appeal the causes thereof shall be filed 
by the appellant with the Orand Secretary of the Council of De- 
liberation within the time above specified. The Grand Secretary 
of the Council of Deliberation shall forthwith file the same, to- 
gether with the original papers and files relating thereto, and a 
transcript of all Judgments and orders of the Council of Deliberation 
in the matter, with the Grand Secretary-General. 

"12. The Supreme Council may render such Judgments and 
orders upon such appeal as it deems Just and proper. 

"13. The Deputy for the state shall have the right, at any time, 
to order charges and specifications to be preferred and trial to be 
had in any subordinate body. 

"Failure of a subordinate body, either to try or adequately punish 
any member of such body for any offense of grave character, is a 
Masonic offense and shall be reported by the Deputy for the state 
to the Supreme Council for such action as in its Judgment may seem 
proper. 
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"14. Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General are amenable to the 
Supreme Council only and shall not be tried or punished by any 
subordinate body. 

"The Supreme Council may, from time to time, by resolution, 
prescribe rules, regulations and forms of procedure for the trial 
of its own members, but no rule, regulation or form of procedure, 
and nothing in this Article, shall impair or limit the power of the 
Supreme Council to expel or suspend from membership, at any 
time, any member of the Supreme Council or of any subordinate 
body.' 
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The amendment thus favorably reported without change was 
adopted by unanimous vote.

When those with whom we have been aasociated in the pleasant 
avocation of developing our beloved Rite are with us to share in 
our lives and activities, opportunity presents itself, which we 
gladly avail ourselves of, to say kindly works and express senti- 
ments of appreciation of what they do, and thus encourage them to 
the fullest development of those efforts which they so gladly put 
forth with us in these activities. How appropriate it is, therefore, 
when they have laid down the working tools and have been called 
to their reward, for us to perpetuate their memories in statements 
such as those which are to follow, to serve as examples and incen- 
tives to the living to take up the work where the departed have 
left it off, and carry it on until they in their turn follow those 
who have gone before. The amiable qualities of our associates in 
the Supreme Ck)uncil, the sunshine which they radiate in our 
physical intercourse with them, the visible results of their labors 
are evidenced in word, in deed and in thought, perpetuated by 
what they record, and continued in that intangible something 
which we here may call their "afterhere." 

It is on this occasion our melancholy duty to consider briefly, 
as we must in this report, the memory of those of our associates 
who have for the last time attended the sessions of the Supreme 
Council. 

Athanabiub Colo-Veloni, 33°. 

Illustrious Brother Athanasiub Colo-Veloni, who entered into 
rest Saturday, December 1, 1906, after an illness of but a few 
days, at the time of his death was the oldest member of this 
Supreme Council, having attained the age of ninety-two years, was 
bom January 24, 1815, at Catoona, Greece, and came from a pa- 
triotic, liberty-loving family. His father and three brothers, one 
a boy of twelve years, lost their lives while fighting for liberty 
during the Greek revolution in 1826. Illustrious Brother Colo- 
Veloni was taken on board the United States sloo^f-war "Ontario," 
commanded by Captain John B. Nicholson, where he remained 
three years, was taken to the United States, landing in New York 
when but eleven years of age, where, a stranger in a strange land, 
he bravely started out to fight the battle of life with the indomit- 
able energy inherited from his sturdy forefathers. 

Illustrious Brother Colo-Veloni was initiated, passed and raised 
in Independent Lodge No. 7 (now 86), under the St. John's Grand 
Lodge, early in 1846, and soon made his mark as a careful, con- 
scientious worker. 
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He served as Grand Lecturer in the St. John's Grand Lodge 
from 1849 until the union with the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York, and was elected Grand Lecturer of the Grand Lodge of 
the State of New York, June, 1854. 

He was exalted in Orient Chapter in 1848. 

He was first Bminent Commander of Palestine Commandery 
(No^ 18), and in 1868 served as Junior Grand Warden of the Grand 
Commandery of New York. 

He was crowned Thirty-third degree May 16, 1849, and Septem- 
ber 17, 1886, was elected an Emeritus member of the Supreme 
Council, Thirty-third degree, Northern Jurisdiction, and several 
years before his death he was elected an Honorary member of the 
Supreme Council, Thirty-third degree, of Greece. 

He was one of the organizers of the New York Masonic Veterans, 
a Charter member of the Brooklyn Masonic Veterans, and was one 
of the recipients of a Patriarch's Badge at the meeting of Octo- 
ber 26, 1902. 

He held the proud distinction of having been Master of a 
Lodge, High Priest of a Chapter, Eminent Commander of a Com- 
mandery, and Grand Lecturer of the Grand Lodge at the same time. 

Funeral services were held in Aurora Grata Cathedral, Brook- 
lyn, N. Y. 

The Knights Templars' services were conducted by Sn WniiAic 
L. Hawkins, Bminent Commander of Palestine Commandery No. 
18, N. Y. 

Brother William H. Johnston, Worshipful Master of Aurora 
Grata Lodge No. 766, conducted the services of the Symbolic Lodge. 

Illustrious William Homan, 33"*, Deputy of the Supreme Council 
for the State of New York, performed the beautiful and impressive 
ceremony incidental to the deposit of the roses on the casket, 
assisted by Illustrious Brothers Chablks H. LuiScomb, 33**; Stephen 
D. ArruDOK, 33*"; Robxbt Judson Kbnwobthy, 33**; Henbt Edebohls; 
ZZ""; Edwabd H. Watson, 33**, and others. 

Walteb Augustus Stevens, 33°. 

Bom at Richmond, Ontario Co., New York, April 19, 1830. 
Died at Chicago, Illinois, April 16, 1907. 

Bereft of. his father at an early age, and the loss of an elder 
brother within a year thereafter, left the burden and responsi- 
bilities of the family on the shoulders of Brother Stevens at the 
early age of fourteen. At the age of twenty-seven he removed to 
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Birds Point, AfisBourl, where two years later he was appointed post- 
master; later in the same year he removed to and permanently 
located in Chicago, where for nearly fifty years, and up to the time 
of his death, he continued to live and practice his profession of 
dentistry, in which he rose to eminence through his perfect knowl- 
edge of that profession. He filled the important office of President 
of the Illinois State Dental Society in 1895 and 1896. 

Brother Stevens first saw the Masonic light in Union Lodge 
No. 46, of Lima, New York; on settling in Chicago he was one of 
the Charter members of Blair Lodge No. 393, and served as Wor- 
shipful Master in 1866-1867. He filled the important office of High 
Priest of Chicago Chapter, No. 127, R. A. B£, and Bminent Com- 
mander of Apollo Commandery in 1873. In the Ancient Accepted 
Scottish Rite, Illustrious Brother Stevens served as Commander- 
in-Chief of the Grand Consistory of Illinois until 1867. He was 
crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, April 27, 1867, and 
made an Active member for Illinois. 

In 1868-1869 he wa^ Deputy of the Supreme Council for Illinois; 
he also served as Grand Master-General of Ceremonies for three 
years. He was one of the immortal fifty-seven to consummate the 
union of the confiicting Supreme Councils for the Northern 
Masonic Jurisdiction, but his voice will never again be heard when 
the roll of the survivors is called. Thus another of the pillars of 
the Rite upon whom the grave duties and responsibilities of those 
troublous times rested has beefi relieved of duty here to bask in 
the sunlight of God's smiles in the eternal hereafter.

COMMITTEE ON COUNCILS OF DELIBERATION AND REPORTS 

OF DEPUTIES. 

111.'. Bro.'. Gilbert W. Barnard^ 33**, from the Committee 
on Councils of Deliberation and Beports of Deputies, presented 
a report, which was received and ordered to be printed : 

To THE SUFBEMB COUNCIL: 

In examining the reports of the Deputies for the past year from 
the several districts composing our grand jurisdiction, extending

from Maine to Wisconsin, we are greatly Impressed not only by 
the continued prosperity everywhere apparent, shown by increase 
of numbers and the improvements made in the manner of con- 
ferring the degrees and the rendering of the ritualistic matter, 
but also by the great attention being given to the erection and 
preparation of permanent homes or rooms, having suitable stage 
effects and giving accommodations for the social side of our 
assemblies. 

We can not avoid noticing these conditions of to-day in com- 
parison with what generally existed forty years ago, when some 
of us first began to take an interest in trying to develop the salient 
points of our rituals and to exemplify to the initiates the valuable 
lessons and beautiful teachings contained in the several degrees 
of the Rite. 

The comparison between the conditions of 1867 and those of 
1907 gives cause for great pride and satisfaction in the result of 
our labors for the forty years since the eventful times of the union. 

Tour Committee finds nothing in the reports of the Deputies to 
cause a change in the idea expressed by this Committee in its 
report of last year, that is, to take up for mention here only such 
"events and acts as are obviously out of the ordinary course, or 
are of such a nature as to demand, for any reason, special men- 
tion." 

The leading features of these reports are the large increase in 
membership, and almost unanimous and prompt reports from the 
Subordinate bodies and universal display of the promotion of the 
social and fraternal amenities of the Rite. • 

Your Committee also notes with gratification the resuscitation of 
several of the old bodies and establishment of new ones in several 
of the districts, which seems to be in harmony with the prosperity 
attending the affairs of our Rite. 

Again, your Committee notes in the report of Brother Hoican, 
from New York, an item that will be, we think, of interest to all 
of the members of this body. In his remarks before the Grand 
Lodge of New York he makes the following statements when speak- 
ing of the Sovereign Grand Commander of this Supreme Council, 
111.'. Henbt L Palmxb: 

You will be surprised to learn from me that Brother 
PAiiMSB is the oldest living Past ICaster of a Masonic Lodge 
under the Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the State of 
New York. He was made a Mason in Evening Star Lodge, 
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No. 76, at West Troy, New Tork, in 1841, and was Worahlp- 
fnl Master of that Lodge in 1846, 1846, 1847 and 1848. The 
Proceedings of the Grand Lodge of New York for 1848 and 
1849 contain the records of Brother Pauoeb's impress upon 
the stirring events of those troublous times. 

To his clear head and loyalty was largely due the peace 
that followed. His removel to Milwaukee in 1849 techni- 
cally deprives him of official recognition as Dean of the 
Past Masters of the State of New York. 

The writer of this report, from an acquaintance of flfty-flye years 
with Brother Palmer's social, political, business and Masonic 
career, is prompted to feel that every member of our Supreme 
Council will approve and have pleasure and pride in the. honorable 
and enviable record of our beloved Grand Commander.

CODB FOR TRIALS IN SUBORDINATE BODIES. 

Pursuant to the motion adopted at the annual meeting of 
1906 (see Proceedings, page 56), the Committee on Constitu- 
tions and Laws took up for revision the ''Code for Trials/' 

m.'. Bro.*. Barton Smith, 33^, Chairman of that Com- 
mittee, presented a report embodying a ''Code for Trials in 
Subordinate Bodies/' in seventeen sections, which was adopted, 
as follows: 

1. Charges may be filed in any Subordinate body of the Rite, 
with the Secretary thereof, and such charges shall specify, with 
reasonable iMUticularity, the offense with which the accused is 
charged. 

2. The charges made must be signed by a member in good stand* 
ing of the body in which the charges are filed, or by a Grand 
Inspector-General, resident of the state in which the body is located. 

3. The S^retary shall seasonably transmit a certified copy of 
the charges and specifications to the Deputy for the state in which 
the body is located and the Deputy shall thereupon appoint three 
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Sublime Princes, resident of that state, who shall be styled "Trial 
Commissioners." 

4. The Secretary of the body in which the charges are filed shall 
at once furnish the Trial Commissioners a copy, certified by him 
officially, of the charges and specifications and shall serve, or cause 
to be served, a like copy of the charges and specifications by 
delivering the same to the accused in person or by leaving it at 
his usual place of residence with the person in charge thereof, 
if he is a resident of the state in which the body is located. 

If the accused is not a resident of and can not be found within 
the state where the body in which the charges are filed is located, 
service of such charges and specifications may be made upon the 
accused by mailing the same to his last known post-office address. 

Certificate that service has been made, signed officially by the 
Secretary, shall be conclusive evidence of the fact of such service 
in all proceedings. 

5. At any time after ten days from the time service is made in 
one of the methods hereinbefore mentioned, the Trial Commis- 
sioners may, upon such notice to the accused as to them may seem 
proper, proceed to hear the testimony and cause so much thereof 
to be reduced to writing as in the judgment of the Trial Com- 
missioners, or a majority of them, shall seem proper. 

6. The Trial Commissioners may employ a stenographer and 
cause all testimony to be reduced to writing — 

(a) If in the Judgment of the Commissioners, or a majority of 
them, such employment of a stenographer is essential to a proper 
trial, in which case the expenses of the stenographer shall be 
paid by the subordinate body. 

(b) Upon demand of the accused and his paying, or securing 
to be paid, the expense thereof. 

7. The Trial Commissioners shall control the trial and make 
all necessary rules and regulations for conducting the same; they 
shall appoint the time and place of hearing and give such reason- 
able notice to the accused thereof, as to them shall seem proper, 
and adjourn hearings from time to time. Any notice which may 
be required to be given to the accused may be given as herein- 
before provided for the service of a copy of the charges and 
specifications. 

8. The accused may plead to the accusation, either orally or in 
writing, as he may elect, at any time before the taking of testi- 
mony is commenced. 
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If the accused does not appear or plead, the Trial CommiBsioiiers 
shall enter a plea of not guilty and proceed with the trial in the 
absence of the accused. 

9. All decisions of law and fact occurring at the trial shall be 
subject to review and correction as hereinafter set forth. The 
accused may appear in person or by counsel. 

The subordinate body in which the charges are filed may be 
represented before the Trial Commissioners by any member thereof 
or by counsel duly employed for that purpose. 

10. It shall be a Masonic offense for any Scottish Rite Mason to 
receive or accept fee or reward for acting as a Commissioner of 
Trials or for representing either the accused or the prosecution. 

11. The Trial Commissioners may, and shall at the request of 
the accused, authorise testimony to be taken as upon deposition, 
under such rules and regulations and safeguards as the Trial 
Commissioners may, from time to time, prescribe. 

12. The Trial Commissioners shall, immediately after the close 
of the trial, file with the Secretary of the subordinate body in 
which the charges are filed, the testimony, so far as the same was 
reduced to writing, a report of their findings of fact and their 
recommendation in the matter of punishment; and their report, 
findings and recommendation shall stand as the Judgment and 
sentence of the subordinate body, unless the same is modified or 
set aside by the subordinate body within ninety days of the time 
the same is filed, or by the Council of Deliberation or the Supreme 
Council, as hereinafter set forth. 

13. Either the accused, or the subordinate body, or any five 
members of the subordinate body, may appeal from the judgment 
and sentence at any time within thirty days from the time the 
same becomes in force in the subordinate body, to the Council of 
Deliberation of the state in which the subordinate body is located. 

14. If the accused has not been actually notified of the pendency 
of the charges and has taken no part in the trial thereof, the 
Council of Deliberation may, at its discretion at any time within 
one year from the time when the judgment and sentence come to 
be in force, order a new trial at such time and place, and with 
such notice, as to the Council may seem proper. 

16. Masonic punishment shall be — suspension for a limited 
time, suspension without limit, or expulsion. 

16. Any expense, not otherwise provided for, shall be paid by 
the subordinate body in which the charges are filed. 
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17. The Code of Trials in subordinate bodies, heretofore adopted 
by this Supreme Council, being those proyisions for trials in the 
lower degrees, which are found on page 49 of the edition of the 
Constitutions of the Supreme Council, as issued in 1906, is hereby 
repealed. 

The same Committee^ b; its Chairman^ requested farther time 
for consideration of other pending amendments to the Constitu- 
tions^ which was granted. 

STATE OF THE RITE. 

m/.Bro/. William C. Mason, 33% for the Conunittee on 
the State of the Bite, presented a report, which was leceiyed 
and ordered to be printed. 

To THE Supreme Council: 

The Committee on the State of the Rite, having listened to the 
admirable and comprehensive address of our Sovereign Grand Com- 
mander, and having examined the statistical tables of the Grand 
Secretary-General, and such of the reports of the proceedings of 
the Councils of Deliberation as have been printed during the year, 
are of the opinion that the results of the past twelve months war- 
rant the unqualified statement that the Rite was never in a more 
satisfactory condition than at present. 

Each District reports a net increase in membership, some more 
and some less than in former years; an independent financial con- 
dition, abundant interest among oflicers and members, and, so far 
as reported, no dissensions; conditions, all of them, favorable for 
steady and certain growth of the Rite throughout the Jurisdiction. 

We are aware that some of the bodies enjoy varying degrees of 
prosperity from time to time, and we are not unmindful of the 
fact that here and there exist bodies which contribute nothing to 
the advancement and standing of the Rite in their respective Dis- 
tricts, but the general outcome of our combined efforts is, never- 
theless, all that could reasonably be wished.

Unanimous consent being granted^ the amendment was 
adopted by constitutional vote.

FORM OF APPLICATION FOR DEGREES. 

111/. Bro.'. Ghablbs T. Oallaohee^ 33% from the Com- 
mittee on Jurisprudence^ presented the following report^ which 
was received and approved : 

To THE SUFBEMB CoU17CIL: 

The Committee on Jurisprudence, to which waa referred the 
motion of Brother Ubnxb that the form of application for member- 
ship in Subordinate bodies, as shown on pages 57 and 68 of the 
Conatitutiona of the Supreme Council, be referred to the Committee 
on Juriaprudence for ita action and report aa to the obligatory 
character of the language of said form, and, if it shall so decide, 
that subordinate bodies be forbidden to make any verbal change 
therein, have considered the same and respectfully report aa 
follows: 

The form of application for degrees on pages 57 and 68, in the 
opinion of your Committee, form no part of the Conatitutions or 
Standing Regulations of the Supreme Council. So far aa can be 
learned, this form haa been printed in the pamphlet issued with 
the Constitutions and Regulations for a longer period than our 
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present Grand Secretary-General has held his office, and no one 
seems to be familiar with the origin of the custom. Immediately 
over the signature in the form of application thus published are 
these words: "I am member Qf," then In brackets and italics, 
"(here give name of preceding body, whether symbolic lodge, 
lodge of perfection, council or chapter)." It appears that in many 
jurisdictions it has become a settled habit to add the words 
"Knight Templar" in the brackets, and it will be very difficult to 
change the feeling on the part of brethren from such Jurisdictions 
that these words should be eliminated. Our custom is not unlike 
that of very many organizations printing a constitution and 
by-laws where forms for various purposes are added, and unless 
specially referred to in some article of the constitution and regu- 
lations, of course, form no part of either. The only reference to 
any form in our Constitution is Article 90, which reads as follows: 

Abticle 90. 1 — ^AU applications for the degrees in any 
of the subordinate bodies must be made in form and signed 
by the applicant's own hand, and accompanied by a certifi- 
cate of the Secretary of a body next preceding the one to 
which he applies, showing such applicant to be a member 
in good standing of such body, and that he has taken and 
subscribed to the required Oath of Fealty to the Supreme 
Council. 

As it appears, therefore, that the form on pages 57 and 68 is 
not referred to and is merely suggestiye, and though through many 
years of use has become so fixed that nothing should be taken 
from it, there appears to be nothing in our organic law that shall 
prevent a body from adding to it any other form of statement^ not 
repugnant to its requirements, that shall be a safeguard or pro- 
tection to the body. Your Committee therefore can not recommend 
that bodies shall be forbidden to add any and everything to its 
application, but will say generally that in its opinion the form is 
obligatory so far as it has been sanctioned by long usage for what 
it contains, and nothing shall be taken therefrom; neither should 
anything be added thereto unless the use of such language shall 
not be repugnant to the existing language and clearly be as a safe- 
guard for the benefit of the Rite. It may become necessary at some 
time to so amend the Constitution or Regulations that a form shall 
be prescribed and made a part of our Constitutions or Standing 
Regulations from which there can be no deviation. Tour Com- 
mittee make no such recommendation at present, but leave the 
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matter for the oonstderation of the Supreme Council when the 
question shall arise. 

COMMITTBB ON RBTURNS. 

111.*. Bro.\ Gboboe W. Cubribr^ 33°^ presented the report 
from this Committee, which was received and ordered to be 
printed : 

To THX SUFBBICB COUNCIL: 

The Committee on Returns respectfully report that nothing has 
been submitted to them for their consideration except a tabulated 
statement made up from the returns of the various bodies by the 
Grand Secretary-General. This statement is so full and complete, 
and presented in such a plain and comprehensive manner that it 
speaks for itself. 

As this statement appears in full in our printed Proceedings, 
and has been so admirably commented upon by our Sovereign 
Grand Commander, there seems to be nothing for us to do except 
to refer those seeking for statistical information to this very com- 
plete statement, and congratulate the Supreme Council upon having 
so efficient a Grand Secretary-General.

RBPORT UPON TRIAL AND PBNALT7. 

111.'. Bro.*. Charles T. Gallagher, 33°, presented the 
report from the Committee on Jurisprudenoe upon the trial of 
Otho L. Hayes: 

To THB SUFBEMB COUIfCIL: 

Your Committee on Jurisprudence, to whicli was referred the 
report of the Commissioners in the case of Otho L. Hates, an 
Honorary member of this body; respectfully report as foUows: 

That the said Hatbs, of Oalion, in the State of Ohio, was 
indicted, tried and convicted in the District Court of the United 
States for the Northern District of Ohio, in the City of Cleyeland, 
for violation of the National banking laws, and was by Justice 
Taylor, of that Court, sentenced to the Ohio Penitentiary at Colum- 
bus, Ohio, for the period of seven and a half years from the 9th of 
December, 1906, which sentence the respondent is now serving. 

It appears from the report of the Commissioners that due notice 
was given to the respondent or his representative of all hearings 
and adjournments, that opportunity was given to the respondent 
to be heard either in person or by representative, that evidence 
and statements were presented in his behalf, and after a full and 
fair consideration the Conunissioners have recommended that the 
respondent be indefinitely suspended from all the rights, benefits 
and privileges as a member of the Supreme Council, Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite Masons. Your Committee find the proceed- 
ings to have been regular and the Constitutions and Laws of our 
Supreme Council to have been complied with in all necessary par- 
ticulars. The only question discussed by your Committee was that 
of sentence. On its face, a conviction and sentence for the period 
of seven and a half years in the State Penitentiary would be a 
Buflicient ground for immediate and sununary expulsion from all 
rights and privileges of our institution On inquiry, your Com- 
mittee learned that the reason for the milder sentence, namely, 
one of indefinite suspension, was because it was claimed by the 
friends of the respondent that the benefit derived from the criminal 
acts committed inured to a cashier in the bank of which the 
respondent was president, and the respondent suffered in a greater 
or less degree from his acts. 
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Tour Committee have accepted this explanation and, therefore, 
instead of recommending summary expulsion, adopt the suggestions 
of the Trial Commissioners, and recommend that Otho L. Hatbs 
be indefinitely suspended from all th^ rights, benefits and privi- 
leges of Scottish Rite Masonry, and as a member of this Supreme 
Council.

Appointment of tijoo committees, the first on verification of cre- 
dentials, and the other on rules, organization and order of business. 

Yeriflcation of CredentiaU — In accordance with the conclusions 
of the report presented by Most Illustrious Brother Goblet d*Al- 
vn&LLA, 33*", on behalf of the Committee on Credentials, the delegates 
from the following Jurisdictions are unanimously admitted: 

United Btates of America (Bouthern and Northern Jurisdictions), 
France, Canada, Bwitzerland, Italy, Colon (Cuba), Central America 
(Guatemala), Mexico, Brazil, Argentine Republic, Paraguay, Uru- 
guay, Venezuela, Dominican Republic, Greece, Portugal and Bel- 
gium, 
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Are also admitted unanlmouBly, but for one abstention, the dele- 
gate of the Supreme Council of Spain and the delegate of the 
Supreme Council of Egypt, the last under the following reseryation 
made by the delegates of the Supreme Council of Italy, to be men- 
tioned In the minutes 'of the conference: 

"The delegates from Italy hereby declare that they do not oppose 
the acknowledgment of the Supreme Council of Bgypt, provided 
it is based not on its origin, but simply on the fact of the recent 
agreement between the two supreme authorities of the Scottish 
Ancient and Accepted Rite in the said country and provided it does 
not affect the rights of the Supreme Council of Italy concerning 
the bodies actually under its Jurisdiction in Egypt."

Raymond, 33**; Samuel C. La whence, 33''; J. Mosison Gibson, 33"*, 
and Paxtl Btieb, 33"*. 

It is understood that appointment of under-secretarles will be 
intrusted to the President and General Secretary. 

Rules — ^According to the conclusions presented on behalf of the 
Committee on Rules, Organization and Order of Business, by Illus- 
trious Brother Babton Smith, 33°, the conference adopts the fol- 
lowing set of resolutions: 

A. — 1. We accept with high pleasure the invitation of the Su- 
preme Council for Belgium to hold our meetings in its apartments, 
and return to that Supreme Council our thanks for its earnest and 
disinterested labors In bringing about this conference. 

2. The deliberations shall be carried on in French or English. 
Opinions expressed In either language shall be immediately trans- 
lated into the other. 

3. All Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, Active or Honorary, 
present in Brussels shall be admitted to the sessions; but only dele- 
gates whose credentials have been approved by this conference shall 
be permitted to speak or otherwise take part In the proceedings. 
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4. All Supreme Councils shall have equal voice in this confer- 
ence. Bach Supreme Council shall speak or otherwise present its 
opinions by its regularly appointed delegates. The opinion of a 
Supreme Council may be presented by delegates who are members 
of it, or in accordance with its previous written instructions, which 
instructions shall be filed with the conference. 

6. No speaker shall, without the unanimous consent of the con- 
ference, speak more than twice upon the same subject, and not 
exceed thirty minutes in all. 

6. After discussion, unless three Supreme Councils shall object, 
the opinions of all Supreme Councils shall be received and recorded, 
but no action, legislation or recommendation of this conference 
shall be binding upon any Supreme Council until the same has 
been reported to and ratified and approved by it. Propositions re- 
ceiving the approval of three-fourths of the duly represented Su- 
preme Councils shall be recommended for approval to all the 
Supreme Councils, but such recommendations shall be an advice 
only. 

7. Measures will be taken to publish the proceedings of this 
conference in French and Bnglish. 

B, — Preliminary work shall be divided into three sections, and 
all proposals and memorials shall be referred, without debate, to 
the appropriate section. 

The riBST section shall consider all questions relative to legiti- 
mate and regular Supreme Councils, their definition and organiza- 
tion. 

The SEcoin) section shall consider all questions relative to pro- 
tection against spurious and clandestine organizations. 

The THIRD SECTION Shall consider all matters relative to the unity 
and uniformity of the Rite. 

The sections shall organize as committees, as may seem proper 
to each, and may report to the conference, if deemed necessary, at 
its general sessions. 

Bach Supreme Council shall determine for itself and report to 
the conference its delegates who are to sit in the several sections. 

All votes in each section shall be taken viva voce and each 
Supreme Council shall be entitled to one vote, without reference 
to the number of its delegates sitting therein. 

Bach section may adjourn to meet at any time not confiicting 
with the general sessions of the conference. 

Bxcept as otherwise ordered by the conference in general session, 
the order of business shall be substantially as follows: 
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At 9 o'clock, every morning, general session to examine and dis- 
cuss the reports of the committees; after which the difCerent com- 
mittees will meet again to attend to such questions as may be laid 
before them.

Organization of the sections and preliminary work. 

MEETINGS OF THT7B8DAT, JUNE 13. 

Defence Against Irregular Organisms — In accordance with the 
conclusions of the report presented on behalf of the second section 
by Illlustrious Brother Chas. T. Gallaoheb, SS*", the following 
resolutions are adopted: 

I. That In the opinion of the conference all organizations or 
bodies of Free and Accepted Masons or other persons which confer 
the degrees, perform the Rites, or conduct the business of Scottish 
Rite Masons or the Supreme Ck>uncils thereof, who are not either 
mentioned in the list of those invited to be present by delegates 
at this conference, or recognized now or hereafter as regular, by 
at least a majority of the bodies in the invited list, are irregular 
and clandestine, and no regular Scottish Rite Mason should under 
any circumstances hold any intercourse with any such irregular 
body or any member acting under it or any of its subordinate 
bodies. 

II. That the Grand Secretary or other proper officer of each 
Supreme Council transmit a copy of the foregoing resolutions, 
when adopted, to each subordinate body under its Jurisdiction. 

III. That each Grand Secretary or other proper officer of each 
Supreme Council forward, to each of the other Supreme Councils 
by this conference considered to be regular, a list of all Masonic 
bodies, whether under the Scottish Rite or otherwise, recognized as 
regular, and also a list so far as possible of all bodies known to 
be irregular. 

meetings of fkidat, jttne 14. 

Unity and Uniformity of the Rite — In accordance with the con- 
clusions of the report presented on behalf of the third section by 
Most Illustrious Brothers J. M. Raymond and Babton Smith, 33"*, 
the following resolutions are adopted: 

A, — As it is very important to have the fundamental Laws of 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, contained in the Grand 
Constitutions of 1786, easily accessible to the members of the Rite, 
it is resolved: 

1. That an edition of the Grand Constitutions of 1786 shall be 
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published under the auspices of this conference, which shall con- 
tain, in as small and compact a form as practicable, the complete 
Latin, French and English versions, with notes stating any varia- 
tions in the text and the various renderings of any part of it, now 
in use by any of the Supreme Councils of the world; 

2. That this edition of the Grand Constitutions of 1786 shall be 
limited to one thousand copies; that each active member of every 
Supreme Council shall be entitled to have one copy of the book, 
and that the remaining copies shall be equally divided between the 
Supreme Councils represented in this conference and delivered to 
the several Grand Secretaries-General for distribution as the Su- 
preme Council may determine; 

3. That, as Brother Geo. F. Moobe, ZZ°, has consented to under- 
take the editorial work In preparing and putting through the press 
the text and notes of this edition of the Grand Constitutions, with- 
out cpmpensation, the work be committed to his charge and the 
contract for printing and delivery of the work to the Grand Sec- 
retaries be made by the Grand Commanders of the Northern and 
Southern Jurisdictions of the United States of America; 

4. We deem it advisable that a conference of the Supreme 
Councils of the world should be held at least once in five years, 
and for that purpose we recommend that the several Supreme 
Councils accept the invitation of the Supreme Councils of the 
Northern and Southern Jurisdictions of the United States of 
America and of the Dominion of Canada for such time and place 
as may be fixed by these Supreme Councils. 

B.— Thanks are extended to Illustrious Brother Moobe, 33*, for 
this new proof of his devotion to the Scottish Rite. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brother Ratmoitd, 33'.) 

C. — The Supreme Councils represented at the conference are 
invited to publish, every year, an annual containing the list of 
their Grand Officers and their Grand Representatives, a summary 
of their work and the addresses of the bodies under their obedience. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brothers Richardson and Goblet 
d'Alviella, 33°.) 

D. — ^Each Supreme Council is invited to transmit regularly to all 
the Supreme Councils with which it corresponds the names of the 
officers who sign its diplomas; it is desirable that the other Supreme 
Councils should also be kept Informed of any alteration In this list 

(Proposed by Illustrious Brother Fbank Pdeboe, 83°.) 

E. — The Supreme Councils are invited to transmit to each other 
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the title of the new publications they deem fit to promote the 
knowledge of the history of Freemasonry In general and of the 
Scottish Rite in j^rticular. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brother Goblet d'Alviella, 83"*.) 
F. — Definition and Organization of Regular Supreme Councils — 
In accordance with the conclusions of the report presented by Most 
Illustrious Brother Richabdson, 33°, on behalf of the first section, 
the following resolutions are adopted: 

1. That every country In which there does not exist a supreme 
power of the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite Is a territory 
open for each legitimate power of the Rite to establish lodges of Its 
obedience. From the moment that a regular Supreme Council Is 
established In that country, the Masonic bodies of the Rite which 
existed in that country prior to the establishment of a Supreme 
Council may continue to remain under the jurisdiction of the 
legitimate power by which they were founded or recognized. 

2. Tliat thereafter no other Masonic body of the Rite should 
be allowed to be established by any other than the local power. 

3. That, when any question shall arise between the newly estab- 
lished and recognized Supreme Council referred to in the last para- 
graph and any other Supreme Council, regarding bodies previously 
created in the said territory, it is recommended that such question 
should be settled by arbitration. 

G. — ^The conference, being informed that the absence of the 
Supreme Council of Chill is due very likely to the recent disaster 
which destroyed its Temple and its documents, sends to the said 
Supreme Council the assurance of its deepest sympathies and 
sorrower for this calamity and expresses the hope that it shall 
adhere to the resolutions of the conference. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brother Rathond, 33''.) 

MEBTINO OF 8ATUBDAT, JTTNB 16. 

The following resolutions were successively adopted: 
A. — ^The conference invites the Supreme Council of Belgium to 
inform itself whether really the Grand Lodge of Hamburg and other 
regular Grand Lodges of Glermany prohibit their members from' 
receiving any degree higher than the third, and, if so, whether 
they would not agree to abolish this prohibition. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brother (Soblet d'Alviella, 33**.) 
B. — The Supreme Councils may adhere individually to the 
Bureau of Neuchatel, under the following conditions: 

1. They shall only furnish each to the Bureau the informations 
which concern them personally; 
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2. The Bureau will be independent of the organization of the 
International Maaanic OanffresMes; 

3. It shall abstain from any Maaonic relations with the bodies 
or the individuals which the regular authorities of the Ancient and 
Accepted Scottish Rite will denounce as irregular. 

(Proposition of the third section.) 

O. — It is understood that the publishing of the business of this 
conference will be made by the Supreme Council of Belgium. 

The expense for printing and publishing will be paid in equal 
shares by the Supreme Ck)unclls represented at the conference. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brother Raymond, 88"*.) 

D, — In the absence of sufficient information, concerning the 
functions of the Grand Representatives and the services they 
might be called to render, it Is desirable that the question should 
be studied by each Supreme Council and brought forward at the 
next international conference. 

(Proposed by Illustrious Brother Maiulefeb, 33"*.) 

B. — ^Tlie conference Is of the opinion that the signs, words, 
symbols and other arcana of the Scottish Rite should be made as 
uniform as practicable throughout the world and that each Supreme 
Council shall have prepared and furnished to every other Council 
invited to this conference, under proper safeguards, through their 
Grand Secretaries-Ctoneral, such information as they deem service- 
able in accomplishing that result, in order that the unification may 
begin at the next international conference of Supreme Councils. 

(Proposed by Illustrious Brother Moobb, 33"*.) 

F. — Sincere and heartfelt thanks are extended to the Supreme 
Council of Belgium and to all the Belgian brethren for their 
cordial hospitality (proposed by Illustrious Brother Blus, 88*), 
to its M.'. P.*. Sovereign Grand Commander (proposed by Illustrious 
Brother Gibson, 33^) and to its Illustrious Grand Chancellor, A. de 
Paepe, 33° (proposed by Illustrious Brother Moobb, 33°), for their 
successful efforts on behalf of this conference. 

O. — ^The conference expresses the wish that the delegates make 
all efforts to induce the Sovereign Grand Commanders of their 
respective Jurisdictions to have themselves represented at the next 
conference, which is to take place in five years on the North 
American continent. 

(Proposed by Most Illustrious Brother Richaboson, 38*.)

MAINE.

IfANmEB. 

ILLUSTUOUB AND Dbab Bbothxb: I hBTe the honor to hereby 
preeent my annual report on the state of the Rite in this district, 
together with a statement of my doings within the year and of 
such events as may seem to be of enough importance to here record. 

The most important conclusion to be drawn from the results 
of the year's work is that the condition of the Rite is, in general, 
highly satisfactory, for the bodies in the three Valleys of Portland, 
Lewiston and Bangor, which have always been earnest in their 
elforts and have always prospered, continue to thrive as formerly, 
while those in the two Valleys of Augusta and Rockland, which 
had latterly been to some extent inactive, have renewed their 
labors with much vigor and with results gratifying to all interested. 
The Lodge and Council at Machias alone have given no indication, 
during the past twelve months, which would warrant the belief 
that their continued existence as constituent bodies of the Rite 
was desirable. 

Numerically the Rite has changed but little, the number of 
initiates and also the number deceased being slightly larger than 
last year. Twenty-one names must be added to our roll of dead 
members, though several of these should have been included in 
reports of former years. The Supreme Council has lost no member 
from Maine, but the Rite in this state mourns the decease of 
more than a score of brethren, some of whom had already rendered 
to the Rite faithful services and gave promise of intelligent and 
valuable cooperation in our labors for many years to come. 

On January 17, the temperature being forty-two degrees below 
sero, accompanied by six of the Bangor members of the Rite, I made 
my ilrst visit to the Lodge of Perfection and Council of Princes at 
Rockland, where an interesting afternoon and evening session was 
held. Each of these bodies exemplified its work in a careful and 
elaborate manner, some of the parts being taken uncommonly well. 
Certain changes in the management of the several bodies, which 
were then being considered and which have since been accom- 
plished, bid fair to lead to excellent results. 
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April 5 I Tliited Lewl^ton Lodge of Perfection, at Lewiston. 
when, before a large number of members, tbe Fourteenth degree 
was conferred. The three bodies in that city are most fortunately 
placed, haying a large and interested membership, a building de- 
sirably located and finely and amply appointed and abundant 
financial resources. 

April 30 I met with the members of the Bmeth Chapter at 
Augusta, two members of the Bangor bodies accompanying me. 
The Seyenteenth degree and Eighteenth degree were well presented. 
The Augusta bodies haye, during the year, made a most com- 
mendable eftort to recoyer their former status, impaired by reason 
of causes now removed, and it would seem quite certain that they 
will promptly regain their former prosperous condition. 

I have been present at all the meetings of the bodies of the 
Rite In Bangor and have installed the ofllcers-elect of each. The 
most notable meeting of the year was that of Bangor Chapter of 
Rose Croix on Good Friday. This meeting was of unusual interest 
on account of the excellence and dignity with which the degrees 
were conferred by the Chapter's accomplished chief. Illustrious 
Fbedebic W. Adams, 33**, and his corps of experienced ofllcerB, and 
also on account of the many visitors present Representatives were 
in attendance from each of the Chapters in the state and also from 
several of the bodies of the Southern Jurisdiction and of the 
Dominion of Canada. Among our guests, all of whom it gave 
UB great pleasure to receive and welcome, were the Honorable and 
Illustrious John V. Blub, 33**, Past Sovereign Grand Commander of 
the Supreme Council of Canada; Illustrious Bdwih J. Evkbett, 33"*, 
Honorary, Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of New Brunswick, 
and Illustrious Geoboe Blake, 32*", member for New Brunswick 
Consistory. Illustrious Brother ESllis had once before honored 
Bangor Chapter by his presence and the knowledge of his accept- 
ance of our invitation this year was the occasion of many expres- 
sions of satisfaction among the brethren in this city. I sincerely 
hope that this recent visit of Brother E3lus and his associates 
will prove to have been but one of many occasions when the 
brethren of Maine may have the opportunity to meet and entertain 
members of the Rite from this neighboring sister Jurisdiction. 

On the afternoon of May 14 the twenty-fourth session of Maine 
Council of Deliberation was held in the city of Portland, at which 
were present the three Active and sixteen of the Honorary members 
of the Supreme Council and also a large number of representatives 
and visitors. No business out of the ordinary course at such meet- 
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ingB was transacted, but the number present and the enthusiasm 
manifested by those in attendance from all parts of the state gave 
OTidence that interest in the Rite is widely diffused throughout this 
district. 

An event of more than passing importance to the Rite in Maine 
occurred on the evening of the day on which the Ck>uncil of De- 
liberation met. May 14 — ^the celebration of the fiftieth anniversary 
of the org^isation of the Scottish Rite in this state. It was 
under the auspices of Dunlap Chapter of Rose Croix of Portland, 
to which the first charter for a body of the Rite in Maine was 
issued. More than two hundred members of the Rite attended the 
banquet and the succeeding exercises, all of which were presided 
over by Illustrious Albert H. Bubboxtohs, 33% M.*. W.*. Master of 
Dunlap Chapter. After the dinner addressee were made by Illus- 
trious WnxiAH J. BuBNHAM, 33°, of Lewistou, Commander-in-Chief 
of Maine Consistory; Illustrious Albbo B. Chase, 33**, of Portland, 
Past Commander-in-Chief of Maine Consistory; Illustrious Alfbed S. 
KiMBAix, 33**, of Norway, first Lieutenant-Commander of Maine Con- 
sistory; Illustrious Blheb F. Pkmbeb, 32*", of Bangor, and also by 
the Deputy of the Supreme Council for Maine. 

The only original member of the Chapter now living is our 
Illustrious Brother William Pitt Pbeble, 33**, of New Brighton, 
N. T., the Past Active member of the Supreme Council. 

The proceedings of the Council of Deliberation for 1903 and 
1906, which I had hoped would be ready for distribution in -Sep- 
tember last, were unfortunately delayed and could not be sent out 
until early in the winter. As soon as practicable they were for- 
warded to all those to whom it seemed they would be of Interest. 
It is unlikely that they will be again printed before 1909. 

The "Rules and Regulations" of Maine Consistory, as revised by 
that body, were approved by me April 24, and have since been sent 
to all members of the Rite in Maine entitled to the same. 

The returns, fees and dues of all the subordinate bodies were 
promptly sent to me within the time designated by the Constitu- 
tions, and the fees and dues were at once forwarded to the Qrand 
Secretary-Qeneral.

Illustrious and Dear Brother: It Is with much pleasure that 
I submit to you this, my sixteenth annual report, as Deputy for the 
district of New Hampshire. 

Peace and harmony have prevailed throughout our Jurisdiction 
and there has been yery little for me to do, therefore my report 
will necessarily be brief. 

The one sad event of the year, which cast a shadow over the 
whole fraternity in the state, was the death ot our Illustrious and 
dearly beloved Brother Albeit S. Waits, of Newport, which oc- 
curred October 7, 1906. Brother Watte was one of our oldest, most 
active, influential, and beloved Masons in the state. He was a Past 
Grand High Priest and Past Grand Commander. He was well 
versed in Masonic Jurisprudence and had been for many years 
chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence in all of the 
Grand bodies. He was burled with Masonic honors, and many of 
our illustrious brethren attended in a body to pay the last tribute 
of respect to one whose memory we shall ever cherish and honor. 

At the last meeting of the Supreme Council charters were 
granted to Keene Lodge of Perfection and Keene Council, Princes 
of Jerusalem, both of which are located at Keene, N. H. With the 
assistance of twelve of our illustrious brethren, including the Grand 
Prior and Illustrious Brother Hates, who acted as Grand Marshal, 
I had the pleasure of constituting both bodies and installing their 
olBcers on April 12, 1907. 

It was a very pleasant occasion and the visiting brethren were 
royally entertained at a banquet given at the Cheshire House Just 
after the ceremonies.

Illustrious and Dear Brother: In accordance with the law 
and custom, I have the honor to submit to you my annual report 
as Deputy for Rhode Island. The affairs of the A.*. A.*. 8/. Rite 
in our state are in good condition, and the bodies are growing 
every year stronger and more prosperous. The interest of the 
brethren is ever manifest, and harmony and good feeling prevail 
in every part of our jurisdiction. 

Since my last report one of the old Lodges — so long inactive— 
has been inspired with new life and interest, and has again become 
an important factor in our Rite bodies. Van Rensselaer Lodge of 
Perfection, in Newport, is again alive, active, and full of Masonic 
zeal and enthusiasm.

Subsequently these fourteen brethren received the 
other grades up to the Thirty-second, inclusive, in the respective 
Rite bodies in Providence. 

At the next regular meeting of the Lodge, on the third Tuesday 
in May (21st), T.'. P.*. Brother FaAinoiN and his board of officers 
conferred the Fourteenth grade in full form upon the remaining 
candidates. I was not present on that occasion, but I am informed 
that the work was well and creditably done, showing that the new 
officers have their heart in it and mean success. 

Thus we have old Van Rensselaer Lodge again in working order 
and fully inspired with zeal and interest in Scottish Rite Masonry. 
The resuscitation of this Lodge seems to have come about under 
propitious conditions, and we have every reason to hope for its 
prosperous future. 

With sadness and regret I have to inform you of the passing 
away from among us of one of our illustrious brethren residing 
in Providence, and an esteemed member of our bodies here. Dr. 
John Glares Budlong, 33*", an Honorary member of our Supreme 
Council, died July 24, 1907. A brief sketch will be prepared later 
and forwarded. 

As there seemed no necessity for a meeting of the Council of 
Deliberation, it has not this year been convened.

Illustbious and Deab Bbotheb: Grateful to our Heavenly 
Father for the inestimable blessings enjoyed by our beloved Rite, 
it affords me unalloyed pleasure to render to you the seventh 
annual account of my stewardship as custodian of the interests of 
the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in the State of New York. 

Much of interest to the Scottish Rite has transpired during the 
year which must necessarily be omitted from this brief summary. 

In general terms I am pleased to report that the Scottish Rite in 
the State of New York was never in more prosperous condition 
than it is at the present time. In the absence of complete returns 
from the fifty subordinate bodies in this state I am unable at this 
time to give you the exact figures covering the additions to our 
membership, but they will prove that we have conferred the degrees 
on about 900 candidates during the year, from which the Supreme 
Council will receive our check for upward of |7,500.00 for dues. 
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During the seven years that I have been Deputy of the Supreme 
Gouncll, my efforts have been unceasingly directed toward 
encouraging reciprocal recognition by all the Masonic Grand Bodies 
in the state of the benefits of solidarity. The results achieved bear 
witness to the fruitfulness of the means employed, for, at the 126th 
Annual Ck)mmunication of the Grand Lodge of the State of New 
York, I was accorded an oflldal reception, with the Grand Honors, 
and welcomed as the Deputy for the State of New York of the 
Supreme Ck>uncil of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite for the 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America. 

Grand Master Townsend Sotn>DEB invited me to address the 
Grand Lodge, which I did as follows: 

"Most WoBSHiFrnL Grand Master and Brethren: 

'The Supreme Ck>uncil of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite for 
the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of America, 
whose interests .in the State of New York are entrusted to my 
care, is honored by this courteous reception of its Deputy by the 
Grand Lodge of the State of New York. 

"The Sovereign Grand Ck)mmander of our Supreme Council is 
the Hon. Henbt L Palmes, of Milwaukee, Wisconsin, at eighty-eight 
years of age in the full enjoyment of all his faculties and actively 
directing the affairs of the Northwestern Mutual Life Insurance 
Oompany, which is one of the largest financial institutions in the 
world, and of which he has been president since 1874, having served 
as trustee from 1858. 

"You will be surprised to learn from me that Brother Palicer 
is the oldest living Past Master of a Masonic Lodge under the 
Jurisdiction of the Grand Lodge of the State of New. York. He 
was made a Mason in Bvenlng Star Lodge, No. 75, at West Troy, 
New York, in 1841, and was Worshipful Master of that Lodge in 
1845, 1846, 1847 and 1848. The Proceedings of the Grand Lodge 
of New York for 1848 and 1849 contain the records of Brother 
Palmeb's impress upon the stirring events of those troublous times. 

"To his clear head and loyalty was largely due the peace that 
followed. His removal to Milwaukee in 1849 technically deprives 
him of oflicial recognition as Dean of the Past Masters of the State 
of New York. 

"His popularity with the Masonic Fraternity in the State of his 
adoption may be Judged by the remarkable record of oflicial promi- 
nence there achieved: 
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"Grand Master of the Grand Lodge of Wisconsin, 1852, 1853, 
1871, 1872; 

"Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
of Wisconsin, 1868 and 1869; 

"Grand Master of the Grand Ck>uncil of Royal and Select Masters 
of Wisconsin in 1863 and 1864; 

"Grand Ck>mmander of the Grand Commandery of Knights Tem- 
plars of Wisconsin, 1868 to 1866, inclusive; 

"Grand Master of the Grand Encampment of Knights Templars 
of the United States of America, 1865 to 1868. 

"He is the oldest of the four surrivors of the fifty-seven honored 
brethren who in 1867 harmonized all difterences theretofore exist- 
ing in the conflicting Scottish Rite bodies, and formed the Supreme 
C>ouncil for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States 
of America, which elected him Sovereign Grand Commander in 
1879, and re-elected him at each trienniftl session since. Symbolic 
Masonry and the Scottish Rite have developed hand in hand and 
side by side in the State of New York during the past 140 years. 
. "There is present with us at this communication of the Grand 
Lodge one who forms a connecting link between that remote past 
and this present day. Past Grand Master Jambs Ten Byok married 
a great-granddaughter of Dr. Samitel Stbiitoeb, who in 1766 was a 
charter member, and later Master, of Masters' Lodge, No. 2 (now 
No. 5), of Albany, N. T., and who served concurrently as Master 
of Ineffable Lodge of Perfection, Fourth to Fourteenth degrees, 
founded at Albany in 1767. 

"So closely were the members of the Blue Lodge and the Lodge 
of Perfection allied that they Jointly erected the first Lodge house 
occupied exclusively for Masonic meetings in America. The plot 
on which that building was erected was a free gift from Dr. Sakxtsx 
Stbinoeb. The primitive first Lodge house has given way to the 
beautiful Masonic Temple erected a few years ago on the old site, 
and it fills me with emotion to relate that during all those 140 
years the ties formed in 1767 between the Blue Lodge and the 
Scottish Rite have remained unbroken, and the same friendly rela- 
tions established nearly a century and a half ago obtain to-day — 
for all the Masonic bodies are quartered In the Temple erected on 
the site first built upon. 

"Most Worship^l Grand Master, yesterday you expressed the 
hope that in the near future the property on which our Masonic 
Temple stands, and our recent acquisitions in the rear of it, would 
be improved by buildings and become more productive of revenue. 
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I am pleased to say that the Lodse of Perfection, the Council of 
Princes of Jerusalem, the Chapter of Rose Croix and the Consistory 
of New York City have each a membership of about three thousand, 
and we are steadily growing in numbers and adding to a very 
comfortable treasury. We need larger accommodations than you 
can allot us in this building at present Ton have assured us that 
in your plans for a larger building you would conform to sugges- 
tions for our increased requirements. 

"We desire in all things to co-operate with you to mutual advan- 
tage, for we are interdependent, and we hope to become your most 
desirable tenant in the Greater Masonic Temple, and thus perpetu- 
ate the companionship between the Blue Lodge and the Scottish 
Rite so happily established by our forefathers at Albany S^O years 
ago. 

"As Deputy for the State of New York, I thank the Grand Lodge 
for this courtesy to the Supreme Council for the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction of the United States of America." 

As a further evidence of the progress along the linep of friendly 
recognition, It pleases me to record that the Grand Commandery 
of the State of New York sent me a beautifully engrossed invita- 
tion to attend the Thirtieth Triennial Conclave of the Grand 
Encampment of Knights Templars for the United States of 
America, held at Saratoga during the second week of July this 
year. I can not speak in terms of too high appreciation of the 
many courtesies there extended to me, perhaps the most important 
of which was my introduction to the Grand Encampment by Grand 
Master Gboboe Mayhew Moulton, and the invitation to address the 
Sir Knights assembled, which I did along the lines of my senti- 
ments expressed in the Grand Lodge of the State of New York the 
month before. 

The laws recently enacted by the State of New York, making It 
a misdemeanor to confer degrees claimed to be Masonic, or the 
wearing of emblems Masonic by those who are not entitled to 
wear them, seem to be productive of benefit along the lines for 
which they were formed. 

There is an absence in the daily press of the advertisements 
theretofore appearing, and which we regret may be found in some 
of the newspapers outside of the State of New York, inserted by 
unscrupulous vendors of alleged Masonic degrees. 

In this connection it affords me great pleasure to report to you 
that the efl6rts, through the publication during recent years of 
literature to enlighten those who might otherwise remain ignorant 
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of the true facts in the case, have aooompliahed the result desired, 
to the advantage of legitimate Freemasonry, through the enact- 
ment at the last session of the Imperial Council, Ancient Arabic 
Order of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, of an addition to their 
petition for initiation and membership. Heretofore the prerequisite 
qualification for membership has been that of a Knight Templar in 
good standing, or a Thirty-second degree Ancient Accepted Scot- 
tish Rite Mason in good standing. Under these conditions it has 
been possible for Cemeaus to obtain membership in the Mystic 
Shrine. This will hereafter be rendered impossible through the 
addition of the following declaration, which is obligatory on all 
petitions: 

"Furthermore, I do not now, and I never will, hold membership 
in or allegiance to any body claiming to be Masonic that has been 
declared clandestine by the Supreme C>ouncil, Thirty-third degree, 
for the Northern or the Southern Jurisdiction of the United States 
of America." 

Another fraternity wl^ich makes good standing in Freemasonry 
a prerequiiErtte to membership is the Acacia Fraternity, composed 
of the professors, students and alumni of the universities through- 
out the United States. The high mental qualities of this member- 
ship justly entitle them to recognition as the intellectual aris- 
tocracy of Freemasonry. 

It pleases me to inform you that at the annual Qrand Ck>uncil, 
held at Lawrence, Kansas, July, 1907, the following by-law was 
adopted: 

"No person holding membership in or allegiance to any body 
claiming to be Masonic, that has been declared clandestine by the 
Supreme Council, Thirty-third degree, for the Northern or the 
Southern Jurisdiction of the United States of America, shall be 
eligible to membership in this fraternity, and any such members 
joining such Cemeau or clandestine body shall be expelled." 

The Thirty-eighth Convocation of the Council of Deliberation for 
the State of New York convened in the Masonic Hall, at Syracuse, 
on Wednesday, June 26, 1907, with 115 representatives and a large 
number of visiting brethren present at the opening.

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Thirty-Biz Honorary members of the Supreme Council were also 
in attendance. 

The session was opened at 10 o'clock A. M. and continued 
throughout the day and evening. 

An interesting feature soon after the opening was the introduc- 
tion of the three surriyors present at the 1867 Council of Delibera- 
tion. They were Illustrious Brothers Setmoub H. Stone, ZZ^, who 
was Orand High Priest of the Orand Chapter of Royal Arch Masons 
in 1867; James Ten Byok, ZZ^, who was Orand Master of Masons 
of the State of New York in 1892, and Bdwabd H. Bbown, 38"*, Past 
Presiding Officer of most of the bodies in Syracuse. 

During the year the Oreat Reaper removed from our midst one 
Emeritus and seven Honorary members, 33^, of the Supreme Coun- 
cil, and ninety-six members from the Fourth to Thirty-second 
degree:

During the year I issued dispensations for various constitutional 
purposes. 

Numerous applications were made for waivers of territorial juris- 
diction, which in most cases were granted; and when withheld, 
such action seemed for the best interests of the Rite. 

My numerous official visits during the year included one of 
which I must speak in particular: October 23-26, 1906, I attended 
the annual session of the Supreme Council for the Dominion of 
Canada, held at London, Ontario, where I was received with the 
greatest consideration and honor, and entertained in a manner so 
hospitable that the impression remaining is one that will never 
leave me so long as life lasts. It is only another evidence of the 
high esteem and kindly consideration in which our Supreme Coun- 
cil is held by our sister Supreme Council in the Dominion of 
Canada. 
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With the most affectionate ezpreaaioiui for your personal well- 
being, and the hope that we may meet in Boston, I am, as ever.

A mourning balustre was issued to the bodies in the district com- 
memorating our Illustrious Brother Schoder, in whose death the 
Rite has sustained the loss of a sincere and ardent supporter, and 
his associates that of a very lovable friend and brother. 

It had long been the purpose of the brethren in the Valley of 
Jersey City to erect their own Temple or Cathedral, and after 
years of prudent economy, during which a fund sufficient to afford 
a safe start had been patiently accumulated, a desirable plot was 
purchased last year, and the erection of a suitable building ar^ 
ranged for by a corporation composed of the trustees of the Several 
bodies. On Octobei* 27, 1906, the cornerstone of the new Scottish 
Rite Temple was laid by the Grand Lodge of New Jersey, and the 
occasion was really remarkable. It was the first considerable public 
demonstration by the fraternity ever held in Jersey City and the 
only one in many years. Favored by very fine weather and an ex- 
ceptionally large attendance of Masons and the general public, it 
elicited very favorable comment from the public press and was 
made the subject of an extended report by the M.*. W.'. Grand 
Master in his address to Grand Lodge in March, 1907. 

On December 7, 1906, assisted by my colleagues in Active member- 
ship and a large number of Honorary members of the Supreme 
Council of this and neighboring districts, Trenton Consistory 
U.*. D.*. was duly constituted and its officers installed by the 
Deputy. The ritualistic ceremony of constitution was fully exem- 
plified, the Supreme Council being represented and organized for 
the occasion by the following illustrious brethren: Louis Wagner, 
33", of Philadelphia, Pa., as Puissant Grand Lieutenant-Commander; 
John Llotd Thomas, 33", New York City, as Illustrious Grand 
Minister of State; Edward S. Wtckotf, 33", Beverly, N. J., as 
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Illustrious Grand Treasurer-General; Thomas H. R. Redwat, 33"» 
Trenton, as Illustrious Grand Secretary-General; WnxiAic D. Wolfs- 
sssL, SS"", Blizabeth, as Illustrious Grand Keeper of the Archives;. 
WiLEJAic P. Weiseb, 83% Camden, as Illustrious Grand lifaBter- 
General of Ceremonies; Stephen Smith, 33**, Burlington, as Illus- 
trious Grand Marshal-General; A. G. Cbbsswell Smith, 33"*, Media, 
Pa., as Illustrious Grand Standard Bearer; Whuam H. Gbos8cup» 
83"*, New York City, as Illustrious Grand Captain of the Guard; 
Walter Chandleb, 38**, Blizabeth, as Illustrious Grand Prior; 
Theodore B. Townlet, 33'*, Blizabeth, as Marshal of the Camp;

Many yisiting brethren honored the occasion by their presence 
at the ceremonies and were afterwards guests of the Consistory at a 
banquet, during which addresses of felicitation and encouragement 
were made by the visitors and representatives of the Supreme 
Council. 

The practical completion of the interior of the new Temple in 
Jersey City admitted the use of auditorium, dining hall, stage 
and ante-rooms, and led to its occupancy on May 28, when a 
class of two hundred and sixty-two candidates for the degrees of 
the Rite was received under the new and gratifying conditions of 
smple room, stage accessories and exceptionally fine musical ac- 
companiments. The presiding officers and their respective official 
stalls entitled themselves to the warm commendations of critical 
observers by effectively subordinating everything under their con- 
trol to the work of conferring the degrees in a most impressive 
manner. 

The fidelity and zeal of presiding officers have been so well 
directed that each body in the district has been enabled to transact 
aU business and proceed regularly on its "lawful occasions" without 
requiring the Issue of dispensations, permissions, flrmans, ukases,^ 
decrees or edicts from the Deputy for any purpose whatever.

Most Puibsaitt Ain> Dbab Brother: In acoordanoe with Article 
36, Section 11, of the Constitution of the Supreme Ck>uncil, all 
orders and decisions made and all dispensations granted by me 
during the past year were in writing, and copies thereof were 
forthwith mailed to the Gra^d Secretary-General. 

One of our Honorary members of the Supreme Council, Illus- 
trious John Martin Clafp, 83"*, died at Liakewood, N. T., his sum- 
mer home, on October 17, 1906, in the seyenty-second year of his 
age. This "man greatly beloved" received the Thirty-third degree 
at Boston, Mass., on September 15, 1885, more than twenty-one 
years ago; at that time he lived at Tidioute, Pa., where we beUeve 
he maintained his legal residence till his death. Latterly he lived 
at Washington, D. C, where he found a genial climate when in 
rather poor health. Of the quiet life at Lake Chautauqua he was 
very fond, and there "Azrael kiased him and he slept" The inter- 
ment took place on Saturday, October 20, 1906, at New Castle, Pa., 
from the residence of his son there. Colonel Clafp answered to 
his country's call to arms when it was a time to try men's souls 
in the early sixties and met his duty bravely. When the cruel 
war was over and he sheathed his sword, he became, as he always 
had been at heart, a man of peace, and he devoted himself to the 
arts of peace. As a man of business he was eminently successful, 
and his thrift enabled him to leave a goodly estate to provide for 
others less favorably endowed. He did better than he knew, and 
in years to come, long after the inscription upon his tombstone 
shall have become meaningless, what he hath done shall be told 
for a memorial of him. He was as brave as a lion and as gentle 
as a lamb. No strife could continue in his presence. Strife is 
as the storm that only intensifies the iceberg, but it wears away 
before the sunshine. A memorial of this loving and lovable man 
will be entered upon our tablets. 

Another of our Honorary members of the Supreme Council, Illus- 
trious Christian Gilbert Steffb, ZZ"*, died on May 11, 1907, in the 
dreadful California railroad wreck which brought suftering and 
death to so many of our brethren. He was a grand man and a 
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very dear and faithful friend. Of him IllustriouB Adaic H. 
SoHMKHL, 83^, writes me aa follows: 

"Outside of his continuous employment by the Philadelphia ft 
Reading Railway for lifty-two years, he was one of the best known 
in the employ of its system, his early service as one of its engi- 
neers; through a faithful service he won his promotion to the rank 
of general road foreman of engines, which position he held 
for some years before his retirement on account of the age limit, 
as per copy of newspaper articles sent you, and very little further 
can be said. I had occasion to say in Philadelphia Consistory, 
at the time of his death, the grand and noble characteristic in 
his life was that he lived to serve his fellow men He was a 
man in every sense of the word. True to himself, he was false 
to no one. It was always his special delight to serve others, and 
this is strongly evidenced by the fact that the greater part of 
his accumulations he has given for the benefit of his fellow beings. 
In his will he gives $2,000 to the Masonic Home; to his Lodge 
$1,000, to be used for the relief of the necessities of its members, 
their widows and orphans; and $1,000 to the poor of the church* 
with special bequests to the hospitals, the Homes for Widows and 
Single Women and Friendless Children, the Orphans' Home, and 
the Board of Associated Charities. What better tribute to our 
dear brother than that he lived an unselfish life to serve suffering 
humanity? He was crowned September 19, 1893." 

We mourn also with the brethren of other districts the departure 
of other dearly beloved members of the Supreme Council.

Ohio Council of Deliberation was opened at Cincinnati February 
21, 1907, and continued in session two days. 

The Scottish Rite bodies of Cincinnati held their Annual Con- 
vocation for work at this time — affording an opportunity to the 
Council to witness the work in the degrees from the Fourth to 
Thirty-second. 

The Council of Deliberation had for consideration the revision 
of its rules, to make them harmonize with the laws of the Supreme 
Council. 

At the same time they voted to raise $16,000 for the further 
equipment of the Masonic Home, which has been accomplished. 

All the Active members of the Supreme Council were present 
at this meeting, with many Honorary members. 
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During the year, as far as practicable, the work of the Subor- 
dinate bodies of the Rite has been inspected by the Active mem- 
Ders of the Supreme Council. 

The report of these inspections has been published with the 
Proceedings of the Twenty-ninth Council of Deliberation of the 
State of Ohio, which have been distributed to the Active members 
of the Supreme Council. 

It is proposed that these inspections shall be continued. 

The year has been one of continued prosperity and harmony. 

From the reports from the various bodies we find work has 
been done in every body of the Rite in the state. 

The duetf have been collected and were in the hands of the Grand 
Secretary-General on July 16, 

As far as I have learned, three Honorary members of the 
Supreme Council have died this year in Ohio: 

Chablbs a. Woodwasd, 33*", of Cleveland, Ohio. Date of decease 
not at hand. An obituary will be prepared. Sidnkt Moobb, ZS"*, 
died at Delaware, Ohio, May 27, 1907; David C. WiNSGABin&R, 33"*, 
died at Newark, Ohio, June 17, 1907. Both were members of this 
Supreme Council. Obituaries of the last two have been prepared 
and sent to the Grand Secretary-General.

Since May 17, 1907, It has been my duty, as well as pleasure, to 
act as Deputy during the absence from the country of Brother 
Babton Smith, 33*".

Illustrious and Dear Brother: I have the honor to report that 
the career of the Scottish Rite in the District of Ohio has been 
more than usually prosperous during the past year. 
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At the beginning of the year a distribution of the work of visita- 
tion between the Active members of the State of Ohio was made, 
so that at least two of the Active members would visit each body 
during one or more of its reunions of the year. This has been 
more than successfully carried out, as each of the bodies, except 
those in the Valley of Cambridge, has been visited by at least 
three of the Active members during the year, and Dr. Kinsman 
has visited Cambridge twice. 

I am under particular personal obligations to Illustrious Brother 
Kinsman, 33"*, for the aseal and efficiency with which he has dis- 
charged a large part of the duties which ordinarily devolve upon 
the Deputy. During the year he has visited and inspected, or 
assisted in the inspection of, every Valley in the state, and has, 
with his usual skill and ability, discharged the duties of the Deputy 
from the twenty-first day of May to the tenth of August. 

A Council of Deliberation was held at Cincinnati on Thursday 
and Friday, February 21 and 22, as guests of the bodies of the 
Valley of Cincinnati. The attendance was large and enthusiastic. 
A printed copy of the Proceedings of the Council is already in your 
hands. A matter of special importance was that of the steps taken 
to raise a fund for the purpose of building an addition to the 
Ohio Masonic Home, which was placed in the hands of the Thrice 
Potent Masters of the Lodges of Perfection of the state. Some- 
thing over $16,000 has already been raised, and the fund, when 
completed and turned over to the Ohio Masonic Home, will amount 
to at least $20,000. 

The Ohio Council of Deliberation also recommended the grant- 
ing of a dispensation to establish a Consistory at Dayton and 
recommended that if the dispensation should be granted that the 
Supreme Council should issue a Charter to this Consistory. The 
prayer of the petitioners of the Valley of Dayton has already been 
granted by you, and the Consistory, under dispensation, has been 
fully organised. I trust you will find it proper to recommend to 
the Supreme Council that a Charter be issued. 

The reports presented by Illustrious Brother Kinsman, Chairman 
of the Committee on the State of the Rite in Ohio, and that of 
Illustrious Brother Ibvin on Deceased Members, were very valuable 
and interesting. Dr. Kinsman gave a very careful sketch of the 
early history of the Rite in Ohio and a statement of the present 
condition as found by him at the inspections which he had made. 

It was decided by the Council that it was advisable to hold 
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annual meetings of the Council of Deliberation and the Deputy 
for Ohio was requested to call a special meeting of the Council 
of Deliberation, to be held in the spring of 1908 at Cleveland, Ohio, 
during the annual reunion of the bodies of that Valley. 

The friendly rivalry between the several VaUeys of the State of 
Ohio has brought the ritualistic work to a high degree of per- 
fection. This friendly contest is by no means over and each 
of the bodies is doing some part of the work superbly well, but 
I hope it is not invidious to report that the bodies of the Valley 
of Columbus seem now to bear the pennant for the extraordinary 
care and skill which they are devoting to the details of the work 
and for the great enterprise they are showing in inventing and 
developing new and attractive methods in staging and presenting 
degrees. 

I know of nothing in the state which calls for criticism or 
correction.

Illustrious and Dear Brother: In presenting my seventh an- 
nual report it is with great pleasure that I am able to state that 
another year of unprecedented prosperity has crowned our eftorts, 
perfect peace and harmony prevailing in every Valley of the Dis- 
trict; no clouds appear to darken the horizon of our prosperity, and 
we look with confidence to a future more glorious than our past. 

Assence from Jurisdiction. 

In January last I found it necessary to make a trip of several 
weeks' duration to Old Mexico and California. I left the city 
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on January 14 and returned on March 17. Prior to leaving, with 
your consent and approval, I appointed lUuBtrious Quaert W. 
Babnabd, 33"*, as special Deputy with authority to act for me during 
this ahsence. He has made full report of his doings under this 
authority, all of which have my approval. I thank him for this 
service, and yourself for the courtesy extended. 

Visitations. 

It has heen my privilege and pleasure to make official visitations 
to all the bodies in this District during the year as follows: Free- 
port bodies in October, 1906, and March, 1907; St. Clair Lodge of 
Perfection, U. D., at East St. Louis, in October, 1906; Danville 
Lodge of Perfection in November, 1906, and April, 1907; Peoria 
bodies in November, 1906, and April, 1907; Quincy bodies in April, 
1907; Sangamo Lodge of Perfection, U. D., at Springfield, June 25, 
1907, as well as frequent visits to all the bodies in Chicago whose 
work continues in some of the bodies throughout the major portion 
of the year. 

The large gathering of brethren upon each of these occasions 
is most gratifying as well as profitable. The painstaking care in 
memorizing the Rituals and Interest manifest in the work forcibly 
emphasizes the desire of each officer and worker in all the bodies 
to attain the highest possible degree of perfection. I am fre- 
quently assured by both officers and members that the interest 
manifested by our Supreme Council in sending one of its officers 
to visit them is a source of great encouragement 

Upon all proper occasions I take advantage of the opportunity to 
make it clear that the Supreme Council's estimate of strength 
and usefulness is measured by quality, rather than numbed. The 
care with which every application is scrutinized assures me that 
these suggestions are kept constantly in mind and carefully ob- 
served. 

The steady Increase in volume of our work year by year seem- 
ingly Justifies the effort put forth by these visitations and warrants 
their continuance. 

Dispensations. 

At the session of the Supreme Council in September, 1906, your 
Dispensation for St. Clair Lodge of Perfection at East St. Louis. 
111., was at my request continued until the next annual to be held 
in September, 1907. 

It had not been convenient for us prior to this date to convene 
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Illinois Council of Deliberation for formal action upon their appli- 
cation for a Charter, but a meeting has been called to convene 
on August 17, 1907, at which time action will be taken, and I will 
advise you immediately thereafter of its decision. 

This Lodge has made such a splendid showing of work done, 
its future seems so bright, that I feel confident the Council of 
Deliberation will approve their application for a Charter, which I 
should most heartily endorse. 

I will return dispensation at the forthcoming meeting and trust 
it may plekse the Supreme Council to grant them a Charter. 

New Boot — Sanoamo Lodge. 

In April I received a request from twenty-five or more members 
of the Order, residents of Springfield, 111., and vicinity, requesting 
me to take the necessary steps toward establishing a Lodge of 
Perfection in that city. 

Owing to the fact that all of the bodies of our Rite were organ- 
ized in that city many years ago, whose Charters were subsequently 
surrendered, I did not feel Justified in making the necessary appli- 
cation until after a careful investigation should have been made 
as to present conditions and future prospects. Accordingly by 
previous appointment Brothers Barnabd, Spring and myself visited 
them, and on the evening of May 6 were met by one hundred or 
more prominent Masons of the city, representatives from the 
Lodge, Chapter and Commandery, also a considerable number who 
were already members of the Order. We took great pains to explain 
that we could not recommend, and that the Supreme Council would 
not grant, a dispensation for a Lodge unless it was clearly shown 
that it would become a real live organization, properly equipped 
and with sufficient members to make its influence for good felt 
in that community, also that it would promote an interest in 
Masonry, rather than become the source of jealousy and con- 
tention. All these points were freely and fully discussed, after 
which it was unanimously decided that they could and would com- 
ply with all conditions, that establishment of the Lodge would 
largely stimulate Masonic interests in that portion of the state, 
and as an earnest of their ability and intention they presented us 
with a list of one hundred and eleven names of eligible Masons 
who pledged themselves to take the degrees if the Lodge should 
be established. 

Having faith in their representations, and believing that in this, 
the capital city of our state, containing a population of more 
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than thirty thousand, surrounded by many flourishing cities and 
towns, in the midst of a most fertile country, a Lodge could and 
would prosper, every Active member of the Supreme Council for this 
district was pleased to give their application for a dispensation 
hearty approval. This I had the pleasure of presenting in person 
on May 14, which request you were pleased to grant 

On liay 27 I again visited them, and with the assistance of 
John W. Hill, 32*'; Herman Pieeik, 32''; Habbis E. Page, 32°; 
John T. Todd, 32**; Frank L. Hatch, 82'', all members of Oriental 
Consistory; George Wilkinson, 32**; Louis H. Meters, 82*', of Peoria 
Consistory, constituted the Lodge, and I installed its officers in full 
ceremonial form. 

The officers of this Lodge were anxious to have the degrees con- 
ferred on their first class at a date earlier than they could prepare 
themselves to do it satisfactorily, and before the hot summer 
weather arrived, in order to accomplish this object, I ottered them 
the services of the officers and workers of Van Rensselaer Lodge 
of Perfection, which were gratefully accepted. June 25, 1907, having 
been fixed as date for this purpose, I again, and for the third 
time, repaired to that city accompanied by Adna J. Cornell, 82*, 
Thrice Potent Master; John Heist, 82*, Deputy Master; Charles D. 
Warner, 32% Senior Warden; Julius R. Kline, 32', Junior Warden, 
together with the following officers and members: Henrt F. Pen- 
nington, Jr., 83*; Smtth Crooks, 32*; L. G. Woelfbrsoheim, 82*, 
John A. Thompson, 32*; W. S. Peavey, 32*; H. Gage Hook, 82*; 
Frank M. Pierce, 32*; Frederick J. Setchell, 82*; Fred Penning- 
ton, 32*; M. O. Heckard, 32*; Fred Rusch, 32*; J. W. Thorp, 82*; 
Edwin F. Brown, 32*; Robert Connolly, 32*; William H. Bded, 82*; 
Robert J. Daly, 32*, when all of the degrees. Fourth to Four- 
teenth, inclusive, were conferred in full ceremonial form upon a 
class of 108. Our Supreme Council was represented by Amob 
Pettibone, 33*, Deputy for Illinois, and the following named 
Honorary members: Gboboe M. Moulton, Marshal of the Camp; 
F^NK C. RouNDY, Fbedebick M. Ramsay, Charles L. Russ, Milo

fection, U. D., at East St. Louis, 111. 

The work was splendidly rendered throughout, and highly appre- 
ciated, closing with a fine banquet at the St. Nicholas Hotel.

I will return their dispensation with the recommendation that 
it be continued in force until session of the Supreme Ck>uncil

THIBTT-THmD DbGBEE. 

At the last annual session of the Supreme Council Rev. William 
John McCaughan was elected to receive the Honorarium. At that 
time and for the previous ten years he had been pastor of the 
Third Presbjrterian Church in Chicago, with no thought of removal, 
although called on several different occasions to return to his 
native country, but in May last another call came which he decided 
to accept, as pastor of the largest and most influential Presl)yterian 
church in Ireland, at the city of Belfast, and for which he arranged 
to sail early in July, consequently terminating his residence in 
the United States. 

He has rendered us much valuable service upon many occasions. 
We were anxious to have the grade conferred upon him, his de- 
parture could not be delayed until after next meeting of our Su- 
preme Council, and his removal would deprive him of the oppor- 
tunity of receiving same. 

Upon learning these facts you were kind enough to suggest 
that this case seemed to come clearly under provision of Article 
21 of our Constitution, authorizing you to confer the degree during 
the recess. Accordingly Thursday evening, June 10, 1907, was fixed 
as the date for this event. At 6 o'clock the brethren assembled in 
the banquet hall of Oriental Consistory. After having dined to- 
gether and spent an hour in most enjoyable social intercourse all 
repaired to the Preceptory of Oriental Consistory, where the 
Thirty-third degree was conferred In full ceremonial form, the 
official stations being filled as follows:

One Active member, two Honorary members of our Supreme 
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Council and 8eyenty-«iz Princes of the Royal Secret have entered 
Into rest and been crowned with life eternal since our last 
session. 

Illustrious Waltke Augustus Stevens, 33*, an Active member of 
our Supreme Council for forty years, died at his home in this city 
after an illness of nearly two years on April 15, 1907. 

Brother Stevens was bom ih Richmond, Ontario County, N. Y., 
April 19, 1830, he being the eldest, but one, of seven children. At 
an early age hia parents removed to western New York, then con- 
sidered as the outskirts of civilization. On his thirteenth birthday 
his father was buried; an elder brother died a year later, which 
threw upon his shoulders the responsibilities of the family. He 
stood bravely at his poet of duty until the younger brothers and 
sisters were educated and prepared to assume their share of the 
family burden. His early education was acquired in the district 
school of his native town, in the Palmyra High School and at 
the Genesee Wesleyan Seminary, at Lima, N. Y. 

In 1857 he came West and obtained employment on a railroad 
being constructed in eastern Missouri, which afterward became 
a part of the St. Louis ft Iron Mountain Railroad, with headquarters 
at Birds Point, Mo., at which place he was appointed Postmaster 
in 1859. In July of that year he removed to and permanently 
located in Chicago, where he continued to live the remainder of his 
life. Previous to this he had for some time pursued the study 
of dentistry in private, but when settled here he entered the office 
of Dr. Honsinger, then one of the leading local practitioners, and 
commenced the systematic mastery of his chosen profession. Two 
years later he opened his own office and continued his practice 
until physically incapacitated for further work. He became eminent 
in his profession, was for many years a leading member of the 
Chicago Dental Society, and president of Illinois State Dental 
Society in 1905 and 1906. 

Brother Stevens was married on September 2, 1862, to Eleonora 
V. Richards, of Lenox, Mass., who, with a daughter, Genevieve, and 
son, Wirt A., survives him. All of them had lovingly and tenderly 
ministered to his every need during his long illness. 

Aside from his professional and domestic life there was nothing 
into which he entered with more interest and zeal than the work 
of the Masonic Orders. The pages of all the various bodies of 
which he was a member for more than fifty years are illumined 
with the records of his labors on behalf of the craft. His pleasant 
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smile and genial disposition, manifest upon all occasions, together 
with his profound knowledge and good Judgment on all Masonic 
affairs, prompted his brethren to shower upon him many official 
responsibilities. 

Brother Stevens was made a Mason in Union Lodge No. 45, of 
Lima, N. Y., prior to his removal to the West, but the exact date 
we have been unable to learn. He was one of the charter members 
of Blair Lodge 393, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, Chicago, 
organized October 8, 1863. Was its Junior Warden 1863-1864, 
Senior Warden 1865 and Worshipful Master 1866-1867. 

For three years he was High Priest of Chicago Chapter No. 127, 
Royal Arch Masons. He received the orders of Knighthood in 
Apollo Commandery No. 1, Knights Templars, at Chicago, May 26, 
1865. Was elected Generalissimo in December, 1872, and Eminent 
Commander in December, 1873; 

Illustrious Brother Stevens received the degrees of the Ancient 
Accepted Scottish Rite, Fourth to Thirty-second, in 1866, at the 
hand of Illustrious Brother John Shsville, 33"*, an Active member 
and Deputy of the Supreme Council, at which time he visited 
Chicago and organized Chicago Consistory and coK>rdinate bodies, 
which were, in 1871, consolidated with Occidental Consistory and 
co-ordinate bodies under the name of Oriental Consistory. 

He served as Commander-in-Chief of the Grand Consistory of 
Illinois until 1867, when all such bodies in the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction were discontinued. He was crowned a Sovereign 
Grand Inspector-General, 33**, on April 27, 1867, and made an 
Active member, Ad Vitam, for Illinois on the same day, and served 
as Deputy of the Supreme Council for Illinois In 1868 and 1869; 
also Grand Master-General of Ceremonies in this body for one 
triennial term. In addition to other official stations he was Dis- 
trict Deputy Grand Master of the First District of Illinois, Ancient, 
Free and Accepted Masons, for eleven years. He had been repre- 
sentative of the Grand Lodge of North Carolina; the Grand Lodge 
of New York, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons; the Grand 
Chapter of Nebraska Royal Arch Masons, and the Grand Com- 
mandery Knights Templars of North Dakota, near the Grand 
bodies in Illinois. 

The funeral services were held April 17 in the Asylum of 
Apollo Commandery Knights Templars, conducted by the Com- 
mandery in a most impressive manner. There was a large gather- 
ing of old-time friends from both civil and professional life, as 
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well as representativeB of the numerouB Masonic bodies o£ which 
he had been a member. 

The Supreme Council was represented by Illustrious John Ck>B- 
BON Smith, 33**, Grand Minister of State; Illustrious Ajcos Prti- 
BONB, 83**, Deputy for Illinois; Illustrious Gh^bbbt W. Babnabd, 
33*"; Illustrious Stlvssteb 0/ Spbing, 33**, Active members; and the 
following Honorary members of the Supreme Council: Henbt C. 
Rannet, Gbobge M. Moulton, James B. Bbadwell, Jambs B. Mo- 
Fatbich, Robebt M. Johnson, Fbank C. Roundt, Chesteb T. Drake, 
Hiram L. Wiltse, Thomas L. Miller, Henrt Baker, Robert J. 
Walshe, Nelson N. Lamfert, William A. Boatman, Charles L. 
Russ, Joseph E. Ingram, Nathaniel Bowditoh, Wiixiam B. Poul- 
80N, Harris W. Hxtehl, and F. A. Hutden, 33"*, Honorary member 
Supreme Council of the Southern Jurisdiction. 

The interment was private in Oakwood Cemetery. 

Illustrious WnxiAM Johnston, 33^, died at his home in Chicago 
on May 28, 1907. 

Brother Johnston was born in Scotland, February 4, 1852. At 
the age of seven years he renvoved, with his parents, to London, 
Ontario, where he was educated and learned the printer's trade. 
In 1874 he came to Chicago and engaged in his chosen trader 
eventually becoming a member of the firm of Shepard ft Johnston, 
which firm was finally dissolved, and in 1886 he organized the 
William Johnston Printing Company, of which he was elected 
president and continued as such until his death. 

He was a member of Chicago Typothetie— an organization of 
employing printers — serving for several years as its secretary. 

Brother Johnston was initiated in Garfield Lodge No. 686, 
Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, December 26, 1882. Passed to 
the degree of Fellowcraft, January 2, 1883, and raised to the sublime 
degree of Master Mason, January 17, 1883. Served as Junior Warden 
in 1886, Senior Warden in 1887, Worshipful Master in 1888, was 
elected its Treasurer in 1895, which oflice he held until his death. 
He was also representative of the Grand Lodge, Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons, of Minnesota, near the Grand Lodge, Ancient, 
Free and Accepted Masons, of Illinois. 

He was exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason in York 
Chapter No. 148, Royal Arch Masons, at Chicago, March 22, 1883, 
and received Royal and 'Select Masters' degree in Tyrian Council 
No. 78, Royal and Select Masters, October 31, 1895. He received the 
Orders of Knighthood on June 30, 1883, in St. Bernard Commandery 

13 
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No. 36, Knights Templars, at Chicago, and served as its Eminent 
Commander for the year 1894. 

Brother Johitston received the degree of the Ancient Accepted 
Scottish Rite, Fourth to Thirty-second degree, inclusive, November 
16, 17 and 18, 1887, in Oriental Consistory, Sublime Princes of the 
Royal Secret, and co-ordinate bodies, and served for two years 
as Sovereign Prince of Chicago Council, Princes of Jerusalem. He 
was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, 38*, Honorary 
member of the Supreme Council, September 18, 1900. He was also 
a member of Medinah Temple, A. A. O. N. M. S., served as its 
Recorder for fifteen consecutive years immediately prior to his 
death. 

Brother Johnston was unmarried, but with a sister and brother 
had maintained a home fpr many years. 

On May 30, after a brief service at his late home, conducted by 
Brother Rev. Wm. J. McCauohan, the remains were conveyed 
to Medinah Temple where the full Knights Templars burial service 
was rendered by St Bernard Commandery. At this service our 
Supreme Council was represented by Amos Pettibonb, Active mem- 
ber and Deputy for Illinois; also the following named Honorary 
members: Henby C. Rannet, Robebt M. Johnson, Fbank C. 
RouNDT, Henbt Baxeb, WnxiAM A. Boatman, Habbt D. Piatt, 
Habbis W. Hxtbhl, Milo B. Snowden, Nelson N. Lampebt, Jambs 
W. Pabksb, Samuel H. Smith, William L. Shabp, Alfbed Russell, 
James B. MoFatbioh, Chablbs .F. Guntheb, Thomas B. MirjEB, 
Chables L. Russ, John Johnston, Hibam L. Wiltsb, John W. 
SwATEK, Feed M. Ramsat, Jat L. Bbewsteb, after which the re- 
mains were conveyed to London, Ontario, for interment on June 
1, with services conducted by the Ss^mbolic Lodge. 

Illustrious Philandeb Walkeb Babclat, SS"*, born at Russellville, 
Ky., December 30, 1832, died at his home in Cairo, lU., July 6, 1907. 

He was educated and lived in his native town until 1850 when 
he went to Philadelphia, where he served an apprenticeship of 
four years in the drug business. In 1854 he came to Chicago and 
engaged in the wholesale drug business, removing, in 1860, to 
Bowling Green, Ky., where he continued the same line of trade 
until 1867, when he again moved to Cairo, 111., and formed a part- 
nership with his brother as Barclay Brothers, wholesale and re- 
tail druggists, which was continued until 1889, when he retired 
and engaged in the life insurance business as general agent for the 
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MaaaachuBetta Mutual Life Insurance Company, at Cairo, continuing 
as such until his death. 

Brother Babolat was a most zealous, modest and conscientious 
ICason. Was raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason In 
Bowling Green Lodge No. 73, Ancient, Free and Accepted Masons, 
Bowling Green, Ky., January 26, 1904, and served as its Senior 
Warden in 1864 and Worshipful Master in 1865, 1866. Upon removal 
to Cairo, 111., he affiliated with Cairo Lodge 237, Ancient, Free and 
Accepted Masons, and was its Secretary in 1890 and 1891. Re- 
ceived the orders of High Priesthood, Bowling Green Chapter No. 
88, Ancient Accepted Masons, and served as High Priest in 1866. 
Upon removal to Cairo, 111., he affiliated with Cairo Chapter No. 71, 
Royal Arch Masons. He occupied nearly all the subordinate 
stations covering a period of twenty-one years, during which time 
he served as High Priest for eight years. He received the degree 
of Royal and Select Master in Cairo Council No. 24, Royal and 
Select Masters, in 1868; he filled many of the subordinate offices 
and served as Thrice Illustrious Master for several terms. The orders 
of the Temple were conferred upon him by Cairo Commandery No. 
13, Knights Templars, in December, 1868; served in the various 
official stations for a period of fourteen years and was Bminent 
Commander in 1872 and 1892. In the Grand bodies of our Order 
he was equally devoted, serving the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge 
of Illinois in the Thirtieth Masonic District as District Deputy 
Grand Master from 1873 to 1882, inclusive. Most Illustrious Grand 
Master of the Grand Council, Royal and Select Masters, of Illinois 
in 1878. In the Grand Chapter, Royal Arch Masons, he served for 
nine consecutive years in official stations and as Grand Hlg^ Priest 
in 1887. In the Grand Commandery, Knights Templars, he was 
Deputy Grand Commander in 1875, and Grand Commander in 1876. 
He received degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in 
Chicago, November 19, 1896, and was crowned a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General, 33"*, Honorary member of our Supreme Council, 
September 18, 1900. 

By his request he was brought to Chicago for burial, escorted by 
Sir Knights Frank Sfbnoeb, J. W. Wbngeb and Taylob C. Clen- 
DENIN, of Cairo Commandery, Knights Templars. After a brief 
church service In the Chapel the full Templar burial service was 
rendered by Apollo Commandery No. 1, Knights Templars, and he 
was laid at rest beside his wife in Rose Hill Cemetery. Our Su- 
preme Council was represented at these services by Amos Pbtti- 
BONE, Deputy for Illinois; Gn. W. Babnabd, Active member, and the 
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following named Honorary members: Robbbt M. Johkson, Fbok 
KBiOK M. Ramsat, Samxtel H. Smith, Milo B. Snowdext. 

We all rejoice to know of your continued health, and trust a 
kind Providence will permit us at the appointed time to meet again 
in our beloved Supreme Ck)uncil.

WALTER A. STEVENS. 33^ 

Milwaukee, Wisconsin, August 27, 1907. 

To All Freemasons of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rue of 
THE Obedience of this Supreme Council: 

My Dear Brethren: 

"The strife Is o'er, the battle done; 
The victory of life is won, 
The song of triumph has begun." 

We are again called upon to mourn the departure of another 
dear friend and brother with whom, as Active members of this 
^ Supreme Council, we have kept "watch and ward" lo, these many 

T years now gone by. 

On the fifteenth day of April, 1907, Illustrious Brother Walter 
Augustus Stevens, 33*", an Active member of this Supreme Coun- 
cil since the twenty-seventh of April, 1867, passed from our midst 
to "that unknown and silent shore" to which we are all traveling. 

Illustrious Brother Stevens was born in the -town of Richmond, 
^ Ontario County, New York, April 19, 1830. By reason of the 

decease of his father when he was but thirteen years of age, and 
of an elder brother a year later, the burden of caring for the family, 
as well as fitting himself for the "battle of life" which lay before 
him, devolved upon him. Boy as he was, he met the responsibllJ- 
ties of the situation so well that largely throujgh his energy the 
family was cared for and his younger brothers and sisters were 
educated and fitted for the duties upon which they were entering. 
In 1857 he removed from his old home in western New York to 
Bird Point, Missouri, where he remained until 1859, when he 
located in the city of Chicago. In the meantime he had acquired 
his profession as a dentist, which he practiced with marked suc- 
cess so long as his health permitted him to do so, and became 
eminent in his profession. 

Brother Stevens was made a Master Mason in Union Lodge, 
No. 45, at Lima, Livingston County, New York, May 6, 1857; a 
Royal Arch Mason, August 6, 1860, in Morning Star Chapter, 
Lima, New York; a Royal and Select Master in 1869 or 1870 in 
Monmouth Council, No. 14, in Monmouth, Warren County, Illinois, 
and a Knight Templar, May 26, 1865, in Apollo Commandery, No. 

16 
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1, Chicago, Illinois. He received the degrees of the Scottish Rite 
from the fourth to the fourteenth, inclusive, in Chicago Lodge of 
Perfection; the fifteenth and sixteenth degrees in Chicago Coun- 
cil of Princes of Jerusalem; the seventeenth and eighteenth in Coeur 
de Lion Chapter of Rose Croix, H-R-D-M, Chicago; and the nine- 
teenth to the thirty-second degrees in Chicago Consistory, Sublime 
Princes of the Royal Secret, all these Scottish Rite degrees being 
conferred upon him on the tenth of November, 1866. He was 
created a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General at the meeting of the 
Supreme Council held at Chicago on the twenty-seventh of April, 
1867, and on the same day was elected and crowned an Active 
member of the Supreme Council. He was by no means an idle 
or indifferent member of the craft, but, on the contrary, he was 
faithful, zealous and conscientious in the performance of the 
Masonic duties which devolved upon him. He was a charter 
member of Blair Lodge, No. 393, Chicago, and its Worshipful 
Master in 1866 and 1867; he was High Priest of Chicago Chapter, 
No. 127, in 1872, 1888 and 1890; he was Eminent Commander of 
Apollo Commandery, No. 1, in 1873; and Commander-in-Chief of 
the Grand Consistory of Illinois in 1866 and 1867. He was Deputy 
of the Supreme Council for the district of Illinois from 1868 to 
1870. 

Illustrious Brother Stevens was a regular attendant upon 
the meetings of the Supreme Council so long as the condition of 
his health would permit him to take an active part in its delib- 
erations. 

The final dissolution of the ties which bound him to his loving 
family and his Masonic brethren was preceded by a lingering 
illness, the commencement of which dated back for more than two 
years, and this fact furnishes the reason for his absence from 
the last two annual meetings of the Supreme Council. Our record 
shows that the last meeting which he attended was that of 1904. 

The funeral services were conducted by the officers and mem- 
bers of Apollo Commandery and attended by a large number of 
his former fraternal associates. The Supreme Council was repre- 
sented on that occasion by the Illustrious Grand Minister of State, 
JoHx CoBSON Smith, 33°; Illustrious Amos Pettibone, 33', Deputy 
for Illinois; Illustrious Gilbert W. Barnard, 33°, and Illustrious 
Sylvester O. Spring, 33°, all Active members of the Supreme Coun- 
cil, and by a large number of Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, 
Honorary members of our Supreme Council, and by F. A. Hatden, 
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33% Honorary member of the Supreme Council for the Southern 
Jurisdiction. 

Illustrious Brother Stevens, by his devotion to every duty that 
devolved upon him during his long service In the Supreme Council, 
earned and enjoyed not only the respect, but the sincere love and 
afCectlon of his associates In that body, and his memory will be 
cherished as a precious heritage by all whose high privilege It was 
to be associated with him as co-laborers in the Masonic vineyard 
for so many years. 

With sad hearts we bid ^ loving farewell to our dear brother, 
but with the hope sustained by our faith that a time will come 
when we shall meet him again amid the glories of the life to come.

To All Fbeemasons of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite of 
THE Obedience of this Supreme Council: 

My Dear Bbethben: 

"Sleep after toil, port after stormy seas, 
Ease after war." • 

In this expectation vast multitudes of our race, year by year, in 
obedience to the call which all must answer, depart from the 
scenes of earth, its duties and its cares. And in the trust that 
rest will follow the struggles of human life, another member of 
our Council, Illustrious Brother Athanasius Colo-Veloni, SS*", has 
passed away. He died peacefully at his home in Brooklyn, New 
York, December 1, 1906, being well advanced in the ninety-second 
year of his age. 

Brother Colo-Veloni had been a Mason fifty-eight years, and an 
Emeritus member of our Supreme Council since September 17, 1885. 

He was born in Greece, January 24, 1815, very near the place 
made memorable a little later by the death of Lord Byron. The 
country was then under Turkish rule, and during the great upris- 
ing to throw of this domination in 1821, Brother Colo-Veloni's 
father and family were slain, and he, a lad of six years, was found 
and cared for by Captain Nicholson, of the United States Navy, 
whose ship, the Ontario, was at that time in the eastern part of 
the Mediterranean. Several years were passed upon the warship, 
and while still a young boy he landed in New York, where for more 
than eighty years he made his home. 

He was made a Mason in 1848, in Independent Lodge, No. 185, 
which at that time gave adhesion to St. John's Grand Lodge.' 
Finding in the work of the fraternity a congenial field of labor, 
he at once became prominent as a lecturer and in the organization 
and support of several lodges. In this way he was a charter mem- 
ber or presiding ofllcer of several bodies in somewhat rapid suc- 
cession. He was in due course one of the founders of Aurora Grata 
Lodge, No. 756, and the last survivor of its charter members. He 
was the first Eminent Commander of Palestine Commandery, No. 
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18, Knights Templars, and felt a warm interest in that organization 
to the close of his life. 

The degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite were con- 
ferred upon him by Heitby C. Atwood, but after a few years 
Brother Ck)LO-VELONi was not actively connected with that Council. 
Soon after the Union of 1867 he gave his oath of fealty to the 
Supreme Ck)uncil of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, and in later 
years became a member of the Aurora Grata bodies in the Valley 
of Brooklyn. 

He never was conspicuously connected with the active work of 
the Ancient Accepted Rite, but was attached to its principles and 
teachings; and the long period covered by his membership made 
him notable as a veteran who had seen and known many distin- 
guished brethren who have long since passed away. 

His funeral was held in the Cathedral of the Aurora Grata bodies, 
and the burial service of a Knight Templar was conducted by 
Sir William L. Hawkins, Eminent Commander of Palestine Com- 
mandery. No. 18, and the service of the Lodge was given by Brother 
William H. Johnston, Master of Aurora Grata Lodge. The Su- 
preme Council was represented on that occasion by Illustrious 
Brother William Homan, 33°, Active member and Deputy, and by 
Illustrious Brothers Charles H. Lijsgomb, 33", Commander-in-Chief; 
Stephen D. Affleck, 33"; Robert Judson Kenworthy, 33", Marshal 
of the Camp; Henry Edebohls, 33", and Edward H. Watson, 33", 
Honorary members. 

Brother Colo-Veloni was married In 1852 to a Miss Anderson, 
and the faithful wife and companion of more than fifty-four years 
was, three weeks after her husband's death, laid by his side.

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ALBERT SCRIPTURE WAIT. 33^ 

Born In Chester. Vermont, April 21. 1821; died at his home In 
Newport, New Hampshire, October 7, 1906. 

Brother Wait was of sturdy New England stock, being a son of 
General Daniel Wait, who was an ensign in the war of 1812 and 
a major-general in the Vermont militia, as well as a prominent 
Mason before the Morgan excitement. 

In his early life Brother Wait made the most of his opportuni- 
ties and laid the foundation for a very useful life by storing 
his mind with much important knowledge. He was admitted to 
the bar in Windham County. Vermont, in April, 1846. and began 
the practice of his chosen profession in Alstead. New Hampshire. 
Here he remained for about ten years when he entered Into part- 
nership with the late Edmund Burke at Newport, New Hampshire, 
which continued for about ten years, since which time he con- 
tinued his profession alone. He was a lawyer of marked ability, 
studying his cases very carefully — so much so that a chief Justice of 
the New Hampshire Supreme Court once said that his court was 
very careful when Mr. Wait stated a legal proposition or laid down 
a principle of law, before antagonizing his positions. He mani- 
fested a decided taste for literature and science and devoted much 
time to these subjects, in some of which he was considered an 
expert. 

As a lecturer and writer he had such a plain and conclusive 
manner of stating facts that his meaning was always underptood 
and easily grasped, hence he was popular both as a writer and 
lecturer. 

In June. 1865. the honorary degree of Master of Arts was con- 
ferred upon him by Dartmouth College. 

He was three times married: first in October. 1849, to Miss Caro- 
line Arnold, who died two years later; second to Harriet E. Kings- 
bury, of Alstead, June 23, 1853. who died February 21, 1873; third, 
December 22. 1886. to Ella O. Eno, of Westfield, Vermont, who 
survives him. He is also si^rvived by one daughter, Mrs. Herbert 
G. Leslie, of Waltham. Massachusetts. 

Brother Wait was a very busy man, for, although he spent much 
time with his family and his books, he always had time to devote 
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himself for the good of others, and he contributed his full share for 
the advancement of all worthy objects. 

He was a member of the New Hampshire Historical Society, the 
Webster Historical Society, located in Boston; the New Hampshire 
Club and the American Bar Association. He was also a member 
of the Navy League of the United States, one of the original 
trustees of the Richards Free Library and one of the original 
trustees of the Newport Savings Bank, which was established in 
1868, both of which positions he held continuously until the time 
of his death. He was also a trustee of the State Industrial School 
and an active member of the Congregational Church. 

When one considers the duties and responsibilities of these im- 
portant positions in addition to an extensive law practice, one 
might easily suppose he would have had little time for Masonry, but 
such was not the case. Much of his valuable time and his best 
efforts were given to the order he loved so well. 

He was made a Mason in Mount Vernon Lodge, No. 15, at New- 
port in June, 1863. He received the Royal Arch degree in Webb 
Chapter on April 17, 1865; Council degrees in Columbian Council, 
November 16, 1865; Knight Templar, Sullivan Commandery, July 
24, 1865, and the Scottish Rite degrees from the fourth to the 
thirty-second, inclusive, at Nashua, May 11, 1888, in Edward A. 
Raymond Consistory. 

He was created a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, 33", at Bos- 
ton, September 21, 1897, and became an Honorary member of the 
Supreme Council. He was Master of his Lodge in 1866-7; District 
Deputy of the Grand Lodge in 1869; High Priest of his Chapter in 
1874-5-6 and Grand High Priest of the Grand Chapter in 1880-1. 
He was Eminent Commander of Sullivan Commandery in 1874-5-6 
and Right Eminent Grand Commander of the Grand Commandery of 
New Hampshire in 1879, and thrice illustrious Master of Columbia 
Council in 1882. 

For many years ho held the very laborious and important position 
of chairman of the Committee on Foreign Correspondence for the 
Grand Lodge, Grand Chapter and Grand Commandery. In this work, 
as in everything which he undertook, he gave his best thought 
and most careful attention, for his conclusions and his criticisms 
he always had a reason and stated his positions with such fairness 
and clearness that his reports were eagerly sought and often quoted 
throughout the Masonic world. 

He was burled with Masonic honors by his Lodge, Sullivan Com- 
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mandery acting as escort, the funeral being in the Congregational 
Church at Newport. There was a large attendance of the citizens 
of the community in which he had lived so long and by whom he 
was so highly respected. Many of the prominent Masons of the 
state were there to pay the last tribute of respect to one with whom 
they had labored so long and whom they had learned to love so 
well. Beloved by his friends and brethren, honored by his fellow 
citizens and respected by all, he has been called at the end of a long, 
busy and useful life here to his reward in the life beyond, whither 
we are all so fast hastening. He needs no eulogy of words or 
monument of marble to perpetuate his memory, for it is enshrined 
in the hearts of all who knew him. Long will his memory be 
honored by the community In which he had lived and labored so 
long, for his kind and generous disposition and the deep interest 
he took In everything pertaining to its welfare, and by the fra- 
ternity he so much loved and honored, for his brotherly love and 
friendship, his genial smile and cordial greetings, for his sound 
advice upon the many vexed questions tjiat so often arose and for 
his firm and unswerving fidelity to what he deemed to be the right 

and his equally strong opposition to what he considered wrong.

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WALTER M. HAND, 33^ 

He was born in the city of Binghamton, New York, August 9, 
1850; educated in the public schools of Binghamton and at Hamil- 
ton College, where he received the degree of Bachelor of Arts, in 
1872. He was a lawyer by profession, practicing continuously from 
his admission in 1876 to the time of his death, October 9, 1906. 

Of a modest and retiring disposition, he avoided, rather than 
sought, distinction or preferment. Endowed with a superior in- 
tellect, carefully trained by years of study and research, guided 
by rugged honesty and integrity, he commanded the utmost re- 
spect of his fellow practitioners and the complete confidence of 
his clients. He was universally regarded as a wise and safe coun- 
sellor, and his splendid legal learning, together with his finer 
sense of justice and equity, soon won for him the distinction of 
being the most available man in his community as referee in Im- 
portant litigations. He early attained the enviable distinction of 
having fewer of his decisions reversed by an appellate court than 
falls to the lot of most lawyers and was held In the highest esteem 
by the Judiciary In his section of the state. 

The same conscientious zeal and careful attention to detail char- 
acterized his work in fraternity. He was an almost perfect ritual- 
ist, with a wonderful capacity for work and a most retentive 
memory. He cared but little for the ordinary pleasufes of life and 
spent most of his spare time in the interest of the craft. 

His Masonic record is a distinguished one, and Is as follows: 
He was made a Master Mason in Binghamton Lodge, No. 177, 
March 21', 1894. He was appointed Senior Deacon of his Lodge in 
1895; elected Senior Warden in 1896 and Master in 1897. He was 
District Deputy Grand Master of the Twenty-eighth Masonic Dis- 
trict in 1899 and 1900, and served on the Commission of Appeals 
of the Grand Lodge of the state of New York from 1902 to the 
time of his death. 

He was exalted in Binghamton Chapter, No. 139, May 18, 1894. 
He served as Captain of the Host in 1895. Scribe in 1896, King in 
1897 and High Priest in 1898. 

In Malta Commandery, No. 21, K. T., he was knighted July 3, 1894. 
He received the degrees in the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in 
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Otseningo bodies in the Valley of Binghamton, as follows: Ot- 
senlngo Lodge of Perfection, January 18, 1895; Otseningo Council, 
March 8, 1895; Otseningo Chapter, March 15, 1895, and Otseningo 
Consistory, March 15, 1895. He was Senior Grand Warden of Ot- 
seningo Lodge of Perfection in 1895 and 1896, and Deputy Grand 
Master in 1897 and 1898. 

He received the thirty-third and last degree of the Ancient Ac- 
cepted Scottish Rite, with Honorary membership In the Supreme 
Council, September 21, 1897, at Boston, Mass. 

He was buried with full Masonic honors October 11, 1906, the 
funeral services being in charge of Binghamton Lodge, No. 177, 
M^lta Commandery, No. 21, acting as escort.

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FRANK HURD ROBINSON, 33^

'It is meet and right that we should pause in our busy workaday 
life to reflect on the careers of those who have passed beyond 
the vale, and gather a lesson from their lives that will be useful 
to us in the future." These words were spoken at a recent memorial 
service in New York city, and they seem fitting for publication 
in this volume in connection with the lives of those whose memory 
is to be here recorded, and to none are they more appropriate than 
to Frank Hitbd Robinson, for his life was an example. 

He was born at Cuba, New York, May 23, 1855. He graduated 
from the law department of Union University in 1876 and began the 
practise of law in Cattaraugus County. Later he removed to 
Canisteo, Steuben County, New York, where he practised his pro- 
fession for several years, thereafter removing to the city of Hornells- 
ville. He was twice elected to the office of district attorney, and 
twice to that of county judge. 

In Masonry he saw light in Henry Renner Lodge, No. 780, at 
Limestone, New York, subsequently affiliating with Morning Star 
Lodge, No. 65, at Canisteo, of which he became Master. He held 
respectively the office of District Deputy Grand Master, Commis- 
sioner of Appeals, Junior Grand Warden, Senior Grand Warden, 
Deputy Grand Master and Grand Master. The latter distinguished 
office he held for two years, 1904 and 1905. The last honor to reach 
him was that of Sovereign Grand Inspector-General of the Thirty- 
third degree, which he received in Indianapolis at the session in 
September, 1905. 

Brother Robinson departed from this life on the afternoon of Oc- 
tober 11, 1906, at his home in Hornell. His death came as an awful 
shock to the craft of the state, following so soon after his retire- 
ment from his exalted office. His career a& a Mason marked a 
period of steady and accomplished activity, and of his service to 
the craft it is safe to say that posterity will honor him to a degree 
even greater than that accorded him by the present generation. 
He died at a time when his name and achievements were fresh in 
the hearts of his brethren, and his untimely passing away in the 
very prime of life imparts a lustre that will shine for many years 
to come. Judge Robinson stood on no pedestal. His foothold was 
secure in the hearts of his brethren because he was a man with a

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heart, and he was drawn to his brethren everywhere by his kindli- 
ness and the inherent possession of those peculiar Masonic at- 
tributes, brotherly love and affection. Honors and distinction did 
not spoil him — he was the brother always. 

Of his career as a citizen his life aa a Mason is but the other 
side. He gained distinction in civil life and was loved and honored 
in his community, and in his home he was the ideal parent and 
husband. 

A devoted friend has written of him, and it is proper that it 
should be quoted here: "In the ripeness of a varied experience and 
in the fullness of earthly honors, with every duty performed and 
every obligation redeemed, our friend has entered into the joys of 
the blessed. He has honorably filled his own place both in public 
and private life, and left behind him an imperishable name to 
illumine the annals of his country and his state." 

ROBEBT JUDSON KeNWORTHY, 33°. 
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JOHN MARTIN CLAPP, 33". 

Born at Mercer, Pennsylvania, May 11, 1835; entered into rest at 
Lakewood, New York, October 17, 1906. 

This dearly beloved brother was one of the pioneers in the produc- 
tion of petroleum and recognized as one of the most successful 
business men of western Pennsylvania, whose word was as good as 
his bond. 

Sixty years ago, 1846, when Brother John Mabtin Clapp was 
only eleven years old, his father, the Rev. Ralph Clapp, founded 
the town of President, in Venango County, Pennsylvania, and there 
for nineteen years, until 1865, he had the tender guidance of that 
good man. 

Those who knew him intimately said that the Rev. Ralph Clapp, 
who was a native of Middlefield, Massachusetts, was a man of 
extraordinary ability as a pastor of the Methodist Episcopal Church, 
and in the late fifties and early sixties struck many a trenchant 
blow upon the shackles of slavery by his public spirit and fervent 
eloquence. 

His confidence in the country was one of the heritages handed 
down by him to his sons, one of whom. Brother Edwakd E. Clapp, 
32°, a member of Pennsylvania Consistory and a tender-hearted 
man, notably for all dumb creatures, entered into his rest at 
President, Pennsylvania, nearly ten years ago. 

It is said of the good father that once in 1853, while orator at 
a Fourth of July celebration at Franklin, the county seat of Venango 
County, Pennsylvania, he predicted that some of his younger hearers 
would live to see a railway constructed from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific coast, and the part of the state where he was speaking 
dotted with large cities with railroad facilities. 

The following year he was elected to the Pennsylvania Legislature, 
and he did much to arouse patriotism during the Civil War by his 
eloquence. 

He was the owner of extensive tracts of land in his vicinity, 
much of it prolific of oil, and on which many houses now stand. 

With such a lather it was only natural that his sons were given 
the benefit of a liberal education. When President Abraham 
Lincoln called for troops Brother John M. Clapp recruited a com- 
pany of volunteers in and about President and went to the war as 
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their captain on September 3, 1862, as part of the 12l8t Pennsylvania 
Volunteers. 

The regiment was recruited mainly from Philadelphia and Ve- 
nango County and had a brilliant record. Captain Clapp was dis- 
charged on August 7, 1863, by special order, on account of ill- 
health. 

After returning from the army he settled in New Castle, Lawrence 
County, Pennsylvania, where two years later he married Anna M. 
Pearson, of that place. 

Brother Clapp's first business venture in oil was on a lease near 
Tldioute, Pennsylvania, which proved very productive, and so he 
became an extensive and successful operator in that field. This 
caused him to bring his family to reside in Tidioute, whence he 
removed about twenty-flve years ago to Washington, District of 
Columbia, with a summer home on Lake Chautauqua, at Lakewood, 
New York. 

His record as an oil producer makes an interesting paragraph for 
those who have shared in that interesting pursuit. He developed 
the Jason farm on T^riumph Hill, one of the best in its vicinity; he 
was part owner with J. L. Grand in and E. B. Grandin of 4,000 acres 
of oil territory in the Balltown district; 7,000 acres, known as the 
Cook Estate lease, and 7,000 acres on Salmon Creek, in Forest 
County, covering a belt seven miles in length. 

He also ol)erated with the Grandins the Henry lands in Warren 
County,, comprising 4,000 acres, and with the Grandins and W. T. 
Scheide the Wetmore property in McKean County, comprising 14,000 
acres, and 3,500 acres in the Tiona field. 

Perhaps the best paying proposition in his career as an oil 
operator was his large lease at Custer City. 

He operated also with his brother in President and Pinegrove 
Townships, Venango County, where they drilled upward of 250 
wells, and also in the gray sand district in Cranberry Township 
at East Sandy and Maple Shade. His operations followed the line 
of his father's vision in 1853, and he was an owner of oil lands in 
California on the Pacific Coast. Of course, as might be expected, 
he also had other interests; these covered, in the main, banking 
and real estate. 

His record as a soldier was marked by gallantry and ability. He 
was a member of the George A. Cobhaip Post, G. A. R., of Tidioute, 
and actively identified in the fraternal work of that order. 

He was the first president of the 121st Regimental Association, 
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organized some fifteen years ago, and was regularly re-elected to 
that position by his comrades. 

He was also the first president of the Northwestern Association, 
Department of Pennsylvania, G. A. R., when it was organized some 
twenty years ago. Two years ago he was again elected to the 
ofilce of commander, and succeeded himself the following year, 
retiring at the annual meeting at Conneaut Lake this year, when 
A. H. Burnett, of Greenville, was elected. 

The annual meeting of the 121st was held at the G. A. R. Hall in 
Tidioute on October 17, 1906, from 10 a. m. to 6 p. m., twenty-six 
members answering to roll-call. The announcement of his death 
was made while the meeting was in progress and action was taken 
by the Post. 

In our Masonic fraternity he endeared himself by kindly thoughts 
and deeds of generosity and helpfulness. 

He was made a Master Mason July 13, 1875, in Lodge of the Craft, 
No. 433, New Castle, Lawrence County, Pennsylvania; a Royal Arch 
Mason April 12, 1876, in Delta Chapter, No. 170, New Castle, Law- 
rence County, Pennsylvania; a Royal and Select Master February 7, 
1877, in Keystone Council, No. 42, Franklin, Venango County, Penn- 
sylvania; a Knight Templar May 26, 1876, in Rebecca Commandery, 
No. 50, Sharon, Mercer County, Pennsylvania. 

He assisted in organizing in 1885-1886 Warren Commandery, No. 
63, Knights Templars, Pennsylvania, and served as Eminent Com- 
mander thereof in 1887-1888. 

He received the Ineffable grades May 2, 1877, in Gourgas Lodge of 
Perfection, Pittsburg, Pennsylvania; the Ancient Traditional grades 
May 16, 1877, In Pennsylvania Council, Princes of Jerusalem, Pitts- 
burg, Pennsylvania; the Philosophical and Doctrinal grades June 
20, 1877, in Pittsbyrg Chapter of Rose Croix, H-R-D-M, Pittsburg, 
Pennsylvania, and the Modern Historical and Chivalric grades 
October 19, 1877, in Pennsylvania Consistory, Pittsburg, Penn- 
sylvania. 

He was created a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General and Honor- 
ary member of the Supreme Council at Boston, Massachusetts, on 
September 15, 1885. 

In Temple Lodge, No, 412, Tidioute, Pennsylvania, Brother Clapp 
was elected Junior Warden in 1877; Senior Warden in 1878, and 
Worshipful Master in 1879. 

He was elected District Deputy Grand Master, Thirteenth District 
of Pennsylvania, for 1880, 1881 and 1882, and District Deputy Grand 
Master, Twenty-third District of Pennsylvania, for 1883. 
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In Occidental Chapter, No. 235, Warren, Pennsylvania, he was 
elected King in 1883, and Most Eminent High Priest in 1884 
and 1885. 

When Warren Commandery, I<{o. 63, Knights Templars, was insti- 
tuted in September, 1885, he was elected Captain-General and served 
until May, 1886. 

Our Brother is survived by his wife, two daughters, one son and 
a sister. While we mourn with them in their affliction, we tenderly 
wait the Home call when we shall see our Brother again "face to 
face" in the presence of our Lord. 

J.\Mt:s Isaac Buchanan, 33°. 
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THOMAS MUNROE, 33'. 

Illustrious Brother Thomas Munroe who, at his home in the city 
of Muskegon, Michigan, passed from this to the life beyond on 
the seventeenth day of October, 1906, was born at Rushville, 
Schuyler County, in the state of Illinois, on October 26, 1844. 

He was made a Master Mason May 27, 1869, in Rushville Lodge, 
No. 9, in the town of Rushville, state of Illinois; made a Royal 
Arch Mason July 18, 1878, in Muskegon Chapter, No. 47. Muskegon, 
Michigan; made a Royal and Select Master December 28, 1885, in 
Muskegon Council, No. 54, Muskegon, Michigan; made a Knight Tem- 
plar November 12, 1879, in Muskegon Commandery, No. 22, Muskegon, 
Michigan; received the Ineffable grades October 27, 1887, in Moriah 
Lodge of Perfection, Grand Rapids, Michigan; received the Ancient 
Traditional grades October 27, 1887, in Cyrus Council, Princes of 
Jerusalem, Grand Rapids, Michigan; received the Philosophical and 
Doctrinal grades February 12, 1888, in Robinson Chapter of Rose 
Croix, H-R-D-M, at Grand Rapids, Michigan; received the Modern 
Historical and Chlvalric grades February 13, 1888, in DeWitt Clinton 
Consistory, Sublime Princes of the Royal Secret, 32\ at Grand 
Rapids, Michigan, and was created a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General and made an Honorary member of the Supreme Council, 
Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, United States of America, at Cin- 
cinnati, Ohio, September 20, 1898. 

In the years 1882, 1883, 1884 and 1888 he was Worshipful Master 
of Lovell Moore Lodge. In 1888 and 1890 he was Eminent Com- 
mander of Muskegon Commandery, Knights Templars. .In 1892, 1893, 
1894 and 1895 he was High Priest of Muskegon Chapter. In 1903, 
1904 and 1905 he was Commander-in-Chief of DeWitt Clinton Con- 
sistory. 

Brother Mi-nrge moved to Muskegon, Michigan, in 1870. where, 
by his remarkable sagacity, sterling integrity and great energy, 
he soon became known as one of its most enterprising and reliable 
citizens. A record of the number ai^d magnitude of the industries 
which he managed with commendable skill and energj' would exceed 
the limits of a memorial page. 

Although possessed of an ample fortune this brother lived as 
•one who made a study of the objects and uses of life and who 
preferred rather than great riches the imperishable wealth of char- 
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acter. He believed in the brotherhood of man as only those can 
who most firmly believe in the fatherhood of God. He met all 
men, laborer as well as business associates, on the level of equality, 
and in all his dealings was square, upright and just. Words can 
hardly express a more just and fitting tribute than that paid to his 
memory by the bowed heads and sorrowing hearts of the throng of 
laboring men who attended his interment and who evidenced by 
their grief that the departed was in his lifetime indeed their friend. 

He was a zealous Mason and in his daily life exemplified the 
sacred precepts of Masonry. In his charities, which were extremely 
liberal, he conformed, where possible, to the divine injunction, "Let 
not thy left hand know what thy right hand doeth." Faults — the 
common heritage of the human race — were in him indeed few. His 
virtues were many, and to those who knew him best he seemed to 
approach, as near as a human can, the upright, just and perfect man. 

Brother Munroe retained his mental faculties to the last, and 
more assuring than the beauteous sunset in its golden promise of 
the morrow was the serene hope and faith which accompanied the 
closing hours of his well-spent life, and which seemed to grow 
brighter and stronger as the moments passed. 

His loss is mourned by hosts of friends and will be keenly felt 
by the business interests of his city, in whose up-building he was 
a prominent factor.

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GEORGE FILLMORE FLANDERS. 33\ 

On the morning of October 24 last the spirit of Illustrious Brother 
Georue Fillmore Flanders, 33°, suddenly took flight, and sorrow 
reigned in many hearts. Quietly and peacefully he passed from the 
activities of this life to enter upon those of the higher life. He was 
born in Newbury, Vermont, February 18, 1855; lived his boyhood 
days in Lyndon, and at the age of fifteen entered upon an apprentice- 
ship with E. K. Smith & Son, in Hanover, New Hampshire, with 
which firm and its successor at White River Junction he remained, 
with the exception of a short time si)ent in Burlington and Brockton, 
Massachusetts, until a few years ago when he resigned to accept 
the responsible position of manager of the station restaurant at 
White River Junction. Here he was eminently successful and 
widened an already extended circle of acquaintances until he be- 
came one of the best-known men in the state. Of a most genial 
nature and sympathetic heart, his cordial greetings were ever treas- 
ured and his kindly words will long be remembered. 

Faithful unto death in business affairs, his Masonic career was 
also characterized by untiring zeal and unwearying devotion to 
duty. He was raised to the sublime degree of a Master Mason in 
United Brethren Lodge at Hartford, Vermont, in 1877; was its 
Master in 1888, and again in 1890 and 1891. After distinguished 
service as District Deputy Grand Master he was elected Grand 
Junior Deacon of the Grand Lodge of Vermont in 1894, voluntarily 
retiring from oflJce a year later. At the time of his death he was 
a member of the Committee on Credentials of the Grand Lodge, and 
Grand Representative of the Grand Lodge of New South Wales 
near that of Vermont. He was also a member of the Masonic 
Veterans' Association of the state. 

He received his Capitular degrees in Ottaquechee Chapter, No. 21, 
at Woodstock in 1878, and was later by afllliation a member of Wind- 
sor Chapter, No. 6. In 1895 he became a charter member of Cascad- 
nac Chapter, No. 27, at White River Junction, was its first Captain 
of the Host, and its High Priest from 1897 until 1899. On retiring 
from the Mastership of his lodge and from the High Priesthood of 
his chapter he was elected secretary of the respective bodies and 
served each ably and faithfully until his death. 

He entered the cryptic circle in Windsor Council. No. 8. Royal 
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and Select Masters, and after a highly successful term as its Thrice 
Illustrious Master, extending over a period of three years, and serv- 
ice in the line in the Grand Body, he was elected Most Illustrious 
Grand Master of the Grand Council of the state in 1904, retiring 
with honor at the end of the year. 

He attained to the Orders of Christian Knighthood in Vermont 
Commandery, No. 4, stationed at Windsor, in'l878. He was elected 
Standard Bearer of that body in 1892, and by advancement through 
the lines he became its Eminent Commander in 1901, and was 
re-elected the next year. At the time of his death he was Grand 
Generalissimo of the Grand Cdmmandery of the state. 

He received the Ineffable degrees of Freemasonry in Windsor 
Lodge of Perfection in 1878, and served in official stations until 
retiring from the chair of Thrice Potent Master after a most suc- 
cessful administration. Soon after attaining the degrees of Per- 
fection he received the other degrees of the Rite, up to and includ- 
ing the Thirty-second, in the council, chapter and consistory in 
Burlington. At the time of his death he was Grand Prior of the 
Council of Deliberation of the state. He was crowned an Honor- 
ary member of the Thirty-third and last degree at Boston on Sep- 
tember 20, 1904, after many years of meritorious service for the 
Rite, his devotion to which was unceasingly reflected by his untiring 
personal effort in its behalf. 

Two days after his death the remains of our beloved brother 
were consigned to earth In a beautiful God's-acre in Hartford, 
Vermont. As was specially fitting, his burial was with Masonic 
honors, the impressive service of the fraternity being conducted by 
Most Worshipful Brother Charles A. Calderwood, Grand Master 
of Masons of Vermont, with the assistance of the officers of the 
Grand Lodge, the members of the United Brethren Lodge and of 
Vermont Commandery, the last in the performance of escort duty. 

"Life's labor done. 
Serenely to his final rest he passed: 
While the soft memories of his virtues yet 
Linger, like sunlight hues when 
That bright orb has set.'*

CHARLES CRAWFORD, 33^ 

When our brother passed away, October 28, 1906, a true, noble 
and brave man left us for the realms of peace and rest. Our teach- 
ings and belief in this are a great comfort to those who are left 
to mourn; for Brother Cka^^obd was well beloved by those who 
knew him best. 

In the language of Shakespeare 

♦ "He w^a3 a man. 
Take him for all in all; w^e shall not look 
Upon his like again." 

In disposition he was gentle and affectionate, endeavoring always 
to screen the faults of erring brethren, chiding mildly and laboring 
to bring good from evil. Such traits of character stood out strongly 
and firmly in all his dealings with his fellow man. 

The writer first knew him as a soldier. On May 13, 18C1, he 
joined the 79th Regiment, Highlanders, New York Volunteers, and 
in that service cemmenced a friendship unbroken till his death. 
He was a good soldier and a faithful comrade. He was wounded at 
the battle of Blue Springs, East Tennessee, in 1863, and returned 
home at the expiration of his time of service in 1864. 

Born September 3, 1843, at New Canaan, Connecticut, he was not 
yet twenty-one years of age when he returned from the army. His 
abilities procured him a position of trust in the Customs service 
in New York city, an office which he filled faithfully until his 
death. 

His life was made happy by his marriage to Agnes J. Farquarson, 
who, with a son and daughter, mourns the great loss. 

His Masonic career was marked and progressive. On January 
27, 1869, he was raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason in 
Harmony Lodge, No. 67, New Canaan, Connecticut, and was made a 
Royal Arch Mason in Phoenix Chapter, No. 2, New York city. He 
affiliated with Manhattan Lodge, No. 62, in New York in 1870, and 
four years later became a charter member of Anchor Lodge, No. 
149, at Plainfield, New Jersey. On returning to New York he 
affiliated with Crescent Lodge, No. 402, in 1884, and afterward with 
Albion Lodge, No. 26. 

Brother Crawford was very active in and took a great liking to 
Scottish Rite Masonry. Receiving the Ineffable grades December 
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11, 1888; the Ancient Traditional grades December 15, 1888; the 
Doctrinal grades December 22, 1888, and the Modern Historical and 
Chivalric grades December 27, 1888. He was crowned an Honorary 
member of the Supreme Council, Thirty-third and last degree at 
Boston, Massachusetts, September, 1894. He was the Most Wise 
and Perfect Master of the Rose Croix Chapter of New York city 
for nine years. 

His work in the beautiful degrees of the Rose Croix was calm, 
instructive and gratifying, and the parts assumed by him in the 
Consistory were presented with earnest, zealous and truthful inter- 
pretation. His Masonic labors always gained approbation, just aa 
his modest, true character founded deep and lasting friendship. 

And now he has gone, we say farewell, farewell!

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EDWARD DODGE WHEELER, 33°. 

By the passing away of Illustrious Brother Edward D. Wiieeleh 
the Masonic fraternity of Michigan lost one of its shining lights, and 
by it we are again reminded that death is no respecter of persons. 
He touches the mighty and the lowly, the exalted and the humble, 
and all alike obey his summons. 

After a protracted and courngeous struggle with the ravages of 
Bright's disease Brother Wheeler answered the final summons at 
his home in Manistee, Michigan, on November 27. 1906. 

He was born at New Marlboro. Massachusetts, on May 8, 1843, in 
a homestead, which for five generations was the abiding place of 
the Wheeler family, and which did not pass out of their possession 
until 1885. 

Our deceased brother's paternal ancestor came from Scotland to 
New York in 1735, removing four years later to Berkshire County, 
Massachusetts, then a wilderness. Zenas Wheeler, the grandfather, 
served as an officer in the Revolutionary War, and Abram Wheeler, 
of the next generation, served his country through the War of 1812. 

Our deceased brother, being the sixth in a family of eight children, 
early discerned the importance and necessity of doing -for him- 
self. He preferred remunerative employment to spending time at 
school. When only nine years of age he clerked in a store at 
Sheffield, Connecticut. He attended school during the winter months 
and at such other times when he could not find employment. Thus 
much of his education was acquired after coming to the West. 

In 1857 the family removed to Joliet, Illinois. On the breaking 
out of the war between the States in 1861, Brother Wheeler was 
determined to enlist, but was prevented from doing so by his 
parents, who sent him to Martistee, Michigan, where the lumber 
industry, which subsequently became his permanent occupation, 
was then in its infancy. 

His career as a lumberman commenced in 1862, when he was 
employed in that business. He rose by rapid steps from handy 
man about the log camps and sawmills to bookkeeper and superin- 
tendent. In 1871 he entered into partnership with Mr. John Can- 
field, a brother-in-law. which partnership was subsequently incor- 
porated, and continued until Mr. Canfleld's death late in 1899, soon 
after which it was discontinued and wound up, and Brother W^heelek 
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retired from active pursuits. For several years he was president 
of the Michigan Salt Association, which marketed nearly the entire 
salt product of Michigan, amounting to several million barrels 
per year. He served also in various other corporate directorates. 

In 1864 Brother Wheeleb was married to Miss Cora P. Randall, 
of Joliet, Illinois, who died in 1873, leaving two children, Mrs. T. W. 
Martin and Edward Randall Wheeler, both of whom survive their 
father. In 1875 our brother was married to Miss Emma A. Say re, 
a daughter of a prominent Long Island family, who, with one son, 
Harold Sayre Wheeler, survives to mourn his loss. 

Our deceased brother became interested in Masonry at the age 
of twenty-four years, being made a Mason May 6, 1867, in Manistee 
Lodge, No. 228, then working under a dispensation, later serving his 
lodge as Senior Warden. He was exalted to the Royal Arch, August 
28, 1868, in Oceana Chapter, No. 56, located at Pentwater, Michigan, 
from which he withdrew to become a charter member of Manistee 
Chapter, No. 65, in which he discharged the duties of Captain of 
the Hosts for several years. The degrees of Royal and Select Master 
were conferred upon him in Manistee Council No. 46 on April 
28, 1876. 

The military features of Templar Masonry early took deep root 
In Brother Wheeler's affections. Knighted. February 12, 1874, in 
Muskegon Commandery No. 22, stationed at Muskegon, Michigan, 
eighty miles from his home, he, in 1881, assisted in forming and 
became a member of Manistee Commandery No. 32. first serving it 
as its Captain General for several years. Later he presided over 
its destinies as its Commander for several terms. 

In the Grand Commandery of Michigan Templars he was elected 
Grand Warden in 1888, advancing a step each year until in 1896 
he was chosen Grand Commander, which station he filled with 
eminent satisfaction to his fraters. His official orders were concise, 
his reports models of excellence. 

The Ineffable grades were conferred upon him February 14, 1882, 
in Morlah Lodge of Perfection; the Ancient Traditional grades. 
February 15, 1882, in Cyrus Council, P. of J.; the Philosophical and 
Doctrinal grades, February 16. 1882, in Robinson Chapter of Rose 
Croix ; and the' Modern Historical and Chivalric grades, February 
17, 1882, in De Witt Clinton Consistory, all at Grand Rapids, 
Michigan. 

In the Consistory he served three years as First Lieutenant Com- 
mander, and in 1891 attained the exalted station of Illustrious 
Commander-in-Chief, serving three years. 
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He was created a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General at Boston, 
Massachusetts, September 15, 1891. 

In the early nineties he was further honored by appointment to 
the board of trustees of the Michigan Masonic Home Association, 
which built the Michigan Masonic Home at Grand Rapids, Michigan, 
now a refuge for half a hundred dependent Masons and their kin. 

In public life Brother Wheeler possessed the confidence and es- 
teem of his fellow citizens. Innate modesty forbade his becoming 
an avowed candidate for any public office. He was chosen to serve 
in various public capacities: as school trustee, twice as mayor of 
his home city, and at the time of his demise he was president of 
the city board of fire and police commissioners. The resf^onsibili- 
ties of these respective stations he discharged with scrupulous 
fidelity and a painstaking devotion to duty. 

He has left us a shining example of honor and purity in private 
life. His career was one of steady industry and solid, unvarying 
Integrity. The reward of a competence and the higher reward of 
public and private regard and esteem were his. Those who knew 
him well could not fail to be impressed with the gentleness and 
amiability of his character. Though his opinions were clearly de- 
fined and his convictions positive, he was utterly incapable of nar- 
row prejudice or bitter enmity. There were no bitter ingredients 
in his composition. 

His greatest enjoyment was in the quiet and affection of his own 
home. Among those he loved so well he found contentment and 
rest. As to what he was to his own home and to h4s family is not 
for any one to tell, for none can tell. The hearts most bereaved 
by his death know not their own bitterness only, but the rich 
treasure they have held and will still hold forever. 

Such was the life and character of our deceased brother. 

Let us treasure the remembrance of all that was elevating and 
ennobling in his life. 

He was conveyed to his final resting place by the Grand Com- 
mandery of Knights Templars of Michigan, under escort of the Com- 
mandery he so long served, and which had a permanent abiding 
place in his affections.

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ELISHA DYER. 33^ 

Illustrious Brother Elisha Dyer, 33', was born in Providence, 
R. I., November 28, 1839. He was a descendant of a lon^ line of 
distinguished ancestors of sturdy New England qualities and char- 
acteristics. He was the son of Elisha and Anna Jones (Hoppin) 
Dyer. His father was adjutant-general of Rhode Island several 
years, and in 1857-8 was goverribr of the state. Our brother re- 
ceived his education in the schools of Providence; the University 
Grammar School; Brown University and the University of Giessen, 
Germany, and received the degree of Ph.D. from the German Uni- 
versity in 1860. He was active and prominent in the affairs of 
the city and state. As a business man of strict integrity he enjoyed 
the high esteem of his friends and acquaintances and always 
occupied a high position in social circles. He paid much att(^n- 
tion to military affairs from 1856, when he joined the First Light 
Infantry, until the end of his life. In 1858 he was commissioned 
a colonel and aide-de-camp on the staff of his father, who was then 
governor of Rhode Island. At the outbreak of the Civil War he 
enlisted in the First Rhode Island Battery and was appointed a 
sergeant. While engaged in unloading the battery at Easton, 
Pennsylvania, he received serious injuries and ten days after his 
enlistment, before his battery had been mustered into the Unitt?d 
States service, he was discharged on account of his injuries. A 
month later he was commissioned lieutenant and commissary of 
the Providence Marine Corps of Artillery and after one year was 
chosen major. In 1863 he was made a colonel and aide-de-camp 
on the staff of Governor James Y. Smith and served until May 29, 
1866, when General Burnside succeeded Governor Smith. In June, 
1869, he was elected lieutenant-colonel of the battery and served, 
with an intermission of a single year, until April 27, 1874, when 
he declined to be again a candidate for office. When the Providence 
Marine Corps of Artillery went into the state militia he was elected 
lieutenant-colonel and served until May 13, 1878. On February 7. 
1882, he was elected adjutant-general of Rhode Island and serv:?d 
until he was retired, October 31, at his own request. His service 
as adjutant-general was of exceeding value to the state. He was 
active in the formation of the naval reserves, and in 1892 arranged 
a series of runs by prominent wheelmen to demonstrate the valu- 
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able uses to which a bicycle might be put for carrying messages 
in case of war. One great and important work which he accom- 
plished was the revision of the adjutant-general's report of 1865. 
When completed by General Dyer it contained accurately the name 
and record of each and every man enlisted in Rhode Island or in 
a Rhode Island regiment during the Civil War. He took a great 
interest in this work and upon its completion resigned his office. 

Governor Dyer was always active and Interested in the affairs 
of his city and state and held many political offices. In 1877 he 
was senator In the Rhode Island Legislature, and a year later 
was made a member of the State Board of Health, in which office 
he served Ave years. In 1880 and 1881 he was a representative 
from Providence In the Legislature, and in 1888 became a memf>er 
of the school committee, serving until he resigned in 1897. He 
was alderman from the First Ward in Providence in 1890 and 
again In 1891. On April 7, 1897, he was elected governor of Rhode 
Island and re-elected In 1898 and 1899.* During his term of office 
occurred the war with Spain. In the preparation for that war 
Governor Dyer was prompt, active and energetic. He raised a 
regiment as Rhode Island's quota for the war, which was the first 
regiment sent out fully uniformed, armed and equipped for Imme- 
diate active service. During the time this regiment was in serv- 
ice Governor Dyer Issued an order to his surgeon-general to visit 
the camp of the regiment, ascertain how many men were sick and 
see each one personally, extend to him the sympathy and kind 
wishes of the governor and Inquire of him If there was anything 
that could be done or any comfort that could be provided him 
from home. He was the first governor of any state who took that 
course, though some others followed later In the same plan. He 
had always at heart the Interest of the soldiers from Rhode Island 
and spared no opportunity to enhance their comfort. After his 
third term as governor he did not appear In political life for a 
few years, until In 1904 he was chosen state senator from Provi- 
dence. In the Fall of 1905 he was elected mayor of Providence, 
which office he held at the time of his death. 

On November 26, 1861, Illustrious Brother Dyer was married to 
Miss Nancy Anthony Vlall, of this city, who survives him. He 
also has three sons living — Ellsha Dyer, Jr., and Col. George R. 
Dyer, who reside In New York city, and Col. H. Anthony Dyer, a 
resident of Providence, Rhode Island. There are also four grand- 
children. He was a member of St. Stephen's Episcopal Church, 
and in that edifice his funeral services were solemnized. 
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Brother Dyer was made a Master Mason in St. John's Lodge. 
No. 1, of the town of Providence, on March 17, 1875; a Royal 
Arch Mason in Providence Royal Arch Chapter, No. 1, on June 10, 
1886; a Royal and Select Master in Providence Council,. No. 1, 
June 25, 1887; a Knight Templar in St. John's Commandery, No. 1, 
October 4. 1886. In 1887 he was Prelate of St. John's Commandery. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite he received the degrees in 
Solomon's Grand Lodge of Perfection, January 26, 1887; the degrees 
in Providence Council of Princes of Jerusalem, January 26, 1887 ; the 
degrees In Rhode Island Chapter of Rose Croix, January 26, 1887, 
and the grades conferred in the Rhode Island Commandery, Febru- 
ary 24, 1887. In the Supreme Council of the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction, at Philadelphia, Pa., on September 19, 1899, he received 
the Thirty-third degree and was made a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General. 

To our Illustrious brother Freemasonry was especially pleas- 
ing, and he took a deep interest in its affairs and was proud of 
his connection with it. Though he was not an office holder, he 
w^as ever ready to assist in the work and gave much time and 
valuable aid in conferring several of the- grades in the Consistory. 

As a man and a citizen he was charitable, humane, modest and 
unassuming; without pretension or apparent consciousness of his 
worth and ability, he carried on his work of life in a decorous 
manner and in his own quiet way. He was a truly loyal friend, 
a sociable acquaintance and a courteous gentleman. His familiar 
form and kindly, pleasant greeting will long be missed by those 
acquaintances who survive him.

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NICHOLAS HATHEWAY, 33', 

son of EInathan P. and Salome (Cushman) Hatheway, was born 
In Freetown, Massachusetts, September 3, 1824. He was the eldest 
of eleven children, and came of Puritan stock on both sides. His 
mother was a direct descendant of Robert Cushman, who preached 
the first sermon on Plymouth Rock. His father was a lawyer of 
distinction and an acknowledged leader of the Democratic party. 

Passing through the public schools of his native town, he supple- 
mented his early educational training by attendance at Phillips 
Academy, Andover, Massachusetts, and fitted for college at Pierce 
Academy, Middleboro. Massachusetts. He was graduated from 
Brown University, Providence, Rhode Island, in the class of 1847. 

Choosing the profession of the law, he passed the preparatory 
studies in his father's office, and was admitted to the bar, and began 
the practice of law in Freetown, in 1850. In 1858 he was elected 
a member of the State Senate. He was appointed a weigher and 
ganger in the Custom House, Boston, in 1857, and held the office 
until 1861. In 1857 he removed to Dorchester, Massachusetts, which 
was his home for ten years. In 1861 he became a member of the 
Stock Exchange, Boston, and remained there until 1867, when he 
resumed the practice of law. and removed to Fall River, Massa- 
chusetts, where he resided the rest of his life. He died of valvular 
disease of the heart, December 26. 1906. 

He was elected an alderman in 1874, and was a member of the 
House of Representatives in 1875. He was postmaster at Fall River 
under the administration of President Clevjeland. 

He was married in Freetown. .Tanuary 1. 1851. to Fanny P., 
daughter of Benjamin and Rosamond (Hatheway) Dean. Of this 
union are two sons. Nelson D. Hatheway. M. D. (deceased), and 
Nicholas Hatheway. Jr., graduate of Brown University, class of 1883, 
now a practicing lawyer pf Fall River. 

Brother Hatheway had always been a worker in the ranks of 
the Democratic party. He had been a delegate to State conventions 
for more than forty years; also a delegate from the First Con- 
gressional District to the National Democratic conventions in 1868. 
1872, 1876 and 1880. and a member of the Democratic State Com- 
mittee for many years. 

Illustrious Brother Hatheway was raised a Master Mason in 
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Union Lodge, Dorchester, Massachusetts, March 15, 1859; was elected 
Junior Warden in November, 1860, and served one year. His mem- 
bership ceased March 15, 1870. He, with others, presented to the 
Lodge a banner, which is still in its possession. 

He was exalted in St. Paul's Royal Arch Chapter, Boston, May 11, 
1859, and remained a member until December, 1867. 

He received the Cryptic degrees in Boston Council of Royal and 
Select Masters, March 28, 1861 ; . his membership ceased in Sep- 
tember, 1869. 

He was knighted in Boston Commandery, November 9, 1859; was 
elected Junior Warden in October, 1860, serving one year; he severed 
his membership October 21, 1868. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite he received the several de- 
grees to the Thirty-second, inclusive, May 4, 1862, in a Consistory 
opened in Boston by the Supreme Council, 33°, and became a 
charter member of the Grand Consistory of Massachusetts under 
date of May 4, 1862. He was created a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General and Honorary member of the Supreme Council, 33"*, at 
Boston, November 21, 1862.

Samuel Ide Coy, 33'', born at Cambridge, Massachusetts, March 
4. 1843, died at Boston, December 26, 1906. 

"A loving, gentle spirit has gone to its rest." 

Illustrious Brother Coy received the degree of Master Mason 
in Saint John's Lodge, Boston, April 6, 1868; the Royal Arch degree 
in St. Andrew's Chapter, February 2, 1870; the Council degrees 
in Boston Council of Royal and Select Masters, December 27, 1870, 
and was created a Knight Templar in Boston Commandery, January 
17, 1872. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite he received the Ineffable 
degrees in Boston Lodge of Perfection, April 24, 1871; the Ancient 
Traditional grades in Giles F. Yates Council, Princes of Jerusalem, 
October 31, 1871; the Philosophical and Doctrinal grades in Mount 
Olivet Chapter of Rose Croix, February 21, 1890, serving as Cap- 
tain of the Guard in 1898, Master of Ceremonies in 1899 and 1900 
and Junior Warden in 1901, when, by reason of failing health, he 
declined either re-election or promotion. 

Received the Chivalric grades in Massachusetts Consistory, 
April 25, 1890, in which organization he filled important official 
positions. 

On September 20, 1904, at Boston, in deserved recognition of 
long and faithful Masonic service, he was created a Sovereign 
Grand Inspector-General, 33°, and enrolled as an Honorary member 
of the Supreme Council for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, 
United States of America. 

Brother Coy for many years conducted "a successful restaurant 
business. He was a man of the highest integrity, and his warm, 
generous heart, his genial, courteous nature won for him a host 
of friends. Nothing outside of his family did he value more than 
his Masonic affiliations and friends, and it was his Joy to be with 
them. 

He was a lovable character, with a quiet, gentle, almost child- 
like disposition, without a particle of envy, jealousy or revenge 
in his nature, with never an unkind word to or about any one. 

He married Miss Mary Elizabeth Hine, December 12, 1867, who 
survives him. 

Brother Coy had been a patient sufferer for some time, but 
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With characteristic kindness of heart and thoughtfulness for others, 
he kept the knowledge of his condition as much as possible to 
himself up to the hour he died, lest those near and dear to him 
should be distressed. 

On account of Mrs. Coy's health, the funeral was of a semi- 
private nature, although conducted under the auspices of Massa- 
chusetts Consistory; and as he lay in a bank of flowers, the token 
of love from his many friends, our hearts went out to him and 
cried: 

''But, oh, for the touch of a vanished hand 
And the sound of a voice that is still.'' 

The interment was at Woodlawn, where brethren of the Con- 
sistory joined in a simple but impressive, service, conducted by 
the Grand Primate. 

*'Sleep on, oh Friend! until thy waking day, 
And ever we who loved thy presence here 
Will keep for thee, through changes manifold, 
A tender memory, growing with the years."

THOMAS FRENCH TEMPLE, 33°. 

Illustrious Brother Thomas French Temple was born in Can- 
ton, Massachusetts, May 25, 1838. 

His parents moved to Dorchester when he was eight years of 
age. ' 

He was educated in the public schools, and early in life became 
interested in public afitairs. He was in 1864 elected Town Clerk 
and Treasurer of Dorchester, and continued active in town affairs 
until Dorchester was annexed to Boston. He was active in the 
affairs of annexation, and was the first Justice of Dorchester 
Municipal Court. 

In 1870 he was elected Register of Deeds for Suffolk County, 
and held the office continuously until the day of his death. 

He was active in many walks of life and found time for all. 

He was President of Dorchester Mutual Fire Insurance Com- 
pany for several years, and held the office at the time of his death. 

But business did not take all of his time. He was active in 
many social and military affairs. 

He found time to engage in various charities, and was gen- 
erous to a fault, and many a person has received his benefactions. 

His tenderness of heart and his abundant generosity will remain 
with us a happy memory. 

It was in the Masonic Fraternity that we knew him best. 

His was a nature to drink deep at the fountain of "love to 
fellow man." 

He was made a Mason in Union Lodge of Dorchester in 1864. 
and after holding several offices he was elected and installed 
worshipful Master, serving the Lodge in 1872, 1873 and 1874, and 
again in 1886. 

He was one of the Trustees of the Permanent Fund of the 
Lodge at the time of his death. 

He received the degrees in Saint Andrew's Royal Arch Chapter 
and was admitted to membership, a/terward demltted and became 
a charter member of Dorchester Royal Arch Chapter. 

He received the Orders of Knighthood in Boston Commandery, 
Knights Templars, and was admitted to membership May 16, 1866. 

He was for many years one of the Trustees of the Permanent 
Fund of the Commandery, continuing to the time of his death. 
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His love for Masonry prompted him to make still further 
advancement, and he applied for and received the degrees in 
the Ancient and Accepted Scottish Rite, as follows: 

Lafayette Lodge of Perfection, March 3, 1871; Giles F. Yates 
Council of Princes of Jerusalem, March 31, 1871; Mount Olivet 
Chapter of Rose Croix, April 7, 1871; Massachusetts Consistory, 
April 7. 1871. 

He held the office of Illustrious Grand Treasurer of the Con- 
sistory from December 27, 1878, continuously to December 28, 
1900, and also served as one of the Board of Trustees. 

He was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, 33**, in 
the Supreme Council for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, U. S. X., 
September 17, 1895. 

He ended his earthly career January 2, 1907. 

Thus was rounded out the complete Masonic life of one who 
was loved and honored, and who merited what he received at the 
hands of the citizens and of his brethren.

Born at Cincinnati, Ohio, December 6, 1827; died at Cleveland, 
Ohio, February 15, 1907. 

Raised to the sublime degree of Master Mason in Cleveland 
City Lodge, No. 15, Free and Accepted Masons, of Cleveland, Ohio, 
November 27, 1855. Exalted to the degree of Royal Arch in Webb 
Chapter, No. 14, Royal Arch Masons, of Cleveland, Ohio, April 
16, 1857. 

Charter member of Cleveland Council, No. 36, Royal and Select 
Masons, of Cleveland. Ohio. 

Knighted in Oriental Commandery, No. 12, Knights Templars, of 
Cleveland, Ohio, September 5, 1864. 

Received the InefTable grade, Fourteenth degree, in Elidah Lodge 
of Perfection, Cleveland, Ohio, February 9, 1865. 

Received the Fifteenth and Sixteenth grades in Bahurim Council, 
Princes of Jerusalem, February 10, 1865. 

Received the Seventeenth and Eighteenth degrees in Ariel Chap- 
ter Rose Croix. Cleveland. Ohio, February 10, 1865. 

Received the Conslstorial grades Nineteenth and Thirty-second 
in Ohio Consistory of Cincinnati, Ohio, March 24 and 25, 1865. 

He was a charter member of Lake Erie Consistory, Cleveland, 
Ohio. 

He was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, Thirty- 
third and last degree, and made Honorary member of the Supreme 
Council for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United 
States of America in the city of Cincinnati. June 18, 1870. 

He served as Worshipful Master of Cleveland City Lodge, No. 
15, Free and Accepted Masons, of Cleveland, Ohio, in the years 
1858, 1859, 1860, 1869 and 1870. 

He was Grand Master Symbolic Masonry for the state of Ohio 
in 1876 and 1877. 

He was honored by having his name applied to Woodward 
Lodge, of Cleveland, Ohio. 

He was Most Excellent High Priest of Webb Chapter, No. 14, 
Royal Arch Masons, of Cleveland, Ohio, in the years 1863, 1364, 
1865, 1867. 1872 and 1873. 

He was Thrice Illustrious Master of Cleveland Council, No. 36, 
Royal and Select Masons, of Cleveland, Ohio, in 18G7 and 1868. 
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He was Eminent Commander of Oriental Commandery, No. 12, 
KnlghtB Templars, of Cleveland, Ohio, in 1867, 1868 and 1869. 

He was Grand Qeneralissimo of the Grand Commandery, 
Knights Templars, for the state of Ohio in 1868. 

He was Thrice Potent Master of Elidah Lodge of Perfection, 
of Cleveland, Ohio, from 1868 to 1874 and from 1878 to 1893. 

He was Deputy Master of Bahurim Council, Princes of Jerusa- 
lem, 1868 to 1881 and 1884 to 1894. 

He was Most Wise Master of Ariel Chapter Rose Croix 1873 
and 1874. 

He was Treasurer of Ariel Chapter Rose Croix 1875 to 1898. 

He was Treasurer of Lake Erie Consistory 1889 to 1899. 

He was a factor, in the exemplification of all the grades Ancient 
and Accepted Scottish Rite from Fourth to Thirty-second. No part 
was too humble or exalted, but he gave to it his marvelous per- 
sonality. 

In his last will and testament he has remembered and named 
the Ohio Masonic Home as a beneficiary. 

His was a heart that beat in harmony with Masonry. His soul 
grasped the grandeurs of its teachings. Appreciating the Spirit 
that breathes from the ritualistic wordings, he was inspired in 
giving thereto exquisite colorings. A conscientious student of 
expression, each word must add its particular coloring to the 
lesson, each action must fit the wording. 

Illustrious Brother Woodwabd has written deep upon the hearts 
of thousands Masonry's wondrous precepts, and with it all the 
personality of the genial, earnest soul now gone into those greater 
beauties that he loved and labored so earnestly to express through 
word and action. In retrospect we hear his earnest admonition, 
"The Lord will not hold him guiltless that taketh his name in 
vain." Then on and on, step by step, he led us into the effulgent 
light of the Sublime and Ineffable degrees, the light of heaven 
reflected through this "universal brotherhood of man."

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STEPHEN VIELE STURTEVANT, 33^ 

Ab the clock was striking the hour of twelve, ushering in the 
glad Easter Day, Sunday, March 31, 1907. the spirit of Illustrious 
Brother Stephen Viele Sturtevant passed to his eternal rest. He 
was one of the rnosi esteemed and well known residents of Water- 
vllet, New York, where he had resided for many years. 

Brother Sturtevant was born in the village of Fort Miller, Wash- 
ington County, New York, December 31, 1844, but had lived in Water- 
vliet many years. In early life he was engaged in the lumber 
business and later in the coal business. During the Civil War 
he served his country with distinction and honor and when there 
was np further need of his services in the defense of his country 
he returned to Watervliet and resumed his vocation as a merchant. 
He was expert in figures and an accurate accountant. He took an 
active interest in local political and civic aftairs and was at one 
time a Are commissioner of Watervliet. 

Brother Stvrtevant never married, but resided with his two 
sisters. He had been a great sufiterer for a long time and his 
death was not entirely unexpected. The nerves of his sight were 
paralyzed several years ago, but with a remarkable display of 
patience he continued at his business pursuits and was enabled 
to discharge the requirements of thB demands of his vocation. He 
was a citizen held in high esteem, a true friend, possessing manly 
qualities that endeared him to a large circle. Brother Sturtevant 
was well known in Masonic circles and was a distinguished mem- 
ber of the fraternity, occupying many prominent positions. 

In Symbolic Masonry Brother Sturtevant was initiated in Even- 
ing Star Lodge, No. 73 of Watervliet, but afterward atllliated with 
King Solomon's Primitive Lodge, No. 91, of Troy, New York, and 
was a member of that Lodge at the time of his death. He was 
Treasurer of Evening Star Lodge from 1881 to 1883 and Senior 
Warden in 1884. 

He was exalted to the Sublime Degree of Royal Arch Mason April 
1, 1872, in Hudson River Chapter, No. 262, of Watervliet, in which 
Chapter he was Scribe in 1873, Master of The Third Vail in 1874, 
Scribe 1878 to 1888 and Trustee 1888 to 1890. He afterward 
affiliated with Apollo Chapter, No. 48, of Troy, New York, and was 
a member of that Chapter at the time of his death. 
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He received the degree of the Cryptic Rite in Bloss Council, No. 
14, April 4, 1879; was Conductor 1880 to 1881, Principal Conductor 
of the Work 1881 to 1885, Deputy Master 1891 to 1892. 

He received the Chivalric Orders in Apollo Commandery, No. 15, 
Knights Templars of Troy, New York, being dubbed a Knight June 
13, 1873. He was a life member of Apollo Commandery and its 
Eminent Commander in 1884, and was the Grand Representative of 
the Grand Commandery of Oregon near the Grand Commandery of 
New York for a number of years. 

He was a member of Delta Lodge of Perfection and Delta Council, 
Princes of Jerusalem, of Troy, New York, and of Albany 
Sovereign Consistory of Albany, New York, receiving the grrades in 
the Troy bodies, June 28, 1881, and in the Albany body February 2, 
1882. 

He was received and crowned an Honorary member of the Su- 
preme Council of the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction at Chicago, 
Illinois, September 19, 1893, receiving the Thirty-third and last de- 
gree of Scottish Rite Masonry. 

Brother Stubtevant's funeral occurred at the Dutch Reformed 
Church, Watervliet, Tuesday evening, April 2. Apollo Commandery 
escorted the body from the house, where a guard of honor had 
been stationed during the late afternoon and evening, to the church. 
The bearers were Past Commanders of Apollo Commandery. The 
pastor of the church delivered a very eloquent and touching eulogy. 
The Templar burial service was given by the Commander and 
Prelate of Apollo Commandery. The Thirty-third degree members of 
the Supreme Council, members of Albany Sovereign Consistory, took 
part in the Supreme Council burial service. Past Illustrious Com- 
mander-in-Chief Charles H. Abmatage, 33", delivering the eulogy. 

Brother Sturtevant*s manly qualities, his strong, positive tem- 
perament made him many warm, personal friends, and his friend- 
ships lasting and deep. He was thorough and earnest, steadfast and 
true and yet withal possessing a tender and sensitive nature.

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HENRY MULLIKEN, 33^ 

Henby Mulliken was bom in Stowe, Massachusetts, May 10, 1832, 
and died in Boston, April 10, 1907. 

Isaac Walter Mulliken, a physician in Stowe, was his father, who 
soon after the birth of his son Henry, removed to Lowell and then 
to Waltham, Massachusetts, where he died in 1873. 

His mother was bom Alicia Shepard, daughter of Dr. Shepard, an 
eminent surgeon of Hopkinton, and died in 1870. 

Henry received all his education in private schools in Lowell and 
Waltham, especially under that famous teacher, the Rev. Samuel 
Ripley, and at the early age of fourteen engaged as clerk in a 
country store for a short period, and then went to work in the 
cotton mill at Waltham. After two years' service in the factory 
he entered the importing house of Blake, Patterson & Co., in 
Boston, with whom he continued about six years, and then after 
short engagements with the large establishments of Gardiner Brewer 
and David Nevins, he connected himself in 1859 with the house of 
Upham, Tucker & Co., domestic commission merchants, and in 1860 
became a partner in the firm. 

He was largely interested In military affairs, and served on the 
staffs of various organizations till just before the breaking out of 
the War of the Rebellion, when he retired. He was Adjutant of the 
First Regiment of Artillery, afterward the Fifth Regiment of In- 
fantry in the Massachusetts Volunteer Militia; this last military 
connection was as Brigade Inspector on the staff of Bfigadier-Gen- 
eral Innes. He was for many years a director of the old Boston 
National Bank, and one of the incorporators of the Provident Insti- 
tution for Savings. 

He was, married to Miss Isabel Mead, daughter of Samuel O. Mead, 
of Belmont. She died in 1875, leaving one child who died in 1876. 

He was made a Master Mason in Monitor Lodge, Waltham, Sep- 
tember 28. 1857. He was Senior Warden two years to November 26, 
1860, when he was elected Worshipful Master and served two years. 

His Capitular degrees were conferred upon him in Mt. Lebanon 
Royal Arch Chapter of Mil ford, March 4, 1858, but he never took 
membership. In 1864 he was one of the petitioners for the dispen- 
sation of Waltham Royal Arch Chapter; but was not a charter 
member. 
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He was dubbed a Knight of the Temple and Malta in Boston Com- 
mandery, October 8, 1858, and admitted to membership January 19, 
1859, whence he demitted to take membership in St. Bernard Com- 
mandery, where, after holding other offices, he was elected Eminent 
Commander, serving three years to 1866. 

He was first appointed an officer in the Grand Lodge of Massa- 
chusetts by Most Worshipful Grand Master William Pabkman, and 
after filling various minor offices he served as Junior Grand Warden 
in 1867. The degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite were 
conferred upon him by Illustrious Brother Charles W. Moobe to the 
Thirty-second, inclusive. He was crowned a Sovereign Grand In- 
spector-General and Honorary member of the Supreme Council, Sep- 
tember 20, 1872. He was an Honorary member of Bethhoran Lodge of 
Brookline, Waltham Royal Arch Chapter and of St. Bernard Com- 
mandery. 

He was deeply interested and active in Masonry until about the 
year 1870 when, on account of various family changes by death 
and otherwise and the pressing demands of business, he was com- 
pelled to withdraw from further active participation in its agree- 
able and instructive mysteries, but his thought for his brethren 
continued, and only a few days before his death he took occasion to 
speak of his Interest in his associates and his regret that he was 
no longer able to meet with them. 

His funeral was held at Arlington Street Church, and the attend- 
ance showed the respect and esteem felt for him by those who 
had known him longest and best.

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JOHN W. CUTLER, 33^ 

In the death of Illustrious John W. Cutleb, Otseningo Consistory 
has lost one of its most active workers; he was a broad-minded, 
manly man, of sterling moral character and a quiet dignity that 
made him an excellent presiding officer, and an efficient and capable 
worker in any position he was called upon to fill. 

The death of Brotjier Cutler came as a sudden and profound 
shock to the entire community in which he lived. On Sunday morn- 
ing. May 12, 1907, a telegram was received from Honda, California, 
stating that Brother Cutler and his estimable wife had been in- 
stantly killed in a railway disaster the day before, while* returning 
by special train over the Southern Pacific Railway from Los Angeles, 
California, where they had been in attendance at the Imperial Coun- 
cil of the Ancient Arabic Order of the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, 
at which Brother Cutler was a representative. 

It seemed to his brethren and friends a peculiarly sad, strange 
and unnatural death. In the full fruition of life, a happy and lov- 
ing family; all that goes to make life worth living was theirs. 
But two short weeks before friends had bade them God-speed as 
they boarded the train at Binghamton. Light-hearted, buoyant and 
thrilled with anticipated pleasure, husband and wife commenced a 
journey, hand in hand, side by side, which led to "That undis- 
covered country from whose bourne no traveler returns." 

Illustrious John W. Cutler was born at Binghamton, New York, 
March 9, 1868. 

The Symbolic degrees were conferred on him in Otseningo Lodge, 
No. 435, Free 'and Accepted Masons of Binghamton, New York, where 
he was raised to the Sublime degree of Master Mason, November 26, 

1891. In 1893 he served as Senior Warden, and was made Worship- 
ful Master in 1894. 

In the Capitular degree he was exalted as Royal Arch Mason 
in Binghamton Chapter, No. 139, Royal Arch Mason, March 29, 1892, 
served in appointed offices in 1894 and 1895, becoming Principal So- 
journer in 1896, and was elected Scribe in 1897. 

In the Order of Knighthood he was created Knight Templar in 
Malta Commandery, No. 21, Knights Templars, of Binghamton, May 3, 

1892, was Sword Bearer in 1894, Warden in 1895, Captain of the 
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Guard in 1897, General issimo in 1898, and was awarded the honors 
of Eminent Commander in 1899. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite he entered the Otseningo 
Bodies of Bingham ton, receiving the degrees from the Fourth to 
the Thirty-second on June 25^ 1894, at the Annual Reunion of these 
bodies. He devoted much of his time to the Rite, and was Deputy 
Master of Otseningo Lodge of Perfection from 1894 to 1897, when he 
was elevated to the dignity of Thrice Potent Master, which position 
he filled with great success from 1897 to 1901. 

The Supreme Council, ZZ", for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction, 
crowned his labors by creatfng him Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General, 33**, and Honorary member, at Providence, Rhode Island, 
September 16, 1902. 

The beautiful and impressive Rose service ^t the house was led 
by the brethren of the Thirty-third degree, residing in Binghamton, 
just prior to the burial, which took place in Spring Forest Cemetery. 
The bodies of Mr. and Mrs. Cutler were laid side by side, underneath 
hundreds of floral tributes, placed there by tender hands. The 
large Templar escort from Malta Commandery, No. 21, Knights Tem- 
plars, and the attendance of Masons generally testified to the high 
esteem in which Brother Cutler was held by his brethren.

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Christian G. Steffe, 33°. 
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CHRISTIAN GILBERT STEFFE, 33°. 

Born, January 26, 1834; died, May 11, 1907. 

Our dearly beloved and genial Brother Steffe was born in Earl 
Township, Lancaster Ck)unty, a little more than seventy-three years 
ago. He received his education in the township schools. At the age 
of eighteen he came to Reading, and a few weeks later entered the 
employ of the railroad as a machinist's apprentice. 

In those days it was the custom for the boys in the shop, es- 
pecially the machinist's apprentices, to fire passenger engines. He 
rather enjoyed that part of it and was frequently called upon. 
There was something fascinating about the railroad and he con- 
cluded to ask to be transferred to that department. 

In the latter part of 1852 he secured a position on the road and 
was employed as a brakeman; he then became a conductor, remain- 
ing on the road in that capacity until 1853. His object was to 
learn railroading thoroughly and he preferred to begin at the foot 
of the ladder. 

About this time two engines, the "Indiana" and "Washington," 
were ordered to the Elmira road and he made application to go 
with the "Washington" as a fireman. He secured the situation and 
remained with the engine until 1854. William Long, of Reading, 
was engineer. 

The experience he received on the Elmira road was most valuable 
to him. He then returned to Reading and again entered the shop. 
While there he fired on the "Buena Vista," "Sena Gorda," "Mohawk," 
"Genesee," "Auburn" and "Elmira" on the main line. 

In 1855 the engine "Blue Bird" was put on the Niagara Express 
and he fired for the express to Niagara Falls. It was run via the 
Catawissa road and Port Clinton to Williamsport. The run ended 
at Port Clinton. 

The "Taunton" and "Celeste" came next, having been sent there 
for trial; he fired on both of them. In 1856 the "Illinois" was re- 
built and Benjamin Wagner and he took her out on the line. She 
was only used in summer, being considered too heavy for winter 
use. He reipained with this engine until the fall of 1857. when 
the "Vera Cruz" was turned out of the shop. She was the first 
passepger engine to burn anthracite coal successfully. Benjamin 
Van Lew and he were assigned to this engine and remained with 
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her until 1858, when he was promoted to the position of engineer 
on the main line. His first engine was the "Tecumseh;" she was 
employed in the coal trade. 

In October, 1861, the Pennsylvania Railroad was short of power, 
and James Clark with the "Comanche/' Barney Smith with the 
"Wissachickon," Harry Hoffman with the "San Francisco," and 
Brother Steffe with the "Tecumseh" were transferred to that road, 
and ran between . Harrisburg and Altoona. They remained there 
until March, 1862, when they were sent home. 

About this time what were known as the Milholland engines, ten 
wheels, were built at the Reading shop. Brother Steffe was to 
get the "Mariposa," but when the Monitor whipped the Merrimac, 
the name "Mariposa" was erased and the name "Monitor" was sub- 
stituted. This is why that class of locomotives is called "gun boats." 

He ran the "Monitor" until 1863, when he was transferred to the 
Lebanon Valley road and ran a passenger train between Reading 
and Harrisburg. He ran the "Plnegrove" and the "Fawn." While 
the battle of Gettysburg was being fought, he was stationed at 
Harrisburg with the understanding that if the Union forces lost 
the day and the Confederates advanced toward Harrisburg. he was 
to bring the state documents and valuables from that city to 
Philadelphia. During the battle he was not allowed to leave the 
engine except for meals, and then one man had to remain with her. 
The expected did not happen and the Union forces routed the Con- 
federates, and every one was happy. Brother Steffe then resumed 
his run, hauling th(} through express trains, which in those dayB 
ran through to Jersey City via Allentown. 

While running on the Lebanon Valley, Brother Steffe had a seri- 
ous accident. He was hauling one of the express trains. When ap- 
proaching Myerstown he called for the switch, when it was given 
and a signal to come ahead. Just at this moment the operator 
rushed out of the office and said something to the switchman who 
deliberately threw the switch in front of him. They had no air- 
brakes in those days, and he was running rapidly. Before he could 
even check the speed of the train the locomotive jumped the track 
and, after plunging through the platform, turned over on her side. 
He was pulled out from on top of the drivers. How he got there 
he could never tell. He was laid up for some weeks from the effects 
of his injuries. He ran this train until April, 1866. 

He was then promoted to the position of inspector of- engines of 
the Reading yard. This was for the purpose of seeing that the 
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engines were in proper condition before being put on the road. It 
was at this time that test cocks were introduced on all the engines, 
and they are still used. 

During the latter part of 1877 locomotives with the wide fire box 
began to make their appearance, and experiments followed. In 
1878 engine No. 412 was turned out of the Reading shop. She was 
sent to the Paris Exposition and Brother Steffe went with it. 
She was afterward run on the French lines and then in Switzerland, 
over the railroad between Geneva and Lusan. From there he went 
to Berne and thence to Italy. In the latter country he ran over 
different lines. 

Along about the latter part of 1879 he received a message from 

President Franklin B. Gowan to the effect that if he had not 

* 

closed a bargain with any of the roads that he should leave Milan 
at once and return home. After the receipt of this message he 
called on an official and told him that "the dog was dead." 'The 
official did not understand him and he then politely imparted his 
instructions. 

The engine was taken apart at Langham and shipped home. In 
making the shipment the boiler became separated, and before it 
reached Reading it got as far West as Chicago. 

After reaching home in 1879 two more passenger engines with 
the Wooten fire box had been built in the Reading shop. They 
were Nos. 113 and 118. They had been assigned to trains on the 
New York division. Brother Steffe was sent to Ninth and Green 
Streets, Philadelphia, to keep close watch on the performance of 
these engines. 

He remained there until L. B. Paxon took charge of the Motive 
Power Department, when he requested to locate in Reading. He 
was then transferred to that city as general foreman of engines, 
which position he held up to the time of his retirement. 

In 1881 he made a number of experimental trips on the Baltimore 
ft Ohio road with engine number 81. After that he ran to Reading 
on the Pennsylvania lines to show the officials of that company 
the advantage of the wide Are box. 

In 1893 engine No. 372 was sent to the exhibition in Chicago 
of the motive powers of the world and, at the close of the exhibi- 
tion. Brother Steffe ran her on the C, B. ft Q. for a number .of 
weeks. 

This engineer was then given a train and he started home via the 
Baltimore ft Ohio road. At Baltimore some small repairs were 
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made, after which she was attached to some of the fast trains run 

from that city to Washington, and the distance was made in 46 

to 47 minutes. This was the fastest time that had ever been made 

by five or six cars. It was an eye-opener as to what a wide fire box 

would do. Later on several trips were made on the Lebanon Valley 

between Mauch Chunk and Wilkes-Barre with engine No. 97. This I 

ei^gine was then sent to New York and run between that city and ^ 

Springfield. Since then all of the leading roads of the country have ' 

been adopting the wide fire box; even the Pennsylvania Railroad 

has followed in line. Some few of the old timers are living to-day. , 

After a service of fifty-two years Brother Steffe was retired on , 

March 1, 1904, as master mechanic from the Reading Railroad. Few | 

men had more extended experience with machinery, particularly i 

locomotives, than he had had, and it is strange indeed that he should 
have died in the dreadful California railroad wreck on May 11, 1907, | 

which brought suffering and death to so many of our brethren. 

In Freemasonry Brother Steffe was entered in Lodge No. 62, 
Pennsylvania, September 20, 1868, in the thirty-fifth year of his 
age, passed to the degree of Fellowcraft October 26, 1868, raised to 
the degree of Master Mason November 25, 1868. 

He was Marked February 13, 1871; received the Most Excellent 
degree and exalted in Reading Chapter, No. 152, Pennsylvania, on 
February 28, 1871. 

He received the orders of Knight Templar in DeMolay Command- 
ery No. 9, Pennsylvania, about the same time. He never served in 
any Masonic station except to be representative to the Masonic 
Home since January 4, 1904, from his Lodge No. 62, Pennsylvania. 
He was, however, a regular attendant at the meetings of the Masonic 
bodies, and never missed them except when sick or absent from 
home. 

He received the degree of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite in 
the bodies of the Rite in Philadelphia: Fourth to Fourteenth degree 
on September 16, 1887; Fifteenth and Sixteenth degrees November 
18. 1887; Seventeenth and Eighteenth degrees. May 18, 1888. and 
Nineteenth to Thirty-second degree, June 25, 1888. 

Brother Steffe received the Thirty-third degree on September 
19,1893, and became an Honorary member of the Supreme Council 
for the Northern Masonic Jurisdiction of the United States of 
America, and was much esteemed for his labor of love for the 
Scottish Rite. 

He was a grand man and a very dear and faithful friend. Of 
him Illustrious Adam H. Schmehl. 33°, writes me as follows: 
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"Outside of his continuous employment by the Philadelphia & 
Reading Railway for flfty-two years, he was one of the best known 
in the employ of its system. His early service as one of its engi- 
neers, through faithful service, won his promotion to the rank 
of general road foreman of engineers, which position he held for 
some years before his retirement on account of the age limit, as 
per copy of newspaper article sent you, and very little further 
can be said. 

"I had occasion to say in Philadelphia Consistory at the time of 
his death, that the grand, noble characteristic in his life was that he 
lived to serve his fellow-man. He was a man in every sense of 
the word. True to himself, he was false to no one. It was always 
his special delight to serve others and this is strongly evidenced 
by the fact that the greater part of his accumulations he has given 
for the benefit of his fellow-beings. 

"In his will he gives $2,000 to the Masonic Home; to his Lodge 
$1,000, to be used for the relief of the necessities of its members, 
their widows and orphans; and $1,000 to the poor of the church, 
with special bequests to the hospitals, the Homes for Widows and 
Single Women and Friendless Children, the Orphans* Home, and 
the Board of Associated Charities. 

"What better tribute to our dear brother can be said than that 
he lived an unselfish life to serve suffering humanity? He was 
crowned September 19, 1893." 

Reading Lodge of Perfection lost six members in the California 
wreck on May 10, 1907. Arrangements were made for the interment 
of Brother Steffe's body on Wednesday, May 22, 1907, when serv- 
ices were held in the Lutheran Church, followed by those of the 
Blue Lodge at the grave, which were attended by the Deputy and 
Illustrious Frank M. High ley, 33**, and a large delegation from 
the Scottish Rite bodies of Philadelphia, Bloomsburg, Scranton and 
Wllliamsport. 

After a life full of trust in God, and usefulness and sunshine for 
others, our dear brother Is now at rest.

Ehastl-s C. Delavan, 33°. 
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ERASTUS CALKIN DBLAVAN, 33^ 

On May 16, 1907, Ekastus Calkin Delavax, 33% departed this life 
after a brief illness from cc^hgestion of the brain. 

His had been a busy life, both in and out of the fraternity, and 
one, while not characterized by civic positions of trust or fespon- 
sibility, yet so intermingled with the affairs of the community in 
which he resided as to make his untimely loss keenly felt by his 
fellow men and co-workers. Ambitious and active, prompted by a 
desire to improve the condition of mankind, generous and unostenta- 
tious, his services were eagerly sought and as cheerfully given in 
all works having for their object the uplifting and upbuilding of 
humanity. Of a genial and happy disposition, with a charm of 
manner and grace of speech, gentle, yet dignified, he was a con- 
spicuous figure in ecclesiastical, Masonic and social gatherings where 
honors were generously bestowed and modestly received. 

Born in the Town of Gilford, Chenango County, New York, on 
the 4th day of September, 1855, he early started upon a mercantile 
career which brought him to Binghamton, New York, on January 
1, 1882. Here he remained first, a valued employee of the Sisson 
BroB.-Welden Company, next in furnishing goods business for him- 
self and finally as a district manager of the Travelers' Life Insur- 
ance Company, which position he held until the time of his death. 

On May 28, 1885, has was made a Master Mason in Otseningo 
Lodge, No. 435, subsequently serving the Lodge as its Master from 
December, 1896, to December, 1897. 

On February 23, 1896, he was exalted in Binghamton Chapter, 
No. 139. He was Royal Arch Captain in 1886 and 1887, Scribe in 
1889, and King in 1890. 

He was knighted in Malta Commandery, No. 21, July 22, 1887. In 
1888, he was Senior Warden, Captain General in 1889, and Eminent 
Commander in 1890. He entered the Grand Commandery and in 
September, 1901, was elected Grand Commander of the Grand Com- 
mandery of the State of New York. 

He received the degrees in the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite 
in Otseningo Bodies in the Valley of Binghamton, April 14. 1890, 
and received the Thirty-third Honorarium at Pittsburg, Pennsyl- 
vania, September 15. 1896. 

He was an active and earnest Masonic worker, not particularly

well blessed with ritualistic learning, but with that rare and grace- 
ful art of extemporizing to such an extent that he was almost con- 
tinuously in active Masonic work. 

He was one of the founders and vestrymen of Trinity Memorial 
Church, where he was a regular attendant and faithtul worker, 
giving liberally of his time and means for the benefit of the 
church. 

He held active membership in the Craftsmen Club, Press Club, 
Binghamton Club and the Commercial Travelers' Association. 

On Sunday, May 19, 1907, his remains were laid at rest, the beau- 
tiful Rose Service of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite being 
led at his late residence by Illustrious Abel G. Cook, 33"*, Active 
member of the Supreme Council; the burial in Spring Forest 
Cemetery being with full Masonic honors in charge of Otseningo 
Lodge, No. 435; Malta Commandery, No. 21, acting as escort. The 
large attendance of the members of the fraternity and the magnifi- 
cent floral display were silent but eloquent tributes to the memory 
of an upright man and Mason. 

He is survived by his widow, with whom he united in marriage 
October, 9, 1895.

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SIDNEY MOORE, 33^ 

Sidney Moore, 33', an Honorary member of this Supreme Council, 
was born at Delaware, Ohio, December 12, 1821, and died in that 
city May 27, 1907, aged eighty-six years, Ave months. 

After completing his education in a private school of his native 
town he entered upon clerical work in the oflSce of the Probate 
Court, where he remained until 1845. 

During this year a bank was organized at Delaware, Ohio, known 
as the Delaware branch of the State Bank of Ohio. 

Sidney Moore was elected teller and bookkeeper at a salary of 
1200 per year, a position which he occupied until 1852, when he 
moved to Marion, Ohio, where he remained one year assisting in 
the establishment of a bank at that place. In 1854 he was appointed 
to a position in a bank in Indianapolis, Indiana. In 1855 he re- 
turned to Delaware, Ohio, where he resumed duty as cashier in the 
bank, in which he had formerly been engaged. This bank, in 1865, 
became a national bank with Sidney Moore as cashier. In 1883 
he was elecfed president and continued this service until his death. 

A record of sixty-two years as a banker. 

He was twice married. His first wife was Miss Millie Stark, 
who accompanied him to Indianapolis, Indiana, and was taken sick 
there. She died in Delaware, Ohio, in June, 1855. 

In November, 1865, he was married to Miss Sarah A. Bierce, who 
still survives. He left no children. 

Hiram Lodge, Free and Accepted Masons, of which he had been a 
member for more than half a century, buried him with the solemn 
ceremonies of the order. Horace A. Irvin, 33% and Grand Master of 
the Grand Lodge of Ohio, D. N. IIinsman, 33% Active members, and 
William Shepherd, 33"*, W. E. Joseph, 33% Honorary members of 
this Supreme Council, were present with a great concourse of 
Knights Templars and Master Masons. 

He was made a Master Mason in Hiram Lodge, No. 18, at Dela- 
w^are, Ohio. February 12, 1856; he became a Royal Arch Mason in 
Delaware Chapter, No. 54, December 8, 1856; a Royal and Select 
Master in Columbus Council June 14, 1867. He had been created « 
Knight Templar April 1, 1857, in Mount Vernon Commandery, No. 1. 

The degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite were conferred 
upon him Octob<>r 12, 1867. by the bcdies at Cincinnati. 
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For many years he was Worshipful Master of Hiram Lodge, and 
High Priest of Delaware Council. He was Thrice Illustrious Master 
of Delaware Council from 1868 until 1886, and again occupied that 
position upon the revival of the Council in 1900. He was one of the 
organizers of Ashley Lodge in 1868, and was its first Master, driving 
up to that town on meeting nights. He was Eminent Commander 
of Marion Commandery for three years. From 1872 to 1875 he was 
Grand Junior Warden of the Grand Lodge of Ohio. 

The gift to Delaware of the Masonic Temple, from the liberal 
hand of Mr. and Mrs. Moore, will ever stand a monument of the 
tender and cherishing love which the donor bore the order. The 
unutterable gratitude on the part of those who have already shared 
this generosity, even when attended by that of generations yet 
unborn, who shall walk within its walls, falls far short of express- 
ing the thankfulness due this beneficence. Brother Moore, meas- 
ured full up to the requirements of Masonry's teachings; his white 
lambskin apron was never bespotted; at last he has folded his 
mantle about him and has lain down to quiet sleep. 

Brother Moore will ever be remembered by the city as one of its 
most public-spirited and philanthropic citizens. The various posi- 
tions of public trust which he had been called upon to fill received 
a full share of his thought and attention. As a member of the 
Board of Education he took extraordinary interest, spending a large 
portion of his available time in visiting the various grades, and 
watching the progress of training. He was a great lover of children. 

■ 

In his philanthropic deeds he was extremely modest. His right 
hand was indeed ignorant of the acts of his left. The gift to the 
city a few years ago of the Home for Aged People, while probably 
the most pretentious of his kindnesses, was by far not his greatest. 
For half a century his pursestrings had been loosened for the 
cause of the needy. Many a poverty-stricken home had been warmed 
by coal of his sending, and many a hungry one fed by his liberal 
hand. Whenever aid was administered, it was always, if possible, 
so effected as to shield the name of the giver. He sought no public 
praise and was abashed to receive even private commendation. 
Sidney Moore walked this earth with his keen eye bent toward the 
betterment of the conditions of his fellow men. The death of so 
exemplary a gentleman leaves a place in our community that can 
scarcely be again filled. Indeed his cherished memory will ever 
remain a rich and lasting heritage.

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WILLIAM JOHNSTON, 33°. 

Another dark cloud has spread over our District, and with it 
came that swift messenger, the relentless hunter of men, whose 
coming none can foretell, and whose demands are always answered. 
This last summons came to and was answered by our beloved 
brother, William Johnston, 33°, who died at his home in this city 
on May 28, 1907. 

Brother Johnston was born in Scotland, February 4, 1852. At 
the age of seven years, he removed with his parents to London, 
Ontario, where he was educated and learned the printer's trade. 
In 1874 he came to Chicago and engaged in his chosen trade, 
eventually becoming a member of the firm of Shepard & Johnston, 
which firm was finally dissolved, and in 1886 he organized the 
William Johnston Printing Company, of which he was elected presi- 
dent and continued as such until his death. 

He was a member of Chicago Typothet«e — an organization of em- 
ploying printers — serving for several years as its secretary. 

Brother Johnston was initiated in Garfield Lodge, No. 686, 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, December 26, 1882. Passed to 
the degree of Fellowcraft, January 2, 1883, and raised to the sublime 
degree of Master Mason, January 17, 1883. Served as Junior Warden 
in 1886. Senior Warden in 1887, Worshipful Master in 1888. was 
elected its Treasurer in 1895, which office he held until his death. 
He was also representative of the Grand Lodge, Ancient Free and 
Accepted Masons of Minnesota, near the Grand Lodge, Ancient 
Free and Accepted Ma.sons of Illinois. 

He was exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason in York 
Chapter, No. 148, Royal Arch Masons, at Chicago, March 22, 1883, 
and received Royal and Select Master's degree in Tyrian Council, 
No. 78, Royal and Select Masters, October 31, 1895. 

He received the orders of Knighthood on June 30, 1883, in St. 
Bernard Commandery, No. 35, Knights Templars, at Chicago, and 
served as its Eminent Commander for the year 1894. 

Brother Johnston received the degrees of the Ancient Accepted 
Scottish Rite, Fourth degree to Thirty-second degree inclusive, No- 
vember 16, 17 and 18, 1887, in Oriental Consistory, Sublime Princes 
of the Royal Secret, and co-ordinate bodies, and served fcr two 
years as Sovereign Prince of Chicago Council. P-lnces of Jerusalem. 
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He was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, 33*, Honor- 
ary member of tbe Supreme Council, September 18, 1900. 

He was also a member of Medinah Temple, A.*. A.'. 0.'. N.*. 
M.'.S.'.; served as its Recorder for fifteen consecutive years im- 
mediately prior to his death. 

Brother Johnston was unmarried, but with a sister and brother 
had maintained a home for many years. 

On May 30, after a brief service at his late home, conducted 
by Brother Reverend William J. McCaughan, the remains were 
conveyed to Medinah Temple, where the full Knights Templars' burial 
service was rendered by St. Bernard Commandery. At this service 
our Supreme Council was represented by Amos Pettibone, Active 
member and Deputy for Illinois, also the folloM^ring named Honorary 
members: Henry C. Ranney, Robert M. Johnson, Frank C. Roundy, 
Henry Baker, William A. Boatman, Harry D. Piatt, Harris W. 
Huehl, Nelson N. Lampert, James W. Parker, Samuel H. Smith, 
William L. Sharp, Alfred Russell, James B. McFatrich, Charles 
F. Gunther, Milo E. Snowden, Thomas E. Miller, Charles L, 
Russ, John Johnston, Hiram L. Weltse, John W. Swatek, Fred M. 
Ramsey, Jay L. Brewster. 

After which the remains were conveyed to London, Ontario, for 
interment on June 1, with services conducted by the Symbolic 
Lodge.

Illustrious Brother Hexry Woodward, 33**, went into the pres- 
ence of his Great Commander and King, June 11, 1907. 

Few members of the Scottish Rite were better known in this 
and neighboring jurisdictions than Brother Woodward, and in his 
native city, where a greater portion of his life was spent in 
active business, and where he was best known, he held a place 
in the front rank for integrity, good judgment, honor and courtesy, 
and all those qualitiea which make the true friend and good citizen. 

Brother Woodward was born in Middletown, Connecticut, June 
26, 1838. the youngest child of Dr. Charles Woodward. He was 
educated in the public schools of his native city and in Dr. Chase's 
Academy for Boys, and entered Wesleyan University in the class 
of 1859, but before the completion of his first year he left college, 
the curriculum not providing such a line of studies as he desired 
to pursue, and began his preparation for business. In 1861 he 
entered the drug business, which he continued until his death. 

Freemasonry early had attractions for him, and July 15, 1859 
soon after reaching the lawful age, he became a member of St 
John's Lodge, No. 2, Free and Accepted Masons, of Middletown 
He continued rapidly to receive the Chapter, Council and Com 
mandery degrees, and became a charter member of Cyrene Com 
mandery, No. 8, upon its institution at Middletown. In February 
of 1870 he joined Charter Oak Lodge of Perfection at Hartford 

m 

and in 1891, Hartford Council, Princes of Jerusalem, Cyrus Goodell 
Chapter, Rose Croix, all of Hartford, and the Connecticut Sovereign 
Consistory at Norwich. On September 18, 1894, at Boston, he 
was crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General of the Thirty- 
third and last degree, Honorary member of the Supreme Council. 
During all these years his zeal for the ancient and honorable 
institution had not been unrew*arded. By reason of his regular 
attendance, his willingness to undertake any part of the work, 
the occasions had been rare when he had not filled some official 
position. He had been Worshipful Master of St. John's Lodge; 
Thrice Illustrious Master of Columbia Council; Eminent Com- 
mander of Cyrene Commandery ( ^ye terms); Grand Commander 
of the Grand Commandery of Connecticut and President of both 
the Connecticut and New England Association of Past Grand Com- 
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manders. At the Triennial Conclave of the Grand Encampment 
of the United States, held at Denver, he was a member of the 
Ritual Committee. 

To him the impressive ceremonies and elevating teachinns of 
Templar Masonry had a special and powerful attraction, and it 
was natural, under such conditions, that he should take a deep 
interest in this particular field of Masonic activity. Outside the 
circle of those with whom he was connected by family ties, there 
was no dearer object on earth than his Commandery, the length 
and breadth of which attachment was repeatedly manifested by 
his faithful and regular attendance upon its conclaves and his 
unwearied zeal in its growth and welfare. During the times of 
adversity that came to Cyrene Commandery — as they do to ' all 
such organizations in their early years — he was the mainstay, 
and whatever of success has come to it is due, in a great measure, 
to his efforts and his enthusiastic and inspiring encouragement of 
others. 

He was averse to accepting office, especially political prefer- 
ment, but would accept positions of responsibility where they were 
of benefit to his neighbors and friends. He was for many years 
a director in the Middletown Savings Bank, also the Middletown 
National Bank; incorporator and president of the Middlesex Hos- 
pital; and, since 1870, a trustee of the Hospital for Insane, of 
which board he was one of the most active and useful members. 
He was a member of the Reform Club of New York, and warmly 
attached to his large circle of friends and compatriots of the 
Society of Sons of the American Revolution, of which society he 
was for many years one of the state board of managers. 

As a friend he was firm and true. Always courteous and con- 
siderate of others, he was, when convinced he was right, an advo- 
cate who could be depended upon to stand by to the end, and as 
an opponent he was equally zealous, standing alone, if need be, 
until victory was assured or defeat certain. His life was dis- 
tinguished for simplicity of manners, activity in business, scrupu- 
lous honesty, faithfulness to trusts, whether in private or official 
relations, and as a Mason he always fulfilled his obligations and 
promoted in every way the interests of the craft. 

Let us now remember and cherish the memory of our beloved 
friend and brother and strive to follow his example.

His death on Wednesday, June 12, 1907, terminated an incur- 
able malady which had confined him to his home, and for more than 
two years had deprived his brethren of his loved companionship 
in Masonic activities. 

Born in Bruchsal, Germany, June 4, 1831, he came to America 
in 1849 and was for twelve years resident in Michigan, engaged 
in commercial pursuits. Removing to Woodbrldge, New Jersey, 
he was made a Mason in 1870. He was elected curator or librarian 
of the Barron Library at its opening in 1877, and remained during 
the rest of his life in that position, for which he was admirably 
adapted by education, culture and refinement. In every relation 
of life our brother evinced such industry, zeal directed by intelli- 
gence, and fidelity to duty, as to command the sincere respect of 
his associates and. carrying these characteristics into his Masonic 
engagements, his record of service shows his advancement to posi- 
tions of honor and responsibility in the craft to have been merely 
a question of time and his own modest and conscientious acquies- 
cence when duty called. 

Master of Americus Lodge, No. 83, in 1886, 1887 and 1892. 

Right Worshipful District Deputy for six years, 1892 to 1897. 

Hl^h Priest of Lafayette Chapter, Royal Arch Masons, Rahway, 
1890-1891-1892. 

Grand High Priest Grand Royal Arch Chapter of New Jersey, 
1897. 

Eminent Commander St. John's Commandery, Knights Templars, 
Elizabeth, 1892-1893. 

He received the degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, 
Fourth degree to Thirty-second degree, in the Valley of Jersey City 
in 1891, and immediately thereafter became a most diligent and 
faithful promoter of its Interests by every proper means within 
his power. Recognition of his merit and service was accorded by 
the Supreme Council in conferring upon him the degree of Sov- 
ereign Grand Inspector-General, Thirty-third degree, and Hon- 
orary membership in 1896, at Pittsburgh, Pennsylvania. 

Possessed of a peculiarly sympathetic nature, Brother Schodeb 
attracted the affectionate regard of his brethren as few men are

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privileged to do, for he endeared himself by that best portion of 
a good man's life, 

"His little, nameless, unremembered acts, 
Of kindness and of love." 

On the following Saturday his funeral took place from the 
Presbyterian Church, of which he had long been a devoted mem- 
ber, and after the usual church service was conducted by Americus 
Lodge in accordance with his' expressed wish, the Master Mason's 
burial service being rendered by Worshipful Brother Henby C.

SS"". the ranks of the lodge being con- 
siderably augmented by visiting brethren, among them one 
Active and four Honorary members of the Supreme Council.

Although we saw that the weight of many years was upon him 
and that he was slowly but surely approaching the river that 
flows between us and that fair land from which none return, all 
were surprised to hear that on a pleasant June afternoon he had 
crossed and gained the land of Eternal Peace, where dwell the 
friends who had gone before. He was at Home at last! 

On Saturday, June 15, 1907, Brother Chables Parsons Cl^^rk 
passed from this life and entered into rest in the celestial man- 
sion above. Of his future there is no doubt — an upright, honest, 
God-fearing man and Mason, he has gone to his reward. 

Saddened by the fact that he was deprived of the presence of 
his Immediate relatives and of his only child (a son, who is travel- 
ing in Europe), he passed peacefully away with words of thanks 
upon his lips (and messages to his son) for those friends who were 
present and had ministered to him. 

Born in West Hampton, Massachusetts, November 26, 1822. he 
was reared a farmer's boy until he was twelve years old« when 
he was sent to live with his uncle at Skaneateles, New York. Here 
he remained until of age, working faithfully and diligently on his 
uncle's farm and attending the village school and academy. Upon 
arriving at the age of twenty-one years he left the farm and went 
to Syracuse, New York, where he had since resided. 

In 1847 he was employed in the freight office of the Syracuse 
ft Auburn Railroad, and in 1853 by the consolidation of the 
roads from Albany to Buffalo was appointed the New York Cen- 
tral freight agent at Syracuse, New York, and remained in that 
position until 1889, when he was elected president of the Syracuse 
Savings Bank, which office he held at the time of his death. 

His acts during the holding of these important positions were 
marked by the highest degree of honor and the strictest Integrity. 

That Brother Clark held the entire confidence of his fellow; 
citizens is evidenced in the fact that he was elected alderman 
of his ward for three terms and mayor of the city for two terms. 
He was also elected a police commissioner and was president of 
that board for three years. 

Brother Clark was for many years intimately connected with 
the Masonic bodies located in Syracuse. He was made a Mason 
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In Central City Lodg^e, No. 305, November 13, 1860. He was a 
members of Chapter, Council and Commandery, holding many offices, 
and was Eminent Commander of Central City Commandery for two 
years. 

He was equally interested In the Ancient Accepted Scottish 
Rite, receiving the degrees In 1866, and holding many positions tn 
the different bodies, and for many years was an active worker in 
the degrees. He was a regular attendant on all the Masonic bodies 
up to the time of his death. 

A large concourse of brethren and friends followed his remains 
to the grave. 

We have lost a loved and esteemed brother, the city a courteous 
and amiable citizen and the order a true and valued friend.

He was born near Gratiot, Muskingum County, Ohio, November 
6, 1833. 

He died at Newark, Ohio, after a brief illness, on June 17, 1907, 
aged seventy-three years, six months and seventeen days. 

He was educated at Granville, Ohio. He entered upon a busi- 
ness life as a clerk at the age of twenty years in a country store 
for two years. In 1856 he engaged in the grocery trade at Keokuk, 
Iowa; thence he went to St. Louis, where he remained till 1850, 
when he returned to Newark, Ohio. 

Here he was engaged in mercantile business until 1876. During 
this year he became interested in a private banking institution, 
known as the Franklin Bank, as its president. This bank became 
the Franklin National Bank. Of this bank Brother Wixegabner 
was a director till his death. 

He was a Democrat in politics. He was Mayor of Newark four * 
years and member of the Board of Education fourteen years. 

He was married in 1861 to Miss Mary E. Haver, who died in 
1899. They had one daughter, who still survives. 

He was an important factor in the business interests of the 
flourishing city in which he lived. A man of strict integrity, a 
true friend, a good citizen. 

The funeral services vrere in charge of the symbolic lodge of 
which he was a member, with an escort of one hundred Knights 
Templars. 

The Scottish Rite ring was presented to his son-in-law. 

The following Honorary membera of the Supreme Council were 
present: O. P. Sperra, 33"*; John P. McCune, 33'*; Charles Huston. 
SS*'; R. R. Rlckley, 33**; L. P. Schaus. 33^ W. E. Joseph, 33**; Edwin 
Morrill, 33*'; L. C. Goodale, 33*, and D. N. Kinsman, 33^ Active 
member. 

He was made a Master Mason in Newark Lodge, No. 97, Free 
and Accepted Masons, located in Newark, Ohio, October 18, 1878, 
and exalted to the degree of Royal Arch Mason in Warren Chap- 
ter, No. 6, Royal Arch Masons, located at Newark, Ohio, February 
3. 1879. 

He received the degree of Royal and Select Master in Biglow 
Council, No. 7, located at Newark, Ohio, March 5, 1879. He took 
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the orders of Knighthood in Newark Commandery of Knights 
Templars, No. 34, April 22, 1879. 

He received the Ineffable grades in Enoch Lodge of Perfection 
at Columbus, Ohio, May 18, 1882. The Traditional grades in 
Franklin Council, Princes of Jerusalem and the Philosophical and 
Doctrinal . grades in Columbus Chapter Rose Croix, H-R-D-M., at 
Columbus, Ohio, May 19, 1882, and the Modern Historical and 
Chivalric grades in Ohio Sovereign Grand Consistory, Thirty-sec- 
ond degree, at Cincinnati, Ohio, March 15, 1883. He was created 
Sovereign Grand Inspector-General at Boston, Massachusetts, on 
September 15, 1885. He served as Master of Newark Lodge, No. 6, 
during 1881, 1882 and 1883. 

He was High Priest of Warren Chapter during 1882 and received 
the order of High Priest in September, 1883. 

He served Biglow Council, Royal and Select Masters, as Thrice 
Illustrious Master during 1883 and 1884. 

He was Eminent Commander of Newark Commandery, No. 34, 
in 1884 and 1885 and was the first Eminent Commander of St. 
Luke's Commandery, No. 34, during 1886, 1887 and 1888. 

He was Junior Grand Deacon of the Grand Lodge of Ohio in 
1886 and District Grand Lecturer in 1888. 

And he held the offices of Grand Principal Conductor of the 
Work, Deputy Grand Master and Most Illustrious Master in the 
Grand Council of Ohio, one year in each station, during the yeara 
1882 and 1883. 1884 and 1885 and 1886 and 1887. 

He was Venerable Senior Grand Warden of Enoch Lodge of 
Perfection in 1884. 

He was a gentleman of dignified bearing and pleasant manners 
and a singularly sympathetic voice. 

All these qualities combined to make him a very impressive 
workman in Masonic degree work. 

His rendition of the part of the Principal Conductor of Work 
and those of the Eminent Commander and Prelate in the Com- 
mandery were masterpieces. 

His body reposes in the cemetery at Newark, Ohio, the place 
in which his life's work was done. The large concourse of citizens 
which attended the funeral showed better than words the position 
he had occupied while yet alive.

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PHILANDER W. BARCLAY, 33^ 

Another summons, another answer, and again we assemble in 
the house of mourning to pay our last loving tribute of honor 
and respect to the memory of a faithful brother, full of years, 
ripe in experience, loved and respected by all who were so for* 
tunate as to fall under his influence, and crowned with our highest 
honors. Thus has he passed from our sight into the immediate 
presence of our Heavenly Father to be rewarded with life eternal 
and service in the Master's Kingdom. Brother Babclay, 33", born 
at Russellville, Kentucky, December 30, 1832, died at his home in 
Cairo, Illinois, July 6, 1907. 

He was educated and lived in his native town until 1850, when 
he went to Philadelphia, where he served an apprenticeship of 
four years in the drug business. In 1854 he came to Chicago and 
engaged in the wholesale drug trade, removing in 1860 to Bowling 
Green, Kentucky, where he continued the same kind of trade until 
1867, when he again moved to Cairo, Illinois, and formed a partner- 
ship with his brother as Barclay Brothers, wholesale and retail drug- 
gists, which was continued until 1889, when he retired and 
engaged in the life insurance business as general agent for the 
Massachusetts Mutual Life Insurance Company at Cairo, continuing 
as such until his death. 

Brother Barclay was raised to the sublime degree of Master 
Mason in Bowling Green Lodge, No. 73, Ancient Free and Accepted 
Masons, at Bowling Green, Kentucky, January 25, 1864, and served 
as its Senior Warden in 1864 and Worshipful Master in 1865, 1866. 
Upon removal to Cairo, Illinois, he affiliated with Cairo Lodge, No. 
237, Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, and was its secretary In 
1890 and 1891. 

Received the orders of High Priesthood, Bowling Green Chap- 
ter, No. 38, Royal Arch Masons, and served as High Priest in 1866. 
Upon refcioval to Cairo he affiliated with Cairo Chapter, No. 71, 
Royal Arch Masons. He occupied nearly uW the subordinate sta- 
tions, covering a period of twenty-one years, during which time 
he served as High Priest for eight years. 

He received the degree of Royal and Select Master in Cairo 
Council, No. 24, Royal and Select Masters, in 1868; filled many 
of the subordinate offices and served as Thrice Illustrious Master 
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for several terms. The orders of the Temple were conferred upon 
him by Cairo Commandery, No. 13, Knights Templars, in Decem- 
ber, 1868; served in the various official stations for a period of 
fourteen years and was Eminent Commander in 1872 and 1892. 

In the Grand bodies of our Order he was equally devoted, serv- 
ing the Most Worthy Grand Lodge of Illinois in the Thirtieth 
Masonic District, as District Deputy Grand Master from 1873 to 
1882, inclusive; Most Illustrious Grand Master of the Grand Council, 
Royal and Select Masters, of Illinois, in 1878. 

In the Grand Chapter, Royal Arch Masons, he served for nine 
consecutive years in official stations and Grand High Priest in 
1887. 

In the Grand Commandery Knights Templars he was Deputy 
Grand Commander in 1875 and Grand Commander in 1876. 

He received the degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite 
in Chicago, November 19, 1896, and was crowned a Sovereign Grand 
Inspector-General, Thirty-third degree, Honorary member of our 
Supreme Council September 18, 1900. 

At his request he was brought to Chicago for burial, escorted 
by Sir Knights Frank Spencer, J. W. Wenqer and Taylor C. Clen- 
DENiN, of Cairo Commandery Knights Templars. After a brief 
church service in the chapel the full Templars' burial service was 
rendered by Apollo Commandery, No. 1, Knights Templars, and 
he was laid at rest beside his wife in Rose Hill Cemetery.

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ALBERT FRANKLIN GATES, 33". 

Once more is a brief halt called upon the brethren of our beauti- 
ful Rite to reflect upon the uncertainty of life, and pay tribute to 
the career and gather some inspiration from the record of a de- 
parted friend and brother. 

It is not granted to many to attain to prominent and conspicu- 
ous positions as leaders and representatives of people, but the 
privilege of being esteemed by possessing qualities of manhood 
that elevate communities, shape public opinion and make and 
cement friendships is within the grasp of all; and these qualities 
were possessed by our brother in very generous measure. 

On the twentieth of July, 1907, in Worcester, Massachusetts, 
Illustrious Albebt Fbanklin Gates, 33**, died after a week's sick- 
ness in the house in which he was born and which he had always 
made his home. 

Brother Gates was born September 29, 1845, and after receiving 
an education in the public schools of his city entered early upon a 
business career which was marked by business ability, honorable 
dealing and the strictest integrity in every detail. For many years 
he was a member of the Arm of Houghton, Brigham & Gates, and 
they established and maintained an enviable business record. When 
western capital began to get control of many important lines of 
business Brother Gates was selected to act as agent for the Armour 
Company, in Worcester, and he continued to manage this business 
until 1897, when he resigned and retired from business altogether. 

His social inclinations led him to become united with the Masonic 
fraternity, In which he had an Interesting record. Brother Gates 
was raised in Montacute Lodge, April 8, 1878. He was exalted to 
the Royal Arch degree in Eureka Chapter on the fourth of June in 
the same year. He was greeted a Royal and Select Master in Hiram 
Council of Royal and Select Masters, January 13, 1881. He was 
created a Knight of the Temple in Worcester County Commandery, 
April 7, 1881. 

In the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite he received the Fourteenth 
degree in Worcester Lodge of Perfection on the flfteenth of De- 
cember, 1881. The Sixteenth degree and Eighteenth degree were 

2ri 
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conferred upon him by Goddard Council and Lawrence Chapter 
April 13, 1882. He was made a Sovereign Prince in Massachusetts 
Consistory April 27, 1883, and. Anally, he was created a Sovereign 
Grand Inspector-General of the Thirty-third and last degree and 
made an> Honorary member of the Supreme Council September 
17, 1895. 

And he was no idle Mason. For seventeen years he was the 
Treasurer of Hiram Council, Royal and Select Masters, finishing his 
work only with his life. He filled various offices in Worcester 
County Commandery and served as its Eminent Commander in 
1896. His zeal and devotion to Goddard Council, Princes of Jeru- 
salem, was rewarded and the Council was honored by his service 
as Sovereign Master during the years 1894, 1895 and 1896. The 
confidence of the fraternity as a whole was shown by his election 
and service on the Board of Trustees of the Masonic Fraternity 
of Worcester, Massachusetts, for more than sixteen years, where 
high regard was shown for his opinion and judgment. 

Brother Gates was always a factor in the affairs of his city, but 
he could be induced to take active part in its management for no 
more than five years. From 1890 to 1895 he served as an alderman 
and during a part of this time he was president of the board. The 
chief value of his services, however, was in his direct connection 
with various important committees, where his great executive 
ability and sound business judgment proved of inestimable value 
to the city. 

The home life of Brother Gates was particularly happy. He 
married Miss Emma C. Stratton, of Holden, Massachusetts, and 
two children survived to bless this union. And in this home 
where he died, surrounded by his wife and children, was always a 
display of rare old New England hospitality; here was, indeed, the 
Mecca of a vast number of friends. 

The active career of our brother is done, but his influence is 
bound to be felt for years to come; not in vain was he possessed 
of such a kind disposition, even temper and good judgment. He 
was an unassuming, modest man, ever ready to perform any duty 
that devolved upon him and ever ready to lend his time and 
assistance to others. It naturally followed that in both his official 
and private life his friendships were warm and sincere, and he 
had, to a remarkable degree, the devoted attachment of his friends 
and associates. He was always courteous and congenial, ready to 
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help or to comfort, and these traits brought to him a large circle 
of true friends and faithful brethren, and ever enlarged his field 
of influence and service. 

His example has reflected much credit upon the fraternity, and 
we are compelled to acknowledge our great loss.

Illustrious Brother Walter Cutting, of the city of Pittsfleld, 
Berkshire County, Massachusetts, a most popular and widely known 
citizen, died July 23, 1907, at Meadow Farm, his estate in the 
southeastern part of the city. 

Brother Cutting was born April 19, 1841, in Westchester, New 
York, and was the son of Robert Livingston and Julianna DeWolf 
Cutting. His father was a prominent and very successful broker 
and a president of the New York Stock Exchange. His mother was 
of the well-known DeWolf family of Bristol, Rhode Island. His 
early education was secured at Bridgeport, Connecticut, where he 
prepared for Columbia College, which he entered in the class of 
1862. About the middle of his senior year he left college and en- 
listed in the 30th New York Volunteers and was mustered into the 
service January 10, 1862. While the young soldier was at the front 
his college conferred upon him the degree of A.B., and afterward 
the degree of A.M. Soon after going to the war he was appointed 
aide-de-camp on the staff of General C. C. Auger, who commanded a 
division in General Banks' corps then in charge of the defenses of 
Washington. Later with his division he saw active service at 
Cedar Mountain, Falmouth, Port Hudson and in General Banks' 
Shenandoah and Red River campaigns and on other fields. He was 
wounded January 16, 1865, and was mustered out of the service 
July, 1866, with the brevet rank of Lieutenant-Colonel for "gallant 
and meritorious services." Later in life, from 1891 to 1894, he held 
the rank of Lieutenant-Colonel on the staff of the late William 
E. Russell, Grovernor of Massachusetts. 

In 1869 Colonel Cutting married Maria Center Pomeroy, a 
daughter of the late Colonel Robert Pomeroy, of Pittsfleld. Mrs. 
Cutting survives with three daughters, Mrs. Arthur Cumnock, of 
Rye, New York; Mrs. Russell A. Hibbs, of New Yorlc city, and Miss 
Julianna Cutting, of Pittsfleld. Mrs. Cutting's sisters are Mrs. Will- 
lam Francis Bartlett, of Pittsfleld; Mrs. Henry W. Bishop, of Pitts- 
fleld and Chicago; Mrs. A. Maxwell Todd and Miss Pomeroy, the 
latter two living in Europe. 

Colonel Cutting was a cousin of W. Bayard Cutting and R. 
Fulton Cutting, and an uncle of James DeWolf Cutting and Robert 
Livingston Cutting, of New York. 
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After the close of the war, with his brother-in-law, the late 
gallant and distinguished General William Francis Bartlett, whose 
statue is in the Hall of Flags at the State House in Boston, he 
formed a partnership and began the manufacture of paper in 
Dalton, Massachusetts. The mill was burned in the late '60s and 
the business was abandoned. Colonel Cutting remained in Dalton 
until the early 70s, when he removed to Pittsfleld. Here the 
family continued to live until 1898, when they moved to the large 
residence which Colonel Cutting had built at Meadow Farm. The 
estate is near Holmesdale, the former home of Oliver Wandell 
Holmes, and comprises some 650 acres. 

The life of a country gentleman suited his tastes, but to this 
were joined a variety of community interests that made him for 
many years an important factor in the life of Pittsfleld. 

From the very first Colonel Cutting took a deep interest in all 
that pertained to Pittsfleld. He was a trustee of the Berkshire 
Athenaeum and Museum, and a member of St. Stephen's Episcopal 
Church, and helpful in all these organizations. He was a member 
of the Union and Delta Psi clubs of New York, the Lenox Club of 
Lenox, Massachusetts, and the Country Club of Pittsfleld. He was 
a member of Berkshire Post of the Grand Army of the Republic 
and was its Commander, and a prominent member of the Loyal 
Legion of Massachusetts. 

Colonel Cutting's Masonic career was especially eminent and 
honorable. 

He was made a Master Mason January 28, 1868, in Holland 
Lodge, No. 8, of New York city; a Royal Arch Mason February 7, 
1868, in Jerusalem Chapter, N. 8, of New York city; a Royal and 
Select Master September 4, 1876, in Berkshire Council, at Pittsfleld, 
Massachusetts, and a Knight Templar in 1868 in Coeur de Lion 
Commandery, No. 23, of New York city. After establishing him- 
self permanently in Pittsfleld, he dimitted from the Masonic bodies 
in New York city and affiliated with the corresponding bodies in 
Pittsfleld, joining Crescent Lodge, Free and Accepted Masons, in 
Pittsfleld, December 23,1874; Berkshire Chapter, Royal Arch Masons. 
January 6, 1876, and Berkshire Commandery Knights Templars, 
January 10, 1876. In Crescent Lodge he was made successively 
Junior Warden, Senior Warden and Worshipful Master. In Berk- 
shire Chapter of Royal Arch Masons he held offices. In Berkshire 
Commandery he was elected Junior Warden in 1877, Senior Warden 
in 1878, Generalissimo in 1880 and Eminent Commander in 1885. 
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He ^as appointed Qrand Sword Bearer in the Grand Commandery 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island in 1886 and was annually 
thereafter appointed or elected to the several intermediate offices 
up to the highest, until October 8, 1897, when he was elected Right 
Eminent Commander. 

In the Scottish Rite he received the degrees from the Fourth 
to the Fourteenth, inclusive, November 29, 1886, in Boston Lodge 
of Perfection, in Boston, Massachusetts; the Fifteenth and Six- 
teenth degrees April 22, 1887, in Giles F. Yates Council of Princes 
of Jerusalem, in Boston; the Seventeenth and Eighteenth degrees 
also on April 22, 1887, in Mount Olivet Chapter of Rose Croix, in 
Boston, and on the same date the degrees up to and including 
the Thirty-second in Massachusetts Consistory, in Boston. He was 
created a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General — the Thirty-third de- 
gree — at Providence, Rhode Island, September 20, 1892. 

Colonel Cutting was a New Yorker born, but no son of Massa- 
chusetts ever loved the region of his adoption more devotedly, and 
few have contributed more to its social life. Through his marriage 
Colonel Cutting's identification with Pittsfield became complete. He 
was public spirited and allied himself with the local interests 
along many lines. His possession of social tact and graces did 
not throw him out of harmony with the ordinary life of the com- 
munity, and his manly and genuine quality made him liked and 
respected in all circles. 

He was a Democrat in politics, and in former days was a pretty 
constant attendant on thef state conventions of his party. He was 
once a candidate for lieutenant-governor, being persuaded against 
his inclination, and he might have been nominated for Congress and 
other offices at many times had he cared for such prominence. 

Perhaps the keynote of Colonel Cutting's personality was loyalty, 
a characteristic which he exemplified in all the relationships of life 
to a remarkable degree. He was loyal to country, to family and 
to friends, and his loyalty was of that character which knew no 
swerving. His services once enlisted, his interest aroused, he 
asked no quarter and gave none, but lent support to the cause with 
absolute fidelity and devotion. How true this was of the man 
scores of grateful and appreciative friends can testify, and his life 
record bears out the estimate. He was in the fullest sense a high- 
minded, public-spirited citizen. He was proud of his country, of 
his state, of his county and of his town, and interested deeply and 
in a helpful way in their welfare and advancement The civil 
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wiir proved his devotion to his country, and his subsequent life 
has shown his faithfulness as a citizen. He had, without ostenta- 
tion, done vastly more for Pittsfleld than is generally realized, and 
his going means that the city has lost a citizen of great value. 

The unconsciousness of good breeding and wealth and station 
never had a more royal representative and yet he was the most 
democratic of men: he entered every circle into which the paths 
of society or duty, politics or diocesan conventions of the church, 
led him as a prince and left it as a prince — the shoeblack getting 
the same greeting from him as the highest in the land. The Colonel 
never outgrew hia boyish impulses. To those who enjoyed his in- 
timate friendship and home life he revealed .many a sweet charm, 
and no door ever had a cheerier or more natural host to greet a 
coming guest His friends will remember with pleasure the fire 
blazing on the big hearth at Meadow Farm, laying its beams over 
the Colonel and his family, of which he was so justly proud, and 
remember him, too, at the head of his generously laden table, dis- 
pensing easy and smooth hospitality and filling the sails of high, 
fine talk on many a subject that warmed his heart. Massachusetts' 
most western county of Berkshire has produced or been the home 
of a great many distinguished and forceful men, and Nature, 
through his personality, breeding and services to his country in 
her hour of peril, added him to the proud number. 

In the Christian's hope of a blessed immortality he rests on a 
knoll in the Pittsfleld Cemetery.

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JOHN CLARKE BUDLONG, 33^ 

Our Illustrious Brother John Clarke Bidlong, M.D., died on 
July 24, 1907, in the seven ty-flrst year of his age. He was well 
known and highly esteemed by the citizens of Providence, where 
he had spent many years in the practice of his chosen profession 
and where he occupied a prominent position in the government of 
the city. 

He was born in the town of Cranston, Rhode Island, August 25, 
1836. He was the son of Samuel and Rachel (Martin) Budlong, 
his Rhode Island ancestry dating back to 1675, and was a lineal 
descendant in the seventh generation of Roger Williams. 

Dr. Budlong's early education was acquired in the district 
school of his native town and at the Fruit Hill Classical Institute, 
where he graduated as valedictorian of his class. He then attended 
the Smithfleld Seminary at North Scituate. where he gave special 
attention to such studies as would best prepare him for the study 
of medicine. In 1857 he entered the Homeopathic Medical College 
of Pennsylvania, which was later merged into the Hahnemann 
Medical College. After devoting himself to earnest work for five 
years he completed his studies in 1862, and on March 3, 1863, 
received the degree of Doctor of Medicine. 

Full of zeal and patriotism, he enlisted in July, 1863, in the 
Third Regiment of Rhode Island Cavalry and was at once ap- 
pointed assistant surgeon in charge and subsequently advanced 
to the rank of surgeon of the regiment. This regiment served 
in the Red River campaign in Louisiana, and Dr. Budlong held the 
positions of brigade surgeon, division surgeon and was for a time 
surgeon in charge of the General Hospital. He remained in the 
army, arranging and systematizing matters of the Medical Bureau 
until December, 3865, when he received an honorable discharge. 
Returning to Rhode Island he engaged in active practice of his 
profession at Centredale in North Providence and later removed 
to Providence, where he continued in active practice until stricken 
down by his last sickness. 

Some time after the olose of the war he was solicited to join 
the state militia, and with a fondness for and familiarity with 
military affairs, he became a member of the Pawtucket Horse 
Guards, of which he w-as chosen surgeon and was later promoted 
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to the position of brigade surgeon of the second brigade, which 
place he filled for several years. 

In 1875 he was elected surgeon-general of Rhode Island, in 
which office he was continued for nineteen years, declining in 
1894 another re-election. To him was accorded the distinction of 
having been the first Homeopathic physician ever elected to the 
office of surgeon-general of Rhode Island or of any other state in 
the Union. 

Dr. BuDLONo held many offices in the different organizations o^ 
his school of medicine and ably and satisfactorily filled each and 
every one of them. He was vice-president of the National Homeo- 
pathic Medical Society, served one year as treasurer and two years 
as president of the Rhode Island Homeopathic Medical Society 
and represented his state in the World's Homeopathic Medical 
Congress held at Philadelphia in 1876. He was also an honorary 
member of the New York and the Massachusetts Homeopathic 
Medical societies. 

He was a member of the Grand Army of the Republic and of the 
Loyal Legion of the United States, member of the Military Serv- 
ice Institution of the U. S. A., an active member of the Asso- 
ciation of Military Surgeons of the United States and was a 
member of the Providence Board of U. S. Examining Surgeons 
for Pensions. He was a zealous member, communicant and vestry- 
man of the Protestant Episcopal Church. He was of a modest and 
retiring disposition and had no desire to hold political office nor 
to seek political distinction. In spite, however, of his personal 
choice he was induced by the citizens of the ward in which he 
lived to become a member of the city government, first as a 
member of the common council and later he was several times 
elected alderman for the Fourth Ward. This position he filled to 
the great satisfaction of his constituents and held the office at the 
time of his death. 

On June 7, 1866, Dr. Budlono was married to Miss Martha 
Alexander, daughter of the late Prof. Walter Williamson, of Phila- 
delphia, who was emeritus professor in the Homeopathic Medical 
College of Pennsylvania, and a man of eminence and ability. To 
Dr. and Mrs. Budlong were born eight children, of whom but two 
are living at this time — Martin Salisbury Budlong, A.M., M.D., and 
John Clarke Budlong, Jr. 

For more than forty years our Illustrious Brother was an inter- 
ested and devoted member of the Masonic fraternity. He was 
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made a Master Mason in What Cheer Lodge, No. 21, Providence, 
Rhode Island, September 16, 1864; was made a Royal Arch Mason 
in Providence Royal Arch Chapter November 2, 1876; was made a 
Knight Templar in Calvary Commandery Knights Templars, No. 13. 
January 6, 1885. 

On November 27, 1885, he received the Ineffable grades in Solo- 
mon's Grand Lodge of Perfection; the Ancient Traditional grades 
in Rhole Island Council, Princes of Jerusalem, February 24. 1886; 
the Philosophical and Doctrinal grades in the Rhode Island Chap- 
ter of Rose Croix, February 24, 1886, and the grades conferred 
in the Rhode Island Consistory March 24, 1886. He was created 
a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General, Thirty-third degree, at the 
annual meeting of the Supreme Council, at Boston, September 
15, 1903. 

Illustrious Brother Budlong did not hold office in the several 
Masonic bodies of which he was a member and always declined 
to accept such positions, but in the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite 
bodies he filled various positions in the work of conferring the 
degrees, was a regular attendant and always attested his interest 
by his readiness and willingness to do such parts of the ritual 
as might be assigned to him. 

He was a kind friend, an honorable, upright man, a worthy 
and public-spirited citizen, a faithful officer in the affairs of his 
city, an able and successful physician, one whose loss will long 
be felt in the community and whose memory among his acquaint- 
ances will be cherished and enduring.

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SAMUEL M. STEPHENSON, 33^ 

One of the most notable figures in the history of Michigan passed 
away on Wednesday, the thirty-first of July, 1907, at his home in 
Menominee, Michigan. Samuel Merritt Stephenson was a pioneer 
lumberman and Congressman from the Twelfth District of Michi- 
gan four terms, and a public spirited and generous citizen. His 
death was the result of a fall received a few days before while 
alighting from his carriage. 

Sam TEL M. Stephenson was born in the province of New Bruns- 
wick, just over the international boundary from Maine, in 1831. 
When but six years old he was taken by his parents to Maine and 
his youth was spent in the neighborhood of Machias. Life was a 
strenuous thing for this son of the forest, for he had to begin 
supi)orting himself when but seven years old and he was working 
in the woods of eastern Maine for $7 a month when only ten 
years of age. 

In 1846, when fifteen years 'old, he started for the west and 
arrived in Delta County, Michigan, and found work in a lumber 
camp. 

Mr. Stkpi[enson was a pioneer. His first visit to Menominee 
was in 1853. He then took a logging job in Escanaba and formed 
connections with Isaac Stephenson, his brother (who is now 
United States Senator for Wisconsin), and William Holmes, later 
one of the prominent loggers in the country. 

In 1858 he went to Menominee to reside permanently and, in 
company with Abner Kirby, built a mill containing a single mule 
saw and a so-called siding machine. This machine was a wonder- 
ful affair in its day and the entire mill was considered a remark- 
able one. The operation of that mill marked the beginning of the 
vast business later carried on under the name of Kirby-Carpenter 
Company, which was one of the greatest lumber producing con- 
cerns in the country. 

Mr. Stephenson was a man of strong and marked personality. 
He always had something of the roughness of manner of the 
pioneer lumbering days, but he was of broad intelligence and 
information, an enthusiastic believer in the lumber business and 
in the section in which he had made his fortune. He was a valuable 
public servant and was many times honored by his communitv. 
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He was the first supervisor of Menominee township after its or- 
ganization and the first mayor of the city of Menominee. He was- 
an early member of the county board of education and for many 
years its chairman. In 1877-8 he represented his district in the 
lower house of the state legislature and in 1879 and 1885 wa& 
elected to the state senate. A level-headed business man, but 
broader in his views than the majority, he was able to accomplish 
much, not for his particular district, but for the state of Michi- 
gan as a whole and for the northern peninsula in particular. He 
was a Presidential Elector in 1880 and a delegate to the Republicaa 
National Convention in 1884 and 1888. He represented the Twelftn 
District of Michigan in the Fifty-first, Fifty-second, Fifty-third and 
Fifty-fourth congresses. Never a public speaker, he was seldom 
heard on the floor of the house, but he was an indefatigable worker 
and his sympathies were national in their scope. 

Mr. Stephenson was proud of his home city and of its people 
and did a great deal for its interests. If there was anything of a 
public nature to be done in Menominee, Mr. Stephenson was the 
one looked to as the man to do it or to superintend its doing. 
It was always his money that was expected to build, in part or In 
whole, hospitals and churches or theaters. It was he who looked 
after the welfare of the sick and needy and it was to him that 
young business men in financial emergencies would turn for as- 
sistance. But he did all these things modestly, usually trying to 
keep his connection w^ith them secret. Abrupt and sometimes 
rough in his manner, he nevertheless had a tender heart, which 
was most easily touched, perhaps by stories of destitution and by 
the appeals of woodsmen in trouble, particularly if they claimed 
to hail from Maine. 

Mr. Stephenson married Miss Jane Harris, a native of Wales, 
in 1859. To them nine children were born, but only five daughters 
survive. 

Mr. Stephenson was laid away amid the beauties of an ideal 
summer afternoon, with every evidence of the respect and affec- 
tion of his neighbors and friends, on Sunday, August 4. It was 
the most remarkable funeral the Menominee river region had ever 
witnessed, and it was attended by thousands of people. Men of 
high and low estate stood side by side with bowed heads while 
the last sad rites were said over the body of S. M. Stephenson. 
Next to a sorrowing farm hand, come to pay his last respect to 
his patron, stood the man who was twice Governor of Wisconsin, 
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while within the home and upon the spacious lawns without stood 
a concourse of people representative of every walk of life. 

Shortly after noon the crowd began to gather, forming a pro- 
cession which passed slowly and sorrowfully beside the bier, cast- 
ing a last glance at the familiar face of the dead. 

After the remains were viewed for the last time the services 
commenced. 

Rev. A. W. Bill w^as the principal speaker and his sermon will 
long be remembered. It was an effort that comes from the soul 
of a man that had known another for years and from a brother 
that was suddenly deprived of one of his fold. 

The speaker said, in part: ''No one will deny that Mr. Stephen- 
son was a strong man, physically and mentally, strong in his 
purposes, ambition, will and energy. But death has laid its hand 
upon him and he has bowed himself as all men must. 

"Solemn is the silence of death. Impressive the closed lips 
which do not- tell us of the mystery beyond. His life and its 
work is a matter of record among us for it has been to an unusual 
degree a public life. 

"Mr. Stephenson was a very sensitive man, capable of deep and 
severe suffering, yet he would almost rather die than that any 
should witness it. Sorrows and pain met him along the pathway 
of life, beat and stung him, but did any one ever know him to 
falter? 

"And now he is gone. He has bowed himself as all men must. 
The dust retires to the earth as it was and the spirit turns to 
God who gave it. For what is life! It is even as a vapor which 
appeareth for a little while and then vanisheth away. 

"Alas, my brother! 

"May the peace of God which passeth understanding, keep our 
living and our dead in His infinite love forever." 

The Masonic brothers, over three hundred in number, formed 
in front of the hearse and slowly led the procession down Main 
street. When Riverside Cemetery was reached, the most beautiful 
service ever held there took place. 

The members of the Knights Templars formed a wide cordon, 
in which a smaller square was formed by the members of the 
Blue Lodge, drawn up in close formation. After the rendering of 
the Masonic service, and with the sprigs of evergreen dropping 
upon the coffin and his apron and glove deposited on the bier, the 
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body of Samuel M. Stephenson, Menominee's respected pioneer, 
was laid at rest. 

In his Masonic life Mr. Stephenson was an earnest and con- 
sistent worker for the good of Masonry and attained the highest 
honors conferred. 

He was initiated June 21, 1870, passed August 16, 1870, and 
raised September 14, 1870, in Menominee Lodge, No. 269, Free 
and Accepted Masons. 

He was exalted to Royal Arch Mason November 3, 1882. in 
Menominee Chapter, No. 107, Royal Arch Masons. 

He received his Knight Templar degree in Lake Superior 
Commandery, No. 30, at Marquette, Michigan, December 12, 1882. 

Menominee Commandery, No. 35, was organized October 9, 1883, 
and Mr. Stephenson was elected Eminent Commander October \f 
and re-elected April 7, 1884, and again March 2, 1885, serving until 
April 5, 1886. He was again elected Eminent Commander March 
14, 1898, and served until March 13, 1899. 

He received the Scottish Rite in DeWitt Clinton Consistory, 
and received the Thirty-third degree September 20, 1892, at Provi- 
dence, Rhode Island.

The silver cord is loosed, the golden bowl is broken, the pitcher 
broken at the fountain, the wheel broken at the cistern, in the 
twinkling of an eye all is changed, another spirit wafted from 
time to eternity, and the mourners go about the streets. Thus 
came the swift messenger of death and carried hence Brother 
Joseph Habrison Coluns Dnx, 33". 

Bom in Haddonville, New Jersey, July 24, 1836, died suddenly 
at his home in Bloomington, Illinois, August 5, 1907. 

So far as known upon the day of his death he had been in 
full enjoyment of his usual good health, having attended business 
as was his habit. A friend who called upon him late in the after- 
noon found him in the best of spirits, and exceedingly Jubilant 
over the prospects of a business enterprise in which he had but 
lately become interested. After eating a hearty supper he walked 
up-town to ascertain if there would be a Commandery meeting, but 
seeing no lights in the hall, returned home, and with the little 
daughter of a neighbor walked about town until half past eight 
o'clock, when he returned home and with his wife sat on the 
porch for a few moments, then remarked that he would go into the 
house, where he sat down and asked his wife for some hot water, 
which she soon procured, but upon her return to the room found 
him already dead. 

In April, 1858, he removed to Illinois and settled on a farm, 
which vocation he followed until the outbreak of the civil war, 
when he enlisted on December 1, 1861, as a private in Company "I," 
63d Regiment, Illinois Volunteer Infantry. Was promoted re- 
spectively to Second Lieutenant, First Lieutenant and Captain, in 
which capacity he continued service until the close of the war, 
being mustered out July 13, 1865. He participated in thirteen 
engagements, including Missionary Ridge, the siege of Vicksburg, 
and accompanied General Sherman on his memorable march to 
the sea. At the close of the war he returned to Heyworth, Illinois, 
where he engaged in the hardware business until 1882, when he 
sold out, removing to Bloomington, Illinois, where he continued to 
live until his death. 

He served as tax collector in the town of Randolph, Illinois, 
in 1860. Was postmaster at Randolph in 1874 and 1875. Census 
enumerate*' in 1880. 
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His Masonic record is both interesting and instructive. The 
pages of our history for the past forty years are adorned with 
the record of his faithful and intelligent service; by precept and 
example, he has caused the light of true Masonic principles to 
shine in many dark places. 

Brother Dill was initiated in Heyworth Lodge, No. 251, Ancient 
Free and Accepted Masons, at Heyworth, Illinois, December 20, 1866, 
passed to the degree of Fellowcraft, February 23, 1867, and raised 
to the sublime degree of Master Mason, March 30, 1867. After filling 
several subordinate offices he served as Worshipful Master in 1876 
and 1877. The Royal Arch degrees were conferred upon him in 
Groodbrake Chapter, No. 59, Eoyal Arch Masons, at Clinton, Illinois, 

ft 

August 25, 1881, and the Royal and Select Master degrees in the 
same Chapter May 4, 1882. He received the orders of Knighthood 
in DeMolay Commandery, No. 24, Knights Templars, at Bloomington, 
Illinois, March 12, 1883, in which he served as Prelate in 1897. 
1898, 1899; Senior Warden in 1900, Generalissimo 1901, and Eminent 
Commander in 1902. Degrees of the Ancient Accepted Scottish Rite, 
Fourth to Thirty-second inclusive, were conferred by bodies in the 
Valley of Peoria, Illinois, September 13, 14 and 15, 1896, and was 
crowned a Sovereign Grand Inspector-General 33° Honorary miem- 
ber of our Supreme Council, September 19, 1905. 

On November 28, 1882, he was appointed District Deputy Grand 
Master for the Fifteenth District of Illinois, which position he 
held for four years. March 31, 1882, he was appointed Assistant 
Grand Lecturer and for the eleven succeeding years devoted the 
greater part of his time to this work, visiting and instructing 246 
different lodges with a total of more than 1,200 days and nights 
of Masonic labor. 

In 1893 he was elected Grand Secretary of the Grand Lodge, 
Ancient Free and Accepted Masons, and served for thirteen con- 
secutive years, devoting his active time and ability to the work 
of that office. He was usually at his desk as early as seven o'clock 
in the morning, there were only occasional instances when at ten 
o'clock at night he was not to be found at the same place. He 
believed his entire time belonged to the Craft, and this he gave 
freely and without stint, always pleased to explain every detail 
of his work to those interested; his cordial greeting, hearty hand- 
shake and encouraging words have sent many weary pilgrims on 
their way rejoicing. 

The funeral occurred on August 7, with services conducted by

the Most Worshipful Grand Lodge of Illinois, escorted by DeMolay 
Commandery, No. 24, Knights Templars. After a brief service at 
his home by the Grand Army of the Republic, of which he was a 
member, his remains were escorted to the Episcopal Church, where 
the usual Masonic service for the dead was held. The procession 
then proceeded to Evergreen Cemetery, where all that was mortal 
of our beloved brother was tenderly laid to rest by loving hands. 

A loving wife survives our brother, to whom we tender most 
affectionate sympathy.

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JOHN HENRY JACKSON, 33^ 

Dr. J. Hfnbt Jackson was born at Brome, Province of Quebec, 
August 19, 1844, being the youngest of three sons in a family which 
for generations has developed men characterized both by intellectual 
superiority and moral integrity — ^men who with credit to themselves 
and with benefit to the community have followed the professions 
of law, medicine and theology, and who have filled many honorable 
positions in the public gift, accepting them always as a public trust. 

The career of the man whose body was but lately carried to its 
last resting place amid the mourning of an entire city was typical 
of this race of scholars, workers and patriots. He received an 
academic education with his brothers, Joseph Addison Jackson and 
Samuel Nelson Jackson, at the Barre (Vermont) Academy, graduat- 
ing in 1862. He attended McGill University, of Montreal, and 
was graduated from the medical department of the University of 
Vermont in 1865, which institution conferred on him, in 1882, the 
degree of Master of Arts. The practice of medicine was begun in 
Stockholm, New York, in 1865. In June, 1867, he married Anna 
D. Wells, of Brasher Falls, New York, who died in November, 1868. 
In December, 1869, he married Cora A. Wood and, about a year 
later, removed to Barre, which was to be his permanent home. 

Dr. Jackson's path during his first years in Barre was far from 
a smooth one. Barre was not then the thriving city it has since 
become. The people were poor, and the lot of a young doctor 
with a name and a practice to m^ke was a hard one. But his 
unusual professional ability, united with' sterling character and a 
genial temperament, served at last to give him a leading place in 
his community. And during his whole life, even while his pro- 
fessional duties were most insistent, he always found time and 
energy to devote to that which seemed to him to tend toward the 
material, educational or religious advancement of his city. He be- 
came superintendent of public schools, trustee and treasurer of 
Barre Academy, and in 1878 was elected to the Vermont Legislature. 
Since that time he had been mayor of Barre and the Democratic 
candidate for governor. At the time of his death he was president 
of the Barre Savings Bank and Trust Company. 

In 1882 Dr. Jacksox was selected to fill the chair of physiology 
in the University of Vermont, and his scholarship and attainments 
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were of the highest use to the institution during his incumbency. 
His whole professional career was that of one who found his 
greatest pleasure and most absorbing interest In his work. 

Brother Jackson was a member of Granite Lodge, Granite 
Chapter, St. Aldemar Commandery; Gamalie, Washburn Lodge of 
Perfection, Fourteenth degree; Mount Calvary Council, Princes of 
Jerusalem, Sixteenth degree; Delta Chapter of Rose Croix, 
Eighteenth degree; Vermont Consistory, Thirty-second degree, and 
had held the office of Worshipful Master of his Lodge, High Priest 
of the Chapter and Eminent Commander of the Commandery. At 
the annual conclave of the Grand Commandery in June last he was 
elected Most Eminent Grand Commander. The crowning honor in 
Scottish Rite Masonry became his when, at the meeting in Boston, 
Massachusetts, on September 18, 1888, the Thirty-third and last 
degree was conferred upon him, and he was proclaimed an Honor- 
ary member of the Supreme Council for the Northern Masonic 
Jurisdiction. 

The end of a useful and happy life came suddenly at his home 
in Barre on September 13, 1907. He was taken ill in church with 
what was diagnosed as appendicitis, and an operation was per- 
formed, from the effects of which, however, he failed to rally. 

The following Honorary members of the Supreme Council were 
present at the funeral and accompanied the remains to their last 
resting place: Chables H. Heaton, Geoboe H. Kinsley. Satles 
Nichols, Geobge W. Wing and Henry H. Ross. The various Masonic 
bodies of which the deceased was a member bore a prominent 
part in the funeral procession and the last obsequies at the grave.

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THOMAS R. PATTON. 33^ 

Born, October 24, 1824. 
Died, September 13, 1907. 

"The primal duties shine aloft like stars; 
The charities that soothe, and heal, and bless 
Are scattered at the feet of man like flowers." 

There Is no surprise created when a man who is surrounded by 
a happy and loving family has the softer and kindlier part of his 
nature beautifully developed in a field of benevolence and charity 
toward all; and fortunate is that man who, being denied through 
loss all the Joys of domesticity and the blessings that the house- 
hold gods provide — thrice fortunate, indeed, is he. If being deprived 
of these blessings, he is yet able to broaden his field of labor and 
recognize that the affection, which is frequently concentrated on 
a few, may be so increased that the objects of his consideration and 
benevolence are greatly multiplied. 

Thomas R. Patton, during his life, with no children to per- 
petuate his name, lost some years ago the companion of his early 
years of struggle and success, and he honored himself in honor- 
ing her when he created a fund, the income of which should b'^ 
distributed to the poor and penniless, and dedicated that fund in 
her honor. 

During the last years of his life he seemed to have devoted his 
time and thought and energy, not to himself, not to his family, 
not to his associates, but rather with a deep insight into the 
future, to the care and protection of the generations yet unborn. 
With that thought in mind he indulged in no foolish extrava- 
gance, no vain expenditure for personal pleasure, but worked and 
sought and saved for the benefit and advantage of those whom 
he never expected nor could hope to see. 

A man with such a purpose successfully carried out must have 
not only the heart of a Samaritan, the mind of a master builder, 
but in addition to these, the imagination of a poet and dreamer, 
and wonderful must have been the pictures that appeared before 
his mind's eye as he sat alone in his declining years. 

Perhaps he could see hundreds or thousands of bright and 
happy faces radiant with health, cheerful with the enthusiasm of 
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youth and glowing with gratitude to the modest man who lived to 
the full period of time allotted by the Psalmist, and he created 
during those years a character for integrity, uprightness and fidel- 
ity to duty which will ever be an example for emulation by the 
objects of his benevolence. Thomas R. Patton knew that 

". . . last charity's more ample sway. 
Nor bound by time, nor subject to decay, 
In happy triumph shall forever live."

Up to the last with what feeble strength remained he exerted 
that strength to the uttermost to fulfil the obligations, most of 
which had been assumed when he was still in the pride and vigor 
of early manhood. Verily, he died in harness! 

Thomas R. Patton was a man of strong individuality; of quiet, 
almost retiring demeanor and courteous and kindly in manner. 
He had long cast aside the asperities, enmities and intolerance of 
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youth; and he won and maintained the respect and affectionate 
admiration of all the brethren with whom he came in contact. 
He maintained to the full his wonderful mental grasp and power 
to the end, but quietly and almost imperceptibly his physical 
strength became weaker and weaker until he passed into hid last 
and final rest. 

"Age by degrees invisibly doth creep, 
Nor do we seem to die, but fall asleep." 

With no regret for the sins of omission or commission, 
patiently and fearlessly he waited the final call, with a sublime 
confidence that he would receive in due time the reward for faith- 
ful and unselfish work.

CONSTITUTIONS 

NOW PENDING AND TO BE CONSIDERED OR ACTED UPON 

AT THE ANNUAL MEETING. 

The following now stand referred to the Committee on Con- 
stitutions and Laws from the annual meeting of 1906 : 

Article 90. Proposed by 111.*. Bro.'. James Isaac Bu* 

OHANAN^ 33°. 

Add a new section, to be section 8: 

"Sec. 8 — Every body shall confer upon each and every appli- 
cant favorably received, at least two of the degrees coming 
under its jurisdiction, in full ceremonial form and with due 
instruction, before he shall be entitled to the rank and privi- 
lege of its highest degree, save under the special dispensation 
of the Most Puissant Sovereign Grand Commander." 

Article 92. Proposed by 111.'. Bro.'. Barton Smith, 33**. 

Sec. 2 — To be amended to read: 

"None but affiliated members of each inferior degree, other 
than Sovereign Grand Inspectors-General, shall receive member- 
ship in any body of a superior degree, and no subordinate body 
of the Rite shall confer any degree upon any person unless he 
is at the time an affiliated Master Mason in good standing. 

"If any member, other than a Sovereign Grand Inspector- 
General, is suspended or expelled from any body of the Rite, 
or from a symbolic Lodge having Jurisdiction, his member- 
ship in all bodies of the Rite shall be suspended and such 
member may be expelled from any body of the Rite upon due 
trial."
